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Question Is How To Pay 
For Public Works Facility 


With the move into the new Depart¬ 
ment of Public Work facilities underway, 
the question of how to pay for the $1.2 
million project is still up in the air. 

Public Works Director Walter 
Tonaszuck said materials from the 
building on 15 st., the old Water and 
Sewer Department structure, were 
scheduled to start being transferred 
yesterday to the new building right 
behind it. In the next month the old 
building is scheduled to be demolished 
with grass and pavement being put down 
in its place. 

The new facility will provide more 
office space, will at least double the 
amount of room to store vehicles inside 
und will contain luxuries like lifts to 
repair the vehicles and a labratory to 
check for water contamination. 

The Selectmen are still undecided 
whether to start paying for the project by 
going to permanent bonding right away 
or to renew the temporary notes. The 
town must start bonding by July 25, 1981 
but does not have to begin before then. 

At issue is the question of the 
municipal bond interest rates. The 
present rate is six percent and some 
experts say the rates will go lower still 
because of the recession. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
counters that the rate will not go much 
lower than five percent and if this year is 
any indicator, it is impossible to predict 
which way the rates will go. Last July 
when the Selectmen decided to wait at 
least one year to see if the rates would go 
down, they went from five percent to nine 
percent before dropping back down to 
six. 

"It will never go less than five per¬ 
cent,” Randall argued. "Traditionally 
over the past 20 years it has been at five 
or six percent. Until this year. It could 
very easily go back to nine percent. Do it 
now while it is at six percent," he told the 
board. 

Comptroller Alphonse Faggiano 
however, said a number of bankers told 
him that the recession is just beginning 
and that the rates will be dropping for at 
least the next six to nine months. He 
recommended the town wait and watch 
the rates before it goes into bonding. 

Regardless of what the board decides 
an appropriation will have to be made at 
Town Meeting. Once bonding start one- 
tenth of the principal would have, to be 
paid off, which in this case would be 
$120,000. If the temporary notes are 
renewed interest on them will have to be 
appropriated. Town Manager Thomas 
(iroux said that payment totalled ap¬ 
proximately $62,000 this year. 


However, Selectman Michael Saraco 
suggested that the bonding payment 
could be appropriated from the 
Stabilization Accoun. Then if the board 
decides in the next six months to start 
bonding because of a sudden rise in the 
rates, the . money would be available if 
necessary . 

The board will meet with Randall at 
6:45 tonight at the high school to discuss 
the options and decide on a recom¬ 
mendation. 

Meanwhile, DPW officials are more 
concerned about the move into their new 
facility. Operations Manager Richard 
Warrington said the improvements are 
long overdue. P and H Construction have 
been handling the general contracting 
duties since the work began last summer. 

As opposed to just four bays for 
vehicle and equipment storage in the old 
garage, the new facility will add It more 
bays, some for storage and maintenance 
of vehicles and others for work separate 
work areas for jobs like welding and 
spray painting. 

There will also be substantially more 
office space along with a kitchen and 
shower for the employees. 

“The building is not too big," 
Warrington said. “Some guys come in 
and say you guys really blew the budget 
on this one. But I think there's a good 
balance of getting enough of the vehicles 
inside without being extravagant," he 
explained. 

He said it was especially important to 
get some of the emergency equipment 
inside overnight , something which has 
long been a problem for the department. 

“You really have to get the equipment 
inside, not necessarily in a heated area, 
but inside. During a cold winter it’s in¬ 
credible to see some of the vehicles get 
started,” Warrington said.

At the recommendation of the Board 
of Selectmen Selectmen, the Town 
Meeting voted to indefinitely postpone 
sale of the land known as 22 Highland 
ave. 

Although the Finance Committee 
disagreed, the Selectmen recommended 
against sale of the property because of 
the future marketability of the property. 

Finance Committee Chairman Robert 
Frank said the committee was against 
indefinite postponement because of the 
premise that the parcel "carries itself" 
in tax revenue. Frank said the committee 
is skeptical the town will ever seek to 
develop the back part of the land and said 
the town is cutting itself off from access 
to the back part of the property. 

"There is isn’t a plan, and there hasn’t 
been a plan,” Frank said. “We hope the 
Planning Board will come up with a 
detailed plan of the land." 

Town Meeting members voted 74-27 in 
favor of indefinite postponement. 


With the blessing of both the Board of 
Selectmen and Finance Committee, 


Town Meeting voted approval of article 
14 by a 99-5 vote. 

The article authorizes the Selectmen 
to sell a parcel of land, totalling 4,500 
square feet, in back of Lynch Jr. High 
School to aubtters Mr. and Mrs. 
Raymond Morse and Mrs. Mary 
Trainier. 

The land, which was re-zoned from an 
institutional to residential conservancy, 
will be sold for not less than $1.25 per 
square foot. 


Town Meeting also approved article 
15 which authorizes the Selectmen to sell 
a portion of the land in back to Wyman 
School to neighborhood residents. 

The parcel of land contains ap- 
proxmately 2587 square feet. 

Other Town Meeting Action 

Approval was given to a motion to lay 
Article 4 on the table. 

Budget items 8210, 8220, 8230 were 
postponed until tongiht's session.

Town Meeting Acts On 
Three Property Articles 


The whole scene reminded Helen 
Jannsen of a very funny movie, an ex¬ 
cerpt out of something like "The Gang 
That Couldn’t Shoot Straight." 

And it would have been hilarious 
except it was no joke. 

Jannsen, an employee at The Star, 
was waiting at the checkout counter at 
Star Market on Cambridge street 
Monday night when she saw two men in 
ski masks sneak around the counter, hop 
over the first register into the cashiers 
booth brandishing M-16 rifles. 

Except the second man had a little 
difficulty with the checkstand which is all 
of three feet or so high. The first man 
leaped the barrier easily but the second 
got his back foot caught on the edge and 
slammed rifle and face first onto the 
counter. 

“The kid fell right on his face and 
caused a large bang when the rifle hit. I 
thought it was a come on. When I saw 
that guy fall on his face I thought it was a 
big joke,” Jannsen said. 

But it wasn’t, despite the initial urge 
to laugh out loud. Woburn police reported 
approximately $500 was taken in 4he 
hold-up. Police said four men, not two, 
entered the store while two waited out¬ 
side. The men had M-16’s and shotguns 
police said. 

The men fled in three different cars 
towards Arlington, police added. Another 
car used in the robbery was recovered 
behind the Country Club Apartments. It 
had been reported stolen from 
Weymouth. Nobody was jurt in the in¬ 
cident. 

Jannsen explained that she saw just 
two men enter the store. They ordered 
everyone to lay down on the floor. “There 


were only two men in the front of the 
store," she said’ "unless two more joined 
them after we were told to get on the 
floor." 

She added the two men never stopped 
yelling the whole time and just after they 
ordered the three cashiers to open their 
registers one screamed “we have to get 
out of here,’’ and fled. Police said they 
have no suspects in the case yet. 

Everybody acted relatively calmly, 
Jannsen added. . “Nobody moved until 
after they had left and the doors were 
locked. I don’t think they were in there 
for more than three minutes but it 
seemed like an eternity," she confessed. 
There were approximately 25 people in 
the store at the time. She described the 
men as being between 28-32 years old. 
“They were not young. They definitely 
had men’s voices."

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$1 Million Approved For 
High School Renovations 


In Article 1 of the Special Town 
Meeting warrant funds totalling 
$1,175,000 were approved last week for 
construction, reconstruction and ex- 
traoridanry repairs to Winchester High 
School. 

Permanent Building Committee 
Chairman Ron Milauskas outlined the 
history of leakage problems at the high 
school, which was completed in the early 
1970s. The original contractor, White 
Construction Co., had attempted to make 
necessary repairs. However, the only 
time the roof could be checked for 
leakage was during inclement weather. 

A subsequent study by the 
engineering firm of Simpson, Gumertz 
and Heger of Cambridge, determined 
that the problems were due mainly to the 
workmanship of the contractor and that 
the roof would have to be replaced. 

The question, Milauskas said, was to 
what degree the committee would 
recommend repairs to the building. It 
was decided to repair areas which had a 
history of leakage problems. He said the 
appropriated sum would be used as 
follows: $979,000 for the basic bid, 
$110,000 for contingency fees, and $85,000 
for supervision and by a clerk of the 
works and engineering firm services. He 
said an upgrading of the roof was now 
required by law and all roof parapets 
now had to be covered. The sum also 
represents inflation since a lawsuit 
against the contractor was filed in 1976. 

In an attempt to give a laymen’s 
description of the problem now facing the 
high school, Finance Committee 
Chairman Robert Frank said that the 
roof on the building had been constructed 
on horizontal concrete. The problem was 
that when roofing paper was applied it 
was wet. 

While the paper 'dried, it changec 
shape and moved away from the 
surrounding wall. Also, as blisters and 
bubbles crack, fissures appear over 
time. The result is that the roof must be 
replaced. 

A second problem, Frank said, was 
leakage through the walls. The walls are 
constructed by brick, air and concrete 
block. It had been expected that water 
would pentetrate through brick but would 


drop down to a trough and exit through 
weep holes in the walls. However, if the 
troughs are not cleaned, it tends to go 
through the building. The problem, 
Frank said, isn’t a leaky window. 

The bid on the project, Frank said, 
was consistent with the master's findings 
released last fall. Frank said he thinks 
that although the town may now be able 
to collect from the contractor until a few 
years hence, the outlook is favorable. 

Frank noted that the costs of fixing 
the repairing the school, which is 
scheduled to start next month and con¬ 
tinue through December, “is not going to 
get any cheaper. . If it’s delayed, the 
costs will only go oup.’’ 

On a question from Precinct 7 Town 
Meeting member Robert Beattie as to 
why the project was “going the bonding 
route instead of short term notes," 
Selectman Barbara Hankins said the 
cash management committee is 
requesting bonding. However, if 
everything goes the way it should, it 
would only be necessary to issue long 
term notes. 

On a question from one Town Meeting 
member as to why to the town was 
responsible for infaltionary costs, Frank 
replied that the town is responsible for 
paying the costs over time. Inflation, he 
said, is running at a faster rate than 
stauttory interests. 

Frank noted that the bonding won’t 
affect the tax cap and said that repair 
work wouldn't affect school time. The 
contractor for the repair work is TLT 
Construction, Inc. of Winthrop.

By a vote of 111-4, Town Meeting this 
week approved an article which would 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to sell 
an area adjacent to Main street to 
Immaculate Conception Church for 
parking facilities. 

The major portion of discussion 
centered on a subsequently. defeated 
•Finance Committee amendment which 
would change the sale of land from 
private to public bidding. 

The Board of Selectmen unanimously 
supported the motion to sell the property. 
However, the Finance Committee, 
although they said they have no quarrel 
with the church, thought the land should 
tie sold by competitive bidding - not 
through private sale. 

Although the committee hoped the 
church would be the purchaser of the 
property, FinCom Chairman Robert 
Frank said, “The town shouldn't get into 
the business of judging the goodness and 
worthiness of a purchaser." 

“1 greatly fear we are on the verge of 
making a mountain out of a molehill,’’ 
said Selectman Edward O’Connell, in an 
effort to prevent protracted debate. 
O’Connell pointed to an earlier Town 
Meeting vote to allow sale of land behind 
Lynch Jr. High School to abutters, and 
said that this article would be tan¬ 
tamount to owning a residence without 
the dining room. 

Arthur Carr, an attorney for 
Immaculate Conception Church, said the 
lot is now a repository for beer bottles.

$6,000. The Selectmen have the authority 
to sell the property under a tax 
foreclosure measure. The last known 
owner, Marie L. Larrivee, was unable to 
be located and has not paid taxes on the 
property in at least the last 10 years.

Energy Costs 
Exempted From 
Both Tax Caps 

Recent legislation exempting energy 
costs from municipal budget tax cap 
calculations will ensure that Win¬ 
chester’s budget will be under both the 
state levy and appropriations caps. 

Finance Committee Chairman Robert 
Frank told Town Meeting members 
Monday night that prior to the House 
legislation enacted last week, the town’s 
budget was $162,000 over the ap¬ 
propriations cap and $850,000 over the 
levy cap. Although both are subject to a 
four percent limit, each may be 
overridden by a two-thirds vote of Town 
Meeting. 

Frank said that with these budgets, 
the town was “hopelessly over" both 
caps. However, by now exempting 
energy costs the budget is $242,905 under 
the appropriations cap, although still 
exceeding the levy cap by $10,254. 

Frank says that if Town Meeting 
doesn’t vote any additional unforeseen 
expenditures, the town can be within the 
levy cap by making “painless” cuts 
within the existing budget. Although he 
didn't elaborate on areas to cut, it is 
expected the Finance Committee will 
soon present a list of items to Town 
Meeting. _

Open Letter To Winchester Residents 

The teachers of Winchester are well aware of the, need of the community to 
lay off tenured teachers due to declining enrollment. Our complaint as a group is not 
a questioning of this need, but the method used by the School Committee in identifying 
those teachers they deem should be laid off. When questioned by teachers and parents on 
the method, the Committee cites the language of the contract between the Winchester 
School Committee and the Winchester Education Association, namely the Reduction In 
Force (R.I.F.) clause. 

What they fail to reveal is that the Administration has designed a point system 
that applies to the R.I.F. clause. They have weighted each criterion of the R.LF. clause, 

• i 

some with more importance or weight than others. They have given weights to teacher 
evaluations according to how they perceive how “hard” or “easy” a principal or director 
grades a teacher. In essence, each teacher in the Winchester School System has a score. 

We do not know the score. We do not know how they arrived at each score, and we do 
not know whether this score has been applied uniformly. 

i 

The crux of the matter is that R.I.F.’d teachers don’t know why they were selected 
before others. All other teachers don’t know whether or not they were considered for R.I.F. 
or what they can do in the future to improve themselves in consideration of R.LF. 

We feel strongly that we have a moral and constitutional right to know where 
we all stand so that we can make rational decisions that will affect ourselves, our families, 
and in fact the total community. We intend to pursue every avenue at our disposal to get 
the answers that we are convinced we have a right to know. 

The W.E.A. has recommended that all teachers take the following actions: 

1. Review personal folders at Central Administration in order to ascertain any 
clue as to where they stand in the order of R.I.F. 

2. Attendance at the next School Committee meeting to insist that we be 
informed of the system used in the R.LF. procedure. 

Based on the response given by the School Committee, the Winchester Education 
Association will be considering further actions. 

We invite all Winchester residents who share our concern to join us at the next 
School Committee meeting, June 9th or 10th (depending upon Town Meeting).

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The House and Senate 
"Beacon Hill Roll Call” records 
local representatives’ votes on 
four key roll calls from last 
week’s session, and senators’ 
votes on one key tally. 

House Sessions House refused 
91-63, to suspend rules to allow 
introduction of an order 
requiring the House to meet in 
full formal sessions Mondays 
through Thursdays until three 
bills relating to the Special 
Commission on State and County 
Buildings are considered. 

The three bills are H6439- 
extending the life of the Special 
Commission; H6557-establishing 
the office of Inspector General; 
and H6575-improvlng the system 
of public construction. 

Supporters argued the House 
should make a committment to 
work full time until these 
measures are passed, and ex¬ 
pressed concern that the 
leadership’s stalling may result 
in the Legislature adjourning 
before final action is taken. 
Opponents denied charges the 
leadership is stalling. Many said 
that these motions are coun¬ 
terproductive and simply result 
in wasting the House's time 
when it should be considering 
bills like the three mentioned in 
the order. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
voted for rule suspension. 

School Psychologists (S 273) - 
House rejected 89-63, a local 
option amendment to a bill 
providing tenure for school 
psychologists. The amendment 
would let local school com¬ 
mittees decide whether to make 
the psychologists eligible for 
tenure provisions. 

^ ..Amendment supporters said 
questions of tenure and 
dismissal are local matters 
which should be resolved at the 
local level and not dictated by 
the state. Amendment opponents 
claimed the amendment ef¬ 
fectively kills the bill which 
could result in the dismissal of 
many psychologists and the 
denial of help to thousands of 
students with psychological 
problems. 

Saltmarsh voted for the. 
amendment. 

Gas Pricing (H 5782) - House 
refused 89-55, to reconsider its 
earlier defeat of a bill ordering 
the Governor to seek approval 
from the federal government to 
let the state enforce the federal 
gasoline pricing code. 

The measure gives the at¬ 
torney general and district at¬ 
torneys the power to enforce the 
pricing code. Supporters, noting 
five states already have this 
power, argued the measure 
would protect consumers by 
allowing state authorities to go 
after price gougers. They noted 
it takes months for the federal 
government to take action and 
urged that this power be given to 
the state. 

Opponents said the current 
system is adequate and allows 
any citizen to voice a complaint 
to the Energy Office which then 
takes action. Some said the bill 
may be unconstitutional. 

Saltmarsh voted for recon¬ 
sideration. 


Coal Conversion (H 6507) — 
House approved 123-16, a bill 
designed to encourage electric 
generating facilities to convert 
from oil to coal. 

The measure allows utilities 
to bill their customers over a 
seven-year period, to finance the 
conversion, if it is determined 
that the cost of conversion will be 
less than or equal to the fuel cost 
savings to accrue to customers 
over the remaining life of the 
facility. It also requires utilities 
to install the best available 
equipment to protect the en¬ 
vironment from sulfur 
emissions. 

Supporters said the bill was 
the first step toward coal con¬ 
version which could save $200 
million and twenty million 
barrels of oil annually. Some 
opponents said a section of the 
bill unfairly allows utilities to 
charge customers for the 
pollution control equipment 
before it is Installed. Others 
objected to changing the whole 
philosophy of financing such 
projects for just one company. 

Saltmarsh voted for the bill. 

Corruption Probe (H 6439) — 
On Wednesday, the House 
refused 102-51, to suspend rules 
to allow introduction of an order 
urging the House Ways and 
Means Committee to meet 
before 5 p.m. that afternoon to 
consider the bill granting a six- 
month extension to the special 
commission on state and county 
buildings. 

Supporters argued the order 
was an attempt to speed up the 
process to insure approval of the 
bill extending the commission’s 
life, which is set to expire June 
30. They urged members not to 
submit to continued delaying 
tactics which could result in the 
House adjourning for the year 
before approving the measure. 
Opponents argued the Ways and 
Means Committee, which just 
received the bill the previous 
day, should be given time to 
study it and make a report. They 
also noted there will be a public 
hearing on the measure soon. 

Saltmarsh voted for rule 
suspension. 

Campaign Funds (S 2200/ - 
Senate rejected 16-13, a budget 
amendment to strike the Senate 
version and restore the House 
language of the section 
prohibiting candidates from 
pocketing leftover campaign 
funds for personal use. 

The versions are similar but 
the key difference is the Senate 
version has a grandfather 
clause, exempting any money 
raised prior to July 1. Supporters 
of the House version argued the 
Senate version is weak and 
leaves the door open for abuse by 
allowing the pocketing of any 
funds raised until July of this 
year. 

Some opponents of the House 
version said the Senate version 
was ^more reasonable. Some 
Senators said they were opposed 
to passing the law as part of the 
budget, and preferred passing it 
through regular legislative 
channels. 

Rotondi voted against the 
amendment. 
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Sign By-Law 


EDITOR OK THE STAR: 

The question has been raised at Town 
g Meeting and in The Winchester Star as to 
why many of our local businesses have 
not yet complied with the Sign Bylaw in 
the five-year time period allowed. The 
, answers are several and complex. 

First, our business community had no 
corporate entity such as the Winchester 
Chamber of Commerce through whom to 
monitor and provide input to bylaw 
processes which would affect them. As a 
result, most learned of the sign bylaw 
when they received their notice of non- 
compliance. 

Second, a close look at the bylaw, 
revealed what appeared to the business 
community, to be serious short-comings 
and demonstrable inequities. Con¬ 
sidering the fact that functioning in a 
small town with a local weekly paper and 
being in competition with a nearby 
“Mall”, our businessmen un¬ 
derstandably count heavily on their 
sign(s) for identification and ad¬ 
vertisement of their location and service. 

It became immediately apparent that 
the law legislated signing for upper Main 
street, Cambridge street and the in¬ 
dustrial parks the same as it did for 
Thompson street! 

Finally, each business served notice, 
had to look at his-her balance sheets, and 
in the face of tremendous fluctuations in 
monthly income and outgo, come up with 
a ‘‘good” or “easy" time to find funds, 
several hundred dollars or more, to 
either pay for the appeals process or 
replace the current sign with one less 
visible and therefore detrimental to their 
business health. 

Needless to say, the reaction in most 
cases was "wait and see” what the town 
would force them to do. The decision on 
wheher or not to “stick it out" would 
come at that time. 

Think about the following: 

Our local businesses are here to serve 
us all, and at great risk, especially now, 
when the squeeze is on, and we all are 
seeing new notices of “Going Out of 
Business.” 

It takes a loan of $29,000 or more to 
refit and inventory a small business for 
example. Could you handle what 
amounts to a second mortgage right 
now? 

Every business phone call costs over 
11 cents even if it is to the man next door. 

Rentals may range upwards from 
$4,000 per year and climbing due to 
galloping fuel costs. 

Add insurance, paid help, unem¬ 
ployment and beneift packages, taxes, 
advertising etc. 

Ladies and gentlemen, that's a lot of 
sneakers, or circuit breakers, or cold 
cuts or whatever. 

Small businesses must plan on sur¬ 
viving somehow for over two years on the 
average, before showing a demonstrable 
profit. In the meantime, the owners, your 
neighbors and mine, are keeping a home, 
paying those taxes, sending a youngster 
to college or whatever, just as you and I 
do! And all this burden without the 
secure income on which most of us have 
come to rely. 

The Chamber Bylaw Committee 
believes its year and a half of in-depth 
research and thoughtful drafting has 
resulted in a fair, aesthetic, enforcable, 
positive new law. The various town 
boards have indicated their agreement 
and willingness to iron out those 
refinements they feel necessary so that 
the Town Meeting may be presented with 
a law with which all of us can be pleased. 

As you walk about our downtown, or 
drive out of town, ask yourself; Is the 
Woolworth sign offensive? the Daisy 
Shop sign? McCormack’s? Jay Finn and 
the Knit Shop? Winchester Realty? 
Neno’s? Swanton Street Hardware? 
Mahoney’s?, O’Neill’s? These are a very 
small sampling of currently illegal signs. 

In closing, let me ask you to think not 
in terms of “them” and "us,” but rather 
as “WE” — all local citizens working 
knowledgeably and sympathetically with 
each other for the common good.

Water Problems 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Our water system needs many costly 
repairs, mainly because of poor planning 
and neglect. One of the most costly 
mishandling of the water system was 
made last fall when we had an op¬ 
portunity to fill our reservoirs with MDC 
water at no charge. 

This situation came about because 
Spot Pond had to be drained to lay a large 
water main across the pond. The MDC 
asked the Winchester Water Department 
to take this water rather than waste it by 
dumping it down the Mystic Lakes. 
Accepting this water would have been 
beneficial to both parties involved. 

We could have had our reservoirs 
filled while the MDC would have had this 
water in case of emergency while Spot 
Pond was empty. This once in a lifetime 
opportunity to get something for nothing 
was wasted only because of poor plan¬ 
ning and neglect. No excuse can justify 
this planning error. 

This mistake of not filling our 
, reservoir when we had the opportunity is 
causing many repercussions. 

1. Last winter our reservoirs ran 
below the pumping level, so we had to 
make a connection to the MDC main on 
Forest street to get a water supply. We 
have been paying for this water 
needlessly since last winter. 

2. A water ban has been issued on the 
town to give the reservoirs a chance to 
collect water. 

3. For the last few weeks the Water 
Department has been pumping millions 
of gallons of water each day (from the 
now filled Spot Pond) to fill our reser¬ 
voirs, now at a cost to the town. Before 
this ordeal is over it will cost the Town 
around $159,090. 

4. The Water Department is now in 
the process of planning to increase the 
cost of the water to each homeowner to 
pay for their mistakes. 

For the past five years the MDC has 
urged the Water Department to keep its 
reservoirs full because it would do much 
to improve the water quality. This good 
advice has been ignored at a dear cost. 
Keeping our reservoirs at a low level for 
the past few years has allowed much of 
the filth in the reservoirs to enter the 
distribution system. 

This collection <5f filth is the major 
cause of the deteriorating water quality 
problems — the outbreak of the bacteria 
in the water system — and the high 
amounts of chlorine added for disin¬ 
fection. Most of this filth is still lying in 
every water main in town, and especially 
in stagnant dead end streets causing 
numerous problems. 

Recently the Town Meeting voted to 
give the Water Department $282,009 to 
reline five streets — stall lA ; hydrpanlj».f»t, 
dead endsalong Washington street ry qnd 
to start a controlled flushing program. 
All of this money appropriated should be 
spent eliminating all dead end lines and 
start the flushing program as soon as 
possible. First priority should be given in 
putting our distribution system in good 
clean working condition. 

A good controlled flushing program 
will not only improve the water quality 
but will give us much needed information 
about what our water system really 
needs. We will then find out what control 
valves and hydrants are not working 
properly. Water flow rates will deter¬ 
mine what water lines need attention 
along with much other important in¬ 
formation. 

The Water Department puts most of 
the bacteria blame on the encrustation in 
the water pipes which is not true. If this 
were true every old city in the Com¬ 
monwealth which has heavily encrusted 
water lines would be having a bacteria 
problem, but this is not the case. The 
bacteria problem is caused by the filthy, 
stagnant water in dead end lines which 
chlorine never reaches regardless of how 
much chlorine is added to the system. 

Remember that chlorine is used up by 
'he filth in the water lines and many dead 
ends show no chlorine residual. If water 
samples for bacteria tests were taken at 
dead end line!; and not from locations on 
large water mains, it would reveal a true 
analysis of our bacteria problem. We are 
given a false sense of security. 

It is time to stop playing games and 
eliminate all the dead ends in town and 
flush the system clean instead of spen¬ 
ding his money to reline the pipes in five 
streets. The costly relining of five streets 


could surely be put off for another year or 
two. 

The basic foundation to a good water 
system is to first have a distribution 
system in clean working condition and 
then build from there. Only by putting 
first things first and proper planning will 
we see any improvement in the quality of 
our water.

Having served the Town of Win¬ 
chester in various official capacities for 
about 25 years, my continuing interest in 
the activities and concern of our town 
should not be measured by the in- 
freque.cy of my "Letters to the Editor.” 

It has been some time since I served 
as a member of the Winchester Con¬ 
servation Commission. During my term, 
the Commission, aware of the scarcity of 
land available for conservation in our 
comparatively small town, area-wise, 
was active in the acquisition of modest 
parcels in the vicinity of Smith Pond, 
looking with envy at the extensive con¬ 
servation program of our neighboring 
Town of Lexington. 

It would now appear that a dedicated 
group of Winchester citizens is urging the 
town to acquire the 11 acres of open 
woodland located on the Winchester- 
Lexington line abutting the 150-acre 
Whipple Hill Conservation Area in 
Lexington, rather than have this parcel 
used for duplex houses built on quarter- 
acre lots. 

The literature prepared by this group 
and recently circulated indicates the 
merits of Winchester acquiring these 11 
acres (known as Pepper Hill II) for more 
appropriate conservation use; to provide 
access to the adjacent’ Whipple Hill 
Conservation Area; to protect the 
watershed feeding Locke’s Pond and 
Smith Pond; and to benefit economically 
in tax costs through public acquisition 
rather than paying the costs of services 
for development of 54’ dwelling units. 

This choice will be presented upon 
consideration of Article 21 of the current 
Town Meeting Warrant. I would urg#,Jhe 
Star and my co-residents to favgr af¬ 
firmative action by Winchester on 
acquiring' this open woodland for con¬ 
servation purposes.

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While neighboring communities are spraying to stop the in¬ 
festation of gypsy moths, Public Works Director Walter Tonaszuck 
says the extent of damage to local woodlands will not be known for 
another week or two. 

Tonaszuck says the moths, "which are more of a nuisance than 
anything else,” prey mostly on oak trees, although they also attack 
pine trees.

Tonaszuck says the DPW has received several calls from 
residents requesting trees to be sprayed, however, the town can't 
spray private property. He notes that the Audubon Society says that 
spraying is not effective. And unless the moths are controlled 
regionally, they may reappear.

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What Happened to Schooling?

The rationale for education of any kind Is the 
Imparting to an oncoming generation of the 
accumulated discoveries of previous generations 
so that civilization may be progressively ex¬ 
panded and refined. 

The rationale for public education is that this 
process can be most fairly advanced If the whole 
of an adult generation takes on the burden of 
offering effective schooling to the whole of Its 
children. 

In the past 30 years in America, alas, there 
has grown up In the courts and among many 
professional educators the idea that the chief 
function of public education Is not Imparting 
Information, but, rather, social engineering. 

It was argued, first, that the forced 
segregation of public school pupils was unfair, 
since minority schools tended to be neglected by 
school administrations run by the majority. 

This was a reasonable premise, and on the 
strength of it the U.S. Supreme Court in Brown 
vs. Board of Education held that the color of your 
child’s skin could not be a criterion of where that 
child was sent to school. 

Gradually, however, the courts moved Into a 
100-degree reversal, and the criterion of school 
assignment did return to skin color. In this case, 
however, racial homogenization was to be forced 
by busing. 

The destruction of the neighborhood school 
and the hauling of small children to distant 
schools where sometimes chaotic and dangerous 
conditions prevailed triggered “white flight,” 
i.e., the desertion by white families of city school 
systems, either In favor of the suburbs or by 
sending their children to private schools at 
considerable financial sacrifice. 

Thus, whole cities were not only 
resegregated, but even approached one-race 
systems, the,prime example being Washington, 
D.C. In some school districts, an attempt was 
made to stave off massive busing and appease 
federal judges by the establishment of “magnet 
schools." This is a device to deny white children 
advanced courses unless they agree to attend 
largely black schools. 

Jim iilmtht meantime, the theory that racial peace 
Understanding iwdtild be advanced ' if a,ll 
''cl}fyjli;$n w'ere shaken a sack didn't work 
out toQwell. Only in a few places like Boston did 
riots become ugly, but fights and walkouts 
abounded. What the New York City authorities 
acknowledged as "difficult schools” became, In 
fact, blackboard jungles In which the climate for 


learning vanished; bluecoats patrolled the 
corridors; and teachers lived In fear of assault 
and even rape. 

The proud mystique of being a teacher began 
to evaporate, and the profession, Itself, declined. 
Some of the erosion was caused by wage-lag and 
the fact that new careers for women were con¬ 
stantly opening. But, Increasingly, colleges of 
education found themselves enrolling young 
people whose grades were below the all¬ 
university average. 

Teacher-quality cannot be divorced from 
teaching-quality. Shirking the more difficult job 
of grading essays and essay-type examinations, 
the schools went hog-wild for multiple-choice 
quizzes — guessing games which left un¬ 
developed spelling, syntax and the clear 
development of ideas. Victims are cursed with 
primitive articulation. Starved for vocabulary, 
they speak in cliches and cannot sell themselves. 

Automatic promotion and grade inflation 
followed. Students, it was argued, must not be 
disheartened, so bad work got good grades. We 
began to see a ludicruous parade of functional 
illiterates in caps and gowns passing across the 
stages to the triumphant air of “Pomp and 
Circumstance.” Few of the kids were fooled. 
They understood the fraud and it did nothing for 
their morale. 

As the Standard Aptitude Test scores 
descended, what was attacked was not the 
problem but the tests. In what might have been 
an effort to remove school teaching from any 
objective auditing, tests were denounced as 
"culturally biased." But there is only one right 
answer to the cube root of 27, and the 
significance of the Magna Carta to the human 
condition is more important than Identifying 
Charlie’s Angels. 

The pretense that ghetto-gobble is as good as 
the King’s English is, in fact, condemning a kid 
to keeping a put-down in his mouth for the rest of 
his life. 

On May 15, in pursuit of integration-at-any- 
price, the Department of Justice sued for cross¬ 
district busing in Houston and 22 suburbs. At the 
same time, the New York City system 
acknowledged that automatic promotion, 
anottier .liberal dogmay had proven a failure and 
a source of dee 1 }) frustration for students who 
spent years starlng at blackboards on which they 
understood nothing. 

Isn’t it time to throw out the bogus sociology 
and get back to teaching school? 


Superfund at Love Ganal

WASHINGTON — The iron law of govern¬ 
ment expansion, based on reams of uncontested 
data, reads as follows: Anything that happens 
anywhere is a reason to create another federal 
program. 

A perfect illustration is the current hullabaloo 
over “Love Canal,” a chemical waste disposal 
site near Niagara Falls, N.Y. The discovery of 
waste leakage from Love Canal, and some 
scariflc but unproved speculations about the 
health effects thereof, are being masterfully 
orchestrated to foist another federal boondoggle 
on the American people. 

Love Canal is being used to convey a number 
of false impressions to the public: That chemical 
companies haphazardly dump their wastes 
without regard for health or safety; that the 
problems of Love Canal are typical of other 
problems yet to be discovered; and th&t nothing 
is being done to deal with the potential dangers 
thus created. The alleged answer is to adopt a 
multibillion-dollar federal clean-up program 
popularly called “superfund.” 

As it happens, all the premises of this 
agitation are mistaken. Love Canal itself 
became a problem, not because the chemical 
company in question carelessly dumped its 
wastes and forgot them, but because the 
property was taken away from it and used by 
others. And, however bad Love Canal may be 
(something at this point thut is quite uncertain), 
it is by no means representative of other 
problems around the nation. 

This latter point is underscored, ironically, by 
the very people who want to use Lx>ve Canal as a 
horrible example. The Environmental 
Protection Agency has been conducting a 
nationwide search for other such sites, to help 
stir up support for superfund. So far, this effort 
has produced very little by way of definite in¬ 
formation, while the data that do exist invoke a. 
picture rather different from that promoted by 
the superfund enthusiasts. 


To begin with, the idea that chemical com¬ 
panies go around dumping their wastes in any 
old fashion is totally false. As Carl A. Gosline of 
the Chemical Manufacturers Association points 
out, “94 percent of all solid waste generated by 
the 54 largest chemical producers in the last 30 
years repose in facilities owned by them." Of the 
remainder, five percent are in other known sites, 
only one percent in unknown locations. 

Chemical companies, of course, have strong 
incentives to dispose of wastes carefully, since 
they don’t need the advepse and scary publicity 
resulting from improper disposal. At the same 
time, they have the technical knowhow to deal 
with such problems and, as Gosline observes, 
are applying it on a continuing basis. The Total 
record on waste disposal supports the logic of 
this position. 

As in every walk of life, there are exceptions 
— people who negligently create hazards for 
others. The proper remedy in such cases; 
however, is to hold such individual wrongdoers 
responsible for their actions. Nobody has a right 
to poison other people; those who do so, for 
whatever reason, should be held accountable 
according to established laws of tort. 

For that tiny fraction of cases where the in¬ 
dividual wrongdoers is not locatable, the initial 
answer should be to have the problem dealt with 
by state and local authority. Forty-four states 
are currently pursuing plans for action in the 
waste disposal area, while 21 already have funds 
extant for dealing with the clean-up of disposal 
sites. 

It is true that many facets of waste disposal 
were unappreciated in past years, and Love 
Canal may fairly be cited as an example in this 
respect. But we need to beware the iron law in 
action, ballyhooing a single crisis into a national 
issue, then ramming through another federal 
power grab that could cost the taxpayer ad¬ 
ditional billions. Chemical waste disposal is a 
manageable problem that is on its way to being 
managed. 


Running Mate Reflections

WASHINGTON — Now that Ronald Reagan 
has his party's presidential nomination virtually 
locked up, Topic A in Republican circles 
becomes the subject of his running mate. 

The conventional wisdom on the matter, 
allegedly embraced by many in the Reagan 
camp itself, Is that the Republican front-runner 
should tap a "moderate” for the number-two 
position. The idea, familiar through much 
repetition, is that this would unite the party, 
broaden the base, and position Reagan to run in 
the fall as someone in the mainstream of our 
politics. 

Opposing this scenario, supposedly, are the 
bitter-end “idcalogues” in and around the 
Reagan campaign, who want no truck with such 
political heresy. This school includes the 
legendary — one might say mythical — “100 
percenters” who would rather go down in flames 
with a true believer than win the election by 
compromising principle. 

Since the object of running is to win, this way 
of putting the question decides the issue at the 
outset: It seems unlikely that Reagan or his 
counselors — or anyone else of consequence 
inside the GOP — would choose a course of ac¬ 
tion designed to lose the fall election in order to 
show the flag of orthodoxy. 

This phrasing of the options, in short, is 
totally phony. The major issue concerning 
Reagan’s running mate is not winning vs. 
ideological purity, but — how to win? This is the 
question that confronted the Reagan campaign 
at the beginning, when similar arguments for 
“moderation” were being sounded. Yet it was 
only when Reagan dropped the “moderate" 
strategy and started campaigning as himself 
that he actually began to win. 

In terms of party unity, it should be apparent 
by now that the rank and file of the GOP are 
basically conservative, and that Reagan is 
representative of their opinions. It is precisely 
for this reason that he has marched majestically 
through the primaries. Consider in this respect 


the repeated statement that Howard Baker’s 
stand on the Panama Canal, or George Bush's on 
the Kemp-Roth tax cut, does not agree with 
Reagan's opinion. 

This is true, of course, but the more basic 
point is that these particular views of Baker and 
Bush do not agree with Republican opinion. The 
Panama giveaway is most unpopular with the 
rank and file, while Kemp-Roth is the official 
posture of the congressional GOP. The issue isn't 
simply compatibility with Reagan, but com¬ 
patibility with the Republican Party. If one 
wants to “unite the party,” choosing a running 
mate whose views on crucial issues are sharply 
at odds with most Republicans would seem to be 
a curious way of doing it. 

In terms of the fall election and “broadening 
the base," similar considerations would apply. 
The mood of the country — not Just the 
Republican party - is Increasingly conservative. 
Americans are disenchanted with big govern¬ 
ment, heavy taxes, runaway infaltion, suf- 
ficating controls. In the realm of foreign policy, 
they are fed up with drift and vacillation. Such 
will be the major issues in the fall. 

These factors argue against a running mate 
who would blur distinctions on such Issues 
between Republicans and Democrats. A 
Republican vice-presidential candidate who 
agreed with Carter and disagreed with Reagan 
on Panama (Baker) or Kemp-Roth (Bush) would 
badly undercut the rhetorical posture of the 
GOP, and make it difficult for the Republican 
ticket to go on the offensive. 

Much has been said, also, about “blue collar” 
crossovers in the Republican primaries and the 
potential appeal of Reagan to these disenchanted 
Democratic voters in November. If anything is 
plain about such people, it is that they, too, are 
concerned about jobs and heavy taxes on the 
hojnefront, drift and weakness overseas. The 
vague accents of GOP establlshmentarians, 
blending with the fog emitted from the Carter 
White House, are not too likely to energize such 
voters.

Supt. of Schools William MacDonald 
extended congratulations and best 
wishes to the graduates upon completing 
“one important phase of your education 
— an education which hopefully never 
ceases,” MacDonald said. 

"Enjoying success, enduring failure, 
that's what commencement means” 
School Committee Chairman Catherine 
Alexander told the class. “Today is a day 
of commencement, an important 
milestone in your life. It marks the end of 
your required education and becomes the 
first of many choices you must make." 

“Winchester will never again play as 
large a part in your life," Alexander said, 
“and it will probably be years before the 
meaning of EnKa Fairs and 
Thanksgiving Day football games is 
clear.”

He said that although he 
believes today's students are not as vocal 
as those in the 1960s, he beleives they still 
maintain personal goals and dreams.

would reduce the Recreation budget by 
$4,766. 

Groux concurred with Cereghino's 
point about the creativity of financing, 
saying that in view of tax caps, alter¬ 
native ways of financing will have to be 
determined. Otherwise, Groux said, 
service levels will be set at the state level 
and not by Town Meeting. 

School Committee member Constance 
Papas pointed out that the school 
department has revolving accounts for 
some of its programs - adult education 
and summer school, for example. 

“We feel philophically It’s not the 
burden of every taxpayer to pay for 
services, particularly in times of in¬ 
flation and tax caps." Papas said the 
School Committee has not felt a “loss of 
control," the same way Town Meeting 
will not lose control by voting the budget 
appropriation. Supply and demand, she 
said, will determine the scope of the 
programs offered. 

One Town Meeting member 
questioned whether or not the programs 
could be placed under the control of the 
Finance Committee, Board of Selectmen 
or Town Manager. Randall said that 
since the language of the article was 
taken directly from the state statute, it 
was not subject to amendment. 

After approval of the article, 
Cereghino said the programs will run 
exactly as planned. However, instead of 
having user fees revert to the town 
treasury, the monies will be used to offset 
future costs of running the programs. 

Cereghino said, however, that the 
revolving account would allow the 
Recreation Department to offer 
specialized programs which would 
require outside instructors (ballroom 
dancing, for example), and would reduce 
the high per capita program costs.

Hospital Has 
Consent Forms 
For Treatment 

Winchester Hospital has consent 
forms available to authorize medical 
treatment for a minor child in the event 
of an emergency. A hospital may not 
legally administer anesthesia or perform 
surgery on a minor child without the 
permission of a parent or a guardian. 

The consent forms may be filled out 
and signed by one or both parents. A 
third party, such as a neighbor or 
relative, must witness the signature. 
Then the form can be left with whomever 
will be caring for the child. A separate 
form must be filled out for each child. 

Unless a situation is life-threatening, 
a sick or injured child who has been left 
in the care of someone other than 
parents, may spend needless hours in 
discomfort while attempts are made to 
locate parents to obtain permission for 
medical treatment. Consent forms can be 
obtained at the Information Desk in the 
lobby of Winchester Hospital or by 
calling Community Relations.

He felt that the pride in hard work 
expressed in the Service Projects of 
these two Scouts gave him hope that this 
generation will turn around the negative 
attitude that had been developing in this 
country.

way. He also said thut in this scouting 
year, six Eagles was a record. Up to then 
there had been 17 Eagle awards in the 
Troop since 1970, making an average of 
less than two a year. 

Coates also mentioned some other 
people who had contributed to scouting 
success this year, without whom an 
Eagle achievement would not be possible 
— Scouts who attend meetings; their 
parents who support them; Mr. Myers, 
assistant scoutmaster, who is always 
there to plan and carry out meetings, 
camping trips and other activities; Frun 
Selvitelli, committee chairman and fund 
raiser; Mr. Olivieri who keeps track of 
achievements. John Phillips was also 
mentioned, and Irene Schneller, 
publicity. 

Gratitude was also expressed to Rev.

Church; Father Haddad and the 
Reverend John Bishop who add their 
blessings.

The end came suddenly, too suddenly 
for the Sachem tennis team last week in 
the North regional finals against Con- 
cord-Carlisle.

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Long Debate 
Expected On 
Parkhurst Site 

Long, heated debate is almost cer¬ 
tainly in store for Town Meeting tonight 
when Bartlett School attorney Robert 
Graves is expected to make a last minute 
plea to allow the Bartlett School to move 
into the Parkhurst School as an alter¬ 
native to tearing it down for eight single¬ 
family house lots. 

Graves said he originally had ap¬ 
proval by alternate Town Moderator 
Harrison Chadwick and Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall to submit an amend¬ 
ment to Article 11 which would give the 
selectmen authorization to sell the 
Parkhurst building to Bartlett for 
$130,000. 

But Monday night Town Moderator 
John Sullivan said he would rule such an 
amendment out of order, thus forcing 
Town Meeting to first act on the present 
article which would sell the school 
property to the development team of 
Martin Hill, William Walsh and Thomas 
Moranian for $110,000. 

"If Town Meeting approves the 
present article then everything looks like 
it will go down the drain. But I don’t think 
the problem is insurmountable. A lot of 
people have come out in favor of the 
Bartlett School moving to Parkhurst,” 
Graves said. 

Graves made a last minute pitch to 
the Selectmen Tuesday night at their 
meeting seeking support but did not fare 
to well. The board voted 4-0 (Wade Welch 
abstained) to recommend acceptance of 
the Hill development proposal, just as it 
did one week ago when the Alternative 
School Use Committee recommended the 
single-house lot development. 

According to Graves, a local doctor 
has offered to put up the purchase price 
of the school, take the title his name 
and then lease it back to <e Bartlett 
School. 

Welch reacted favorably to the Bart¬ 
lett proposal, saying, "I consider the 
Bartlett School a community asset, a 
proven good neighbor. I’m delighted with 
their interest in the Parkhurst School." 

Sullivan called the amendment out of 
order because it was brought up so 
quickly. “I say that the public has not 
been adequately warned that it might 
occur. Whether it’s good or bad I felt it 
was in the best interest of everybody if 
everyone knew it was coming,” Sullivan 
said. 

Graves is prepared to offer 
arguments nevertheless tonight showing 
what he feels are the financial ad¬ 
vantages the town would enjoy if it allows 
the Bartlett move. 

Approximately one-third of the more 
than 200 students at Bartlett are from 
Winchester. At an education per pupil 
cost of $2,400 annually, “Bartlett is 
taking a huge burden off the taxpayers,” 
Graves said. 

In addition, he scoffed at arguments 
that claim moving the Bartlett to 
Parkhurst merely creates another empty 
school for the town to contend with (the 
Wyman School). 

“1 think a solution can be worked out. 

I do not think we should jump into a 
solution just because it brings a speedy 
end to the problem. 1 think it would be a 
tragedy to tear down the newer building 
(Parkhurst) instead of the older school,” 
Graves said. 

In fact, Graves feels developers would 
be more interested in the Wyman

Fitzgerald 
Appointed New 
Health Director 

Sandra Fitzgerald, a former health 
inspector agent in the Board of Health, 
was appointed director of that depart¬ 
ment Monday night by a unanimous vote 
of the Board, according to Chairman 
Lawrence Quigley Jr. 

Fitzgerald, who has been working in 
the Board of Health department for the 
last two years, was selected from a wide 
field of applicants, Quigley said. He also 
noted the Board felt Fitzgerald’s training 
under previous Director Michael Saraco 
was "very fortunate.” 

Quigley said Saraco, who resigned the 
position after his election to the Board of 
Selectmen, was “the best in the state.” 

"I’m pleased. I’ve been here for two 
years so I think it will be nice to build on 
this experience and continue some of the 
programs I’ve started,” Fitzgerald said 
Tuesday. 

She feels it will be important to 
continue the services offered by the 
Board of Health and to try to assess the 
needs of the community. Fitzgerald said 
there are a lot of things “coming down 
the road” of which the Board of Health 
should be aware. Toxic waste she cited as 
one example. She said she will similarly 
for focus on “exploring the needs for the 
future.” 

Fitzgerald also had high praise for 
Saraco, saying that she received ex¬ 
cellent training under his leadership. 

Fitzgerald, originally from Haverhill, 
received a bachelor’s degree from 
Merrimac College, where she majored in 
biology. She received a master’s degree 
in environmental health engineering 
from Tufts University. Fitzgerald 
started working in Winchester two years 
ago as a student intern.

Town Meeting Favors Re-Use 
Suggested For Two Schools 


Despite extended debate last Thur¬ 
sday on two articles which deal with re¬ 
use of the Noonan and Washington 
schools, Town Meeting members voted 
overwhelmingly in favor of the submitted 
recommendations. 

Noonan School 

Under Article 9 Town Meeting voted 
141-2 to authorize the Selectmen to sell 
Noonan School for not less than $75,000 
for conversion into 18 units of elderly 
housing. 

Despite favorable recommendations 
from both the Board of Selectmen and 
Finance Committee, and repeated 
assurances that the school would be 
adequately secured from the threat of 
vandals, area residents voiced con¬ 
siderable concern over protection of thQt 
area. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Wade 
Welch said the Town Manager, Public 
Works Department head, chiefs of the 
fire and police departments, and 
Selectmen “are committed to seeing 
vandalism doesn't occur.” 

“We will have adequate provision for 
the security of the building,” Town 
Manager Thomas Groux said. 

Selectman Edward O’Connell said, 
“The Selectmen will do everything in 
their power to maintain the integrity of 
the building and the neighborhood." 
However, O’Connell said, there is no such 
thing as “absolute security.” He asked 
that all residents be alert to potential 
problems. 

Precinct 8 Town Meeting member 
Michael Connolly, perhaps the most 
vocal member speaking on this article, 
said, “The real theme is to sell the school 


for the most money and upkeep it for the 
least.” 

In a series of prepared remarks, 
Connolly said the neighborhood first felt 
the area would best be preserved as open 
space, and still maintains that premise. 
“Give it two weeks after school closes 
and the kids will be in it. The burglar 
alarm is defective...whatever money is 
necessary should be approved” (for 
security). 

Several Town Meeting members 
expressed their wish that the school be 
boarded up after the June 24 Special 
Election and not after Labor Day. 

McNeil & Associates, a Westwood 
based development firm, is scheduled to 
take control of the building once the 
school department relinquises the 
building Aug. 31. 

McNeil & Associates, a Westwood 
development firm selected by the School 
Re-Use Committee from a field of four 
proposals, has proposed to convert the 
facility into 14 one-bedroom and four two- 
bedrootn units, beginning next fall. 

William R. Roop III, vice president of 
McNeil & Associates, briefly outlined to 
the Town Meeting what the firm plans to 
do with the site. 

Washington School 

At the recommendation of the Board 
of Selectmen, Town Meeting members 
unanimously voted indefinite post¬ 
ponement of Article 10 which would have 
authorized the Selectmen to lease the site 
to Winchester Hospital. 

The Board of Selectmen is now ex-

Pepper Hill Area To Remain 
For Duplex Development 


With the Planning Board, Board of 
Selectmen and Finance Committee 
recommending unfavorable action, and 
conservationists, abutters and 
representatives from surrounding 
communitites urging a favorable vote - 
Town Meeting defeated Article 21 to 
authorize the town to purchase ap¬ 
proximately 10 acres of Pepper Hill land. 

The'motion, which would have ap¬ 
propriated $350,000 to allow the Con¬ 
servation Commission to purchase or 
acquire the property through eminent 
domain, was defeated on a 45-81 vote. 

Five proponents first urged Town 
Meeting support Monday night, while the 
unfavorable recommendations were then 
followed by the Planning Board, 


Selectmen and Finance Committee. 

Maggie Howard, one of the citizen 
backers of the article, said that 
development of the area into duplex 
houses (as approved last fall by the 
Planning Board) would cost the town 
money. Illustrating the area with a slide 
presentation, Howard said said, “A walk 
through Pepper Hill II is a refreshing 
family outing.” 

She noted that the question of 
development of the area is a “conflict 
between short term benefits and long 
term common good" - a conflict between 
entrepreneural aspects and long term

Teachers March 
In Protest Of 
Reduction Methods 


ir what the Winchester Education 
Association wanted was an impressive 
show of solidarity for all to see, then 
Tuesday's protest march was a rousing 
success. 

If it expected to produce a satisfac¬ 
tory and quick response to their demands 
of a public explanation of how the RIF 
(teacher Reduction In Force) procedure 
works, that remains to be seen. 

Whatever, the brief 40-minute 
meeting that followed the march ina 
jammed Ambrose Elementary School 
gymnasium did show that the two 
combatants are very far away from 
reaching an amicable agreement. 

The meeting produced such charges 
(some new, some not so new) as: - That 
teacher evaluations were weighted by a 
formula as to how easy or hard the 
evaluators were on grading the teachers. 

- That some teachers were denied im¬ 
mediate access to their personal files and 
that they were all not located in the same 
building (Sanborn House) as the 
Association theinks they should be. - That 
the School Committee asserted the 
negotiations were at an impasse on the 
issue, effectively ending any further 
duscussion on the matter. WEA president 
Stephen Gorrie said the Association did 
not agree an impasse had been reached. - 
That the teachers due process rights 
guraanteed under the 14th Amendment 
may have been violated by not revealing 
the RIF procedure in detail. 

With reporters and cameras from all 
three Boston televis on stations looking 
on, School Committee chairman 
Catherine Alexander refused to get 
drawn into a discussion on the RIF issue. 
“I have been advised that the subject is 
inappropriate for discussion this 
evening. Many of these issues are in¬ 
volved in collective bargaining. This is 
not the forum to discuss these things'" 
she said. 

The meeting was adjourned shortly 
after 8 p.m. for a mediation session that 
Alexander said had been scheduled prior 
to the night's meeting. 

That negotiations were brought to an 
impasse reportedly by the School 
Committee is a sore point with one WEA 
negotiator, James Perry. The fate of the 
seven tenured teachers who were RIFed 
last year has been in arbitration since 
May 14. 

Perry charges that School Committee 
legal counsel Richard Murphy said if the 
the administration agreed to reveal the 
RIFing process, then the WEA would 
have to agree to give up all future 
negotiating rights concerning the RIFing 
procedure. 

“They could simply change the 
process next year and we could do 
nothing about it," Perry said. 

He also charged another condition 
laid down by Murphy was that any 
teacher that files a grievance after being 
RIFed would forfeit the right to be placed 
on the recall list, virtually eliminating 
any chance to be rehired. 

Alexander had a different account of 
the negotiations dealing with last year’s 
RIFing. She claimed that the School 
Committee offered to reveal the RIF 
procedure in detail and discuss the 
guidelines used by the committee but 
reported that the WEA was “not in¬ 
terested." That is why the issue is now in 
arbitration, she said. 

“They said we were at an impasse, 
not us," Gorrie, who received two 
standing ovations from the audience 
filled almost entirely with WEA sup¬ 
porters, said. “We wanted to continue 
negotiations. They said we had reached 
an impasse.” 

The WEA also announced a scheduled 
Work To Rule action would be im¬ 
plemented at noon yesterday if they did 
not receive a satisfactory answer by that 
time. Under such an action the teachers

would do the minimum required of them 
as written in the contract. 

“The School Committee is claiming 
they are going by what’s in the contract,” 
said elementary school teacher 
Christopher Scanlon, one of the 15 
teacher scheduled to be RIFed next year. 
"It’s a basic counteraction move by the 
Association. What it does in effect is tell 
the School Committee Tf you're going to 
go strictly by the contract then we are 
to.'” 

All sides agree that there are five 
criteria used in the RIFing procedure. 
Three of them - salary, experience within 
one discipline and total years of con¬ 
tinuous service in the system — are not 
contested. 

The evaluations by the principal or 
deportment director and the last criteria, 
"the reasonable needs of the school 
system", are the methods at issue. 

As for the evaluations, Gorrie 
questioned the interpretation method 
used in studying the evaluations. 

“You must confirm or deny to us that 
evaluators were weighed by a formula as 
to how ‘easy’ or 'hard' they graded the 
teachers. The thought of evaluation being 
judged by the added criteria of ‘who’ 
observed adds more subjectivity to an 
already subjective system. We strongly 
believe a numbering or point system has 
been devised which you use in applying 
the RIF criteria. We want to know your 
point system,” Gorrie said to thunderous 
applause at Tuesday's meeting. 

School William MacDonald said 
before the meeting that the “reasonable 
needs” of the system is a necessary 
power the school Committee needs to 
make year to year adjustments. If a third 
grade teacher and a high school teacher 
are equal in all respects except that a 
high school teacher is need to ed more, 
the committee has no choice but RIF the 
third grade teacher. 

Although he wouldn’t comment 
specifically on the WEA's charges that 
the evaluations were weighted depending 
on the evaluator, he did say, “Sure we 
interpret the evaluation of each teacher. 
That’s where the discretionary powers of 
the School Committee and the ad¬ 
ministration come in," MacDonald said. 

Most WEA members were Jubilant 
after the march and meeting, feeling that 
it had had the desired affect. “I think it 
was an important show of solidarity," 
teacher Joanne Martignette, another one 
scheduled to be RIFed next year, said. 
“We just want to know what criteria was 
used.” 

Scanlon also was impressed. "It 
definitely showed the unity of the 
association. We should be given the in¬ 
formation we want to know right now. It 
shouldn’t hove to come to arbitration,” 
he said. 

But the possibility of that happening 
with the 15 teachers set to be RIFed next 
year is strong. Perry reported that a 
grievance filed with MacDonald con¬ 
cerning the 15 teachers has been 
returned twice by MacDonald asking the 
WEA to be "more specific. 

“1 just guve him the grievance for the 
third time tonight,” Perry said Tuesday 
night. If the grievance is not resolved will 
by MacDonald it be reviewed by the 
School Committee. If it can't be resolved

Lawsuit Dismissal 
Request Was 
Denied Monday 

A motion to dismiss the lawsuit filed 
by a Winchester attorney in March 
against the School Committee was turned 
down Monday in Federal District Court 
by presiding Judge Joseph Tauro. 

Tauro then said the parties will have 
an opportunity to file a summary 
judgment, which would allow the court to 
hear the facts of the case without having 
to go to trial. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said 
he will probably file a summary 
judgment on behalf of the School Com¬ 
mittee in the near future. 

Charles road resident James 
McGrath, who has been acting as his own 
attorney, feels that denial of the motion 
to dismiss is a victory for him. “We won 
the first step," McGrath said. 

McGrath, who said last October that 
the redistricting plan before the School 
Committee discriminated against 
children in the Winchester Gardens area 
of town, filed the civil suit, seeking a 
restraining order to prohibit im¬ 
plementation of the plan. Randall, who is 
representing the School Committee, 
subsequently filed a motion to dismiss 
the complaint. Tauro denied the motion 
to dismiss on Monday. 

In summary, Tauro said that 
McGrath has no claim to the allegation of 
minority students since both of 
McGrath’s children are white and will 
not be deprived of associations with 
minority students under the adopted 
redistricting plan. . 

“I don't feel you have a judgment 
based on color because your children 
aren’t affected,” Tauro said. “Because 
of the allegation of economic

Part I: What Lies In Store For Three Schools 


(Editor’s note: This is the first of a three- 
part series which will examine the rc-usc 
of the Noonan, Parkhurst and 
Washington schools, three elementary 
schools destined to close this year. Next 
week will examine the work involved in 
closing these schools. The third week will 
talk with staff and students, both past 
and present). 

by this time next year, depending on 
the whims of Town Meeting and the 
generosity ol the federal government, the 
Parkhurst and Noonan Schools may be 
history. 

The Washington School may not be far 
behind but for now the only school 
scheduled to close their doors that has 
been disposed ol is the Noonan School. 
The Parkhurst appears to be well on its 
way - sort of. 

The Parkhurst School issue should be 
decided by tonight al Town Meeting. The 
Alternative School Use Committee, the 
selectmen and neighborhood 
representatives support the development 
ol eight single-family house lots on the 
school site by the team of Martin Hill of 
Winchester and Thomas Moranian and 
John Walsh of Cambridge. 

However, the Bartlett School is still 
fighting lor a chance to move into the 
building which would leave the Wyman 
School empty, creating another dilem¬ 
ma. 

Although virtually all town officials 
and others involved in the Parkhurst 
School question abhor the thought of 
assuming anything where Town Meeting 
is concerned, it appears the single-family 
house lots has the edge at this point. 

Should it come to pass,developer 
Martin Hill, a lifelong Winchester 
resident, said he hopes to have the school 
torn down and roads put in by at least fall 
ot this year. He is excited about it. 

"We plan on having the design very 
much in keeping with neighborhood. We 
want it to look like its always been there 
when it's finally done. I've been working 
with the neighborhood through Mary 


Brink to see what the neighborhood is 
looking for and what it might find at¬ 
tractive. 

Hill said he is waiting for Town Mee 
ing’s decision before he starts in-depth 
planning and designing of the develop¬ 
ment. He has submitted a t>tj plan 
showing where the eight lots will gj along 
with a cul de sac through the center of it. 

"That’s really all we can do now as far 
as developing this thing goes," Hill said. 
“Now we just have to wait and see what 
Town Meeting does.” 

Hill said the average lot size will be 
20,000 square feet with at least two of 
them over 30,000 square feet. He 
estimates the houses when completed 
would Sell for up to $150,000. 

Brink, the neighborhood spokesman, 
said residents have been impressed with 
Hill's plans. “I have talked to him, the 
Re-Use Committee has talked to him 
about his philosophy of developing the 
site and his concern for the town and for 
the neighborhood has impressed us,” 
Brink said. 

Hill has built two complete houses 
from start to finish, his own in Sugar- 
bush, Vermont and another in Dover, 
Mass. Prior to this the majority of his 
work has been with renovations and 
additions to existing homes, many in 
Winchester. 

Moranian has built a number of 
apartment buildings and worked on 
condominium conversions throughout 
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the Medford, Malden area according to 
the report they submitted to the Re-Use 
Committee. 

Walsh is handling the legal portion of 
the development but has also been active 
in many buildings constructed in the 
Cambridge area, accordung to the 
report. 

Hill said his firm would prefer to 
handle all phases of the development but 
said people could by the lots privately 
and bring in their own designer if they 
chose. Pending Town Meeting approval 
Hill said he hoped to take ownership of 
the property sometime in July. 

"The reason I sought this develop¬ 
ment was because, one, I like the area, 
two, I live here and three, potentially I 
saw room for a real nice housing 
development. When that school gets torn 
down you’ll be amazed at the view. You’ll 
look down right over the town and into 
Boston,” he said. 1 

Meanwhile, the Noonan School faces a 
different obstacle since Town Meeting 
approved last week to turn the building 
into a 18-unit elderly housing complex. 
McNeil & Associates is currently putting 
together applications for the federal 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) for rental 
assistance financing. 

McNeil is looking for subsid govern¬ 
ment ies from the that will allow tenants 
to pay just 25 percent of their adjusted 
annual income for rental charges. Under 
the Section 8 Rental Assistance program 
the government would pick up the 
remainder of the rent. Rent has been 
estimated to be between $500 and $550 a 
month. 

But there is real danger that the 
money may take anywhere from a few 
weeks to a few years to find its way down 
through HUD and other financing 
agencies into the hands of developers. 

“Technically speaking there is no 
money available,” said William Roop, 
Vice-President of McNeil. “But we’re 
hoping that there might be some other 
units available (after it is distributed) 
because we have such a small number of 
units.”_ 


Linda Conroy, Special Assistant to the 
Area Director in Boston’s HUD office, 
confirmed the lack of money available 
for such programs. 

“Presently we have no funding 
whatsoever,” Conroy said this week. 
"We have not been allocated very much 
money from Washington. It could 
possibly come next month or maybe not 
until the end of the summer but we just 
don’t know how much money is coming,” 
she said. 

McNeil is hardly alone in seeking such 
assistance. Conroy estimated at least 100 
developers applied for funding for 10,000 
units of housing. Funding is not 
automatic upon applying. “The liklihood 
of your getting funding is as good a guess 
as mine,” she said. 

Roop said he is hoping to hear in the 
fall on his firm’s applications but added, 
“historically, its taken much longer. The 
key thing is to get the financing. Nothing 
can be done until we get the financing,” 
Roop said. 

On a positive note, McNeil is ex¬ 
perienced in obtaining Section 8 funds 
and has constructed and currently 
manages 2,400 multi-family housing 
units. Size of complexes already built 
range from a 28-unit building in 
Roslindale to a 350-unit apartment 
complex in Hermitage, Tennessee. 

Under the current proposal, which is 
still subject to change depending on 
neighborhood and town input, the 
complex breaks down into 12 one- 
bedroom units, five loft-type townhouse 
units and a conventional two-bedroom 
unit. The loft units could be as large as 
three bedroom apartments’ depending on 
the final design. 

Thirty percent of the apartments will 
be for “very low” income tenants who 
have an annual income of less that $6,000. 
The remaining 70 percent would be 
available to low or moderate income 
tenants, who make in the $10-$12,000 
range. 

Although the complex will not be 


restricted to residents, Roop said ex¬ 
perience has shown that 80-85 percent of 
tenants in similar McNeil projects are 
residents or former residents. 

As for the future of the apartments, 
Roop said the firm is looking into the 
possibility of solar heating. If federal 
money can be obtained to offset the costs 
Roop said it would be strongly con¬ 
sidered. A 30 percent savings on the 
conventional utility budget could be 
realized with such heating, Roop 
estimates. 

Roop also urged the town not to ignore 
the potential savings in turning the 
apartments into condominiums 20 or 30 
years down the road. Although the firm 
has no plans for the near future, Roop 
predicts that because of inflation it may 
be cheaper to own the apartments in¬ 
stead of renting. 

“That may be the best method of 
refinancing 20 or 30 years from now,” 
Roop said. "The town should not prohibit 
any options but at least leave the 
possibility.” 

Roop stressed, however, that there is 
no plan for condominium conversion and 
that his firm has not dealt up to now in 
any condominium construction or con¬ 
version. He simply urges that the option 
be kept available. 

If all goes well, Roop hopes to begin p

From Clothespins To Curriculum, 
Walter Gleason Now Retires 


Walter Gleason has come a long way 
since he and a partner started a 
clothespin factory in Fryeburg, Maine 
after he got out of the Army in 1946.

He also 
helped develop the evaluation system 
currently used for the teachers and has 
taught at three area colleges. 

But for now, Gleason, 60, is close to 
realizing his plan to live the good life in 
the good weather. He expects to be living 
in a trailer condominium in the Florida 
Keys within the next two years, after his 
daughter Laurie, a junior at Winchester 
High, graduates.

“Either they're not teaching the arts 
the way they're supposed to or the needs 
of the students have been dramatically 
changing," he said. The old Latin and 
religion traditions found in Liberal Arts 
education has become outmoded.

Conservation Commission Chairman 
Bradley Boss this week told the Select¬ 
men that approximately $7300 in state 
funds will not be received since the town 
did not honor a request for a new deed.

deed of the three parties involved. He 
also said much of the correspondence has 
been directed to the Conservation 
Commission, not himself, and that no 
original deed could be located. 

If a new deed is ever signed, Bandall 
said, we need only file a new application. 
Maybe the Department has a right to 
close the file, but when it was agreed to 
give the town approximately $7500, I 
think we’ll get it eventually, he com¬ 
mented. 

Bandall cautioned, however, that if 
the town takes the land it would be a 
“grave mistake" not to have a clear deed 
to the property. If the town accepts the 
state reimbursement, the site could 
never be used other than for conservation 
purposes. 

"You have frozen it forever,” said 
Bandall. “1 really believe there is sub¬ 
stantial reason not to take the money.” 

Selectman Alan Macdonald suggested 
that if the town voted the land for con¬ 
servation purposes, that is what the land 
should remain. If we decide to use it later 
lor something else, then alternatives 
such as reimbursing the state with in¬ 
terest can be looked at, he said. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Wade 
Welch, who said he was not informed of 
this until a few days ago, said the deed 
should be signed and an application 
resubmitted. If the town receives the 
money, it will then be decided what to do.

Board Responds To ‘Open Letter* 


(Editor's note: The following Is a 
response from the School Committee to 
the "Open Letter To Winchester 
Residents" paid advertisement In last 
week’s Star from the Winchester 
Education Association. This response 
had been unanimously approved by all 
six School Committee members). 

The public statements of the Win¬ 
chester Education Association regarding 
the reduction in force (RIF) decisions 
and the apparent public misconceptions 
about how we RIF require some 
response. 

How we decide whom to RIF is spelled 
out by contract - a contract to which the 
WEA and its members agreed after long 
negotiations and in the context of other 
compromises and concessions. 

The contract states that five criteria 
are to be considered: the teacher’s 
placement on the salary scale, his years 
of experience within a discipline, his total 
number of years of continuous service in 
the school system, his history of per¬ 
formance as a teacher in Winchester, 
and the reasonable needs of the Win¬ 
chester school system. If the application 
of these criteria do not produce a 
distinction between two teachers, then - 
and only then - is seniority used. 

To be more specific about the ap¬ 


plication of the criteria, the first criterion 
is placement on the salary scale. 
Obviously each teacher knows what he or 
she is making, and since it is public in¬ 
formation he or she (or any citizen) can 
find out what other teachers are making. 
The second and third criteria are ex¬ 
perience within a discipline and total 
number of years of continuous service. 
Everyone knows his experience and total 
number of years of service and can find 
out everyone else’s since the information 
is public. 

The next criterion is history of per¬ 
formance, a formal way of referring to 
teacher evaluations. A teacher's per¬ 
sonnel files and evaluations are open to 
inspection by him or her at any time. 
Moreover, he or she has the right to 
discuss the evaluation with the 
evaluator. Moreover, he or she signs the 
completed form. 

History of performance is one 
criterion where a teacher can help 
himself or herself; the teacher cannot 
from year to year change placement on a 
salary scale or experience within a 
discipline or total years of continuous 
service, but he or she can certainly 
change the quality of his or her per¬ 
formance, for better or for worse. 

The last criterion, that of needs of the 
system, is one where an individual 


cannot know in advance where he or she 
stands. Here is one criterion which is not 
applied until the actual riffing process 
begins; but, likewise, this is one criterion 
that is essential to the School Committee 
for it allows us to look beyond in¬ 
dividualized factors to consider 
systemwide concerns. 

In short, this is the criterion for which 
municipalities have School Committees. 
The ability to apply this criterion must be 
maintained. 

To summarize, any teacher can find 
out where he or she stands with respect to 
four of the five riffing criteria. 

Since the criteria cannot be said to be 
mysterious and since a teacher can find 
out where he or she stands with respect to 
these criteria, then this brings us to the 
real issue - not how or why someone will 
be riffed but who that person will be. 

Keep in mind that the question before 
us is not whether teachers should be 
riffed - even the WEA agrees with that - 
but who the teachers to be riffed should 
be. Deciding whom to RIF is a difficult 
decision. Before anyone can say that this 
teacher should not be riffed, he or she 
must be prepared to name the teacher 
who should be riffed instead. 

The administration and the School 
Committee have been and are working 
hard and in good faith to make the best 


decisions for the town. They arc applying 
the criteria specified in the contract and 
they are not, as some have suggested, 
reaching decisions based upon seniority. 

That is what the WEA would have us do. 

And why not -seniority is objective, it 
is simple and it is the usual method used 
by industry to reduce force, but it is not 
best for Winchester schools. It does not 
allow us to judge individuals on their 
merits. 

Unfortunately our system still does 
not allow us to retain the excellent 
teacher who is new to Winchester 
because we must take into consideration 
all the criteria - not just performance. 

That Winchester has the right to judge its 
teachers by a more meaningful standard 
than longevity is unusual. That is why it 
is controversial. 

The criteria we negotiated for are 
beneficial for the town and the right to J- 
apply them was obtained by past school 
committees after a hard fight. What 
those of us who have to apply these 
criteria need now are not parades and 
second guessing on behalf of a favorite _ 
teacher but community support for a ^ 
worthwhile system and for the people " 
who must make the decision. s<

suspend House rules to allow the 
introduction of some resolutions. 

The resolutions state that the 
House should not adjourn for the 
year until legislation proposed 
by the corruption commission is 
completed by the legislature and 
the Governor. The bills Include 
H6623 - extending the life of the 
Special Commission on State and 
County Buildings; H5619 - 
establishing an office of In¬ 
spector general; and H6620 - 
improving the system of public 
construction. At the beginning of 
the week, the House voted 79-70 
to suspend rules to allow in¬ 
troduction of the resolutions, but 
this was far short of the two- 
thirds vote necessary. 

By the middle of the week, 
supporters had mustered the 
two-thirds vote for rule 
suspension and the House went 
on to approve the resolutions 132- 
20. Obviously, many members 
changed their votes between the 
original attempt to suspend rules 
and the final vote on the 
resolutions. Initially, 70 mem¬ 
bers were opposed to rule 
suspension to consider the 
resolutions, but eventually only 
20 opposed the resolutions. 


Jurors (H 3047) - House 

refused 93-56, to reconsider its 
earlier defeat of a bill allowing 
the parties in a trial, or their 
attorneys, to examine 
prospective jurors in order to 
determine their qualifications, 
prejudice, or bias. 


Supporters of the bill argued 
that under current law, a judge 
can allow attorneys to examine 
the jurors, but noted this is at the 
discretion of the judge and is no 
guarantee. They said guaran¬ 
teeing the attorney this power 
will help a defendant's right to a 
fair and impartial trial. 


Opponents argued the judge 
is impartial and in a better 
position than the attorneys to ask 
questions to determine a 
prospective juror’s bias. 


Saltmarsh voted for recon¬ 
sidering the bills’ defeat. 


Air Quality (H 6636) - House 
rejected 110-46, an amendment 
to a new draft of a bill en¬ 
couraging electric generating 
facilities to convert from oil to 
coal, by allowing them to 
recover the conversion costs 
through an oil conversion charge 
to their customers. 


Supporters argued the 
resolutions simply express the 
intent of the House to act on 
these bills before adjournment 
and to remain in session to act on 
any possible veto by the 
Goverhor.' Some expressed 
concern that the leadership’s 
stalling on these bills could 
result in the legislature ad¬ 
journing before final action is 
taken. 


The amendment would 
require the electric companies to 
install and maintain the best 
available environmental 
technology to protect the en¬ 
vironment from sulfur and other 
emissions. 


Amendment supporters, 
noting increased pollution of the 
air and resulting health hazards 
are a problem when burning 
coal, said the amendment would 
help protect the environment 
and people’s health. 


Opponents offered no 
arguments against the 
resolutions on the House floor. 
Two roll calls are listed below. 
Tlie first is the one on which the 
House voted 79-70, short of the 
two-thirds necessary to suspend 
rules to allow Introduction of the 
resolutions. The second is the 
one on which the House finally 
approved the resolutions 132-20. 
This vote followed a subsequent 
successful attempt to gather the 
two-thirds vote necessary to 
suspend rules. 


Opponents cited documents 
stating that conversion to coal 
does not have a proven adverse 
affect on health and said the 
amendment is not necessary. 

Saltmarsh voted against the 
amendment. 


Coal Conversion (H 6636) - 
House approved 127-26, the new 
draft of the measure en¬ 
couraging electric generating 
facilities to convert from oil to 
coal. 


State Rep. Sherman Salt¬ 
marsh voted for the rule 
suspension and also for the 
resolutions. 


Fiscal 1981 Budget (S 2201) - 
House refused 149-1, to concur 
with the Senate version of the 
fiscal 1981 budget. 


The measure allows com¬ 
panies to recover the conversion 
costs from their customers if it is 
determined the cost of con¬ 
version will be less than or equal 
to the fuel cost savings to the 
customer over the remaining life 
of the facility. Supporters said 
the bill would begin the much 
needed conversion from oil to 
coal and would help consumers 
by protecting them from high oil 
prices. 


Both budgets hover close to 
the $6 billion mark, but the 
Senate version is some $48 
million less than the House one. 
The two packages now go to a 
House-Senate Conference 
Committee to hammer out a 
compromise version. 


Saltmarsh voted against the 
Senate version. 


Opponents objected to many 
aspects of the bill, with many 
claiming there are not enough 
environmental and health 
hazard protections in the 
measure. Others said the bill 
gives too many breaks to the 
power companies at the expense 
of the consumer. 

Saltmarsh voted for the bill.

Editor’s note: The following is the tpxt of School Committee 
Chairman Catherine Alexander’s address at Winchester High 
School’s graduation ceremonies June 1). 

I don’t think anything is more difficult than giving a com¬ 
mencement address except, perhaps, listening to one. To say 
something as meaningful as the occasion truly is, and to say it in a 
memorable fashion and as no one has said it before, is a challenge 
far beyond my powers. If I were wiser, I would take my husband’s 
advice and hum "you will never walk alone” and sit down. But I 
know too many of the graduating class personally, and their parents 
too, not to try to say a few personal words. 

Today is Indeed a day of commencement. Graduation from high 
school is an important milestone in your life, the significance of 
which you will probably not realize until many years later. It marks 
the end of the formal education our state requires of you. It also 
marks the first of the many choices which each of you will have to 
make as you shape your lives. Some of you will choose to continue 
your formal education and enroll in schools located throughout the 
country. Others will begin full-time employment or enter into 
military service. All of you will be embarking upon your careers, to 
be sure making many changes in direction and purpose as the years 
pass, enjoying success, enduring failure, continuing. This is what 
“commencement” means. 

For many of you, this commencement will also mark an end, an 
end to the full-time influence of the town of Winchester in your lives. 
Whether you will be moving to an apartment in Medford or Boston or 
residing in a dormitory in California or Florida, returning to visit on 
holidays, Winchester will never again play as large a role in your 
lives as it has in the past. Unless you qre different than I or your 
parents were at your age - and I sincerely doubt it — you are 
probably glad of this change, cynical if not scornful about what this 
town really is. 

It will be some time before you will be able to put your years in 
Winchester in proper perspective, before you will be able to un¬ 
derstand what ENKA fairs, Thanksgiving football games and just 
hanging around the Town Center have meant and mean. 

Statistics tell us that most of you will not make your home in 
Winchester. Wherever that place or places may be, the advice I 
would leave each of you with is to get involved, contribute to the 
community in which you reside, be it a big city or a small town. The 
wonder of the process of governing in America is that everyone — 
everyone — has a chance to take part, to influence how decisions are 
made. 

If successes are achieved in Winchester or elsewhere, they are 
the successes of those citizens who took the time to give a damn and 
to play a part. The shortcomings of a community reflect, too, the 
shortcomings of those who tried and failed. But if these short¬ 
comings can be properly criticized, they can only be by those who 
also tried and whose voices were not heeded; they cannot be by those 
who did not even try. Monday morning quarterbacking has no more 
place in community affairs than it has in athletics. 

So to the 1980 graduating class of Winchester High School I say go 
forth and pursue your careers, your goals with all your energies. But 
leave some time and effort for your community, and give some of 
yourself to that too. If you think you know how things can be done 
better, how the mistakes you think you have seen so far can be 
avoided, attempt to point the way. The citizenship you are now 
taking up in society demands that you give as well as take. May your 
successes outnumber your failures and may your years later as you 
attend the commencements of your children offer them a better 
world than we are offering you, just as we are offering you a better 
world than our parents left us. 

On behalf of the Winchester School Committee I offer to you and 
your families the heartiest of congratulations.

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The Seeing Eye That Failed

A new class of warships Is a key element in 
the U.S. Navy’s prografn to regain a three-ocean 
capability to deal with the Soviet navy’s three- 
ocean threat. 

The keel for the first such ship, USS Tlcon- 
deroga, was laid on Jan. 21 at the automated 
Ingalls shipyard in Pascagoula, Miss. This first 
of 21 now planned will be delivered in early 1983. 
It is a triumph for technology and congressional 
power. 

Ticonderoga’s major contribution will be a 
fleet air defense capability to destroy a high 
percentage of the Soviet aircraft and missiles 
which today give Moscow the advantage in a 
global naval war. 

Today’s warship radars rotating 
mechanically can detect a target only at the 
instant the constantly rotating radar beam 
sweeps by it. Thus, there are limited detection 
opportunities for a rotating radar. A separate 
tracking radar then has to “lock on" and engage 
each target. 

On the other hand, Ticonderoga's Aegis 
computer controlled weapon system has a radar 
which transmits in all directions simultaneously. 
Seeing in all directions, it can, within seconds, 
detect, track, and engage many aircraft and 
missiles while continuing to search the skies for 
others. 

Once Aegis detects a target, its range, speed, 
and direction are computed and processed. A 
defensive response is selected automatically. A 
missile can be automatically fired against the 
target. Or the commanding officer, watching 
instant, comprehensive displays of the enemy 
targets, can override and fire when he desires. 

After launching, an Aegis missile is guided by 
radar until close to the target. Then the missile 
shifts to receive and follows signals “bounced’’ 
of the target by another radar. Destruction of the 
target is almost certain. 

Ticonderoga’s Aegis incorporates amazing 
new electronics redundancy. Many elements can 
become inoperative, but the system remains 
effective. 

To deal with the occasional target that eludes 
Aegis, Ticonderoga class warships will have two 
PhalkHx Close-In Weapons Sybterhs Which fire a! 
constant stream of pellets, whose axis of fire is 
constantly corrected by radar to produce hits. 

The latest detection equipment will locate, 


and anti-submarine rockets and torpedoes will 
destroy, enemy submarines. 

Ticonderoga’s helicopters will have new 
equipment to detect submarines. They can also 
provide early warning of other enemy targets 
beyond the ship’s radar horizon and can guide 
missiles to these other targets. 

Two missile launching systems can destroy 
distant ships with Harpoon cruise missiles. 

There is room to add, in 1983, a capability 
against distant land targets, thus reducing 
reliance on carrier aircraft, if President Carter 
backs the Tomahawk long-range cruise missile 
development. 

Two five-inch guns can destroy nearby 
targets at sea or ashore. 

The latest sophisticated electonics equipment 
for jamming, anti-jamming, and detection will 
be on board. 

Ticonderoga cruisers are more than 
technological marvels. They represent a 
triumph for those in the Pentagon and Congress 
who have labored to hold down the costs of in¬ 
dividual ships to be able to afford the greater 
numbers of ships needed to regain our ability to 
control the seas. 

In 1974, the automated Pascagoula shipyard 
was coming to the end of the production line of 30 
new gas turbine-powered Spruance class 
destroyers begun in 1970. Pascagoula had had 
major problems in setting up the automated 
system. All their ships had had cost overruns. 
But the shipyard’s capability was a critical 
national asset. 

At the same time, Adm. Hyman Rickover was 
waging a major campaign within the govern¬ 
ment to prevent the Aegis weapon system from 
being installed on anything except a nuclear- 
powered ship. 

In order to defeat Rickover, the Navy and 
Secretary of Defense decided that Aegis should 
go to sea on the Spruance class hull. 

These hulls were cost effective. 

Pascagoula’s production line could simply 
continue to build slightly modified hulls. 

And Sen. John Stennis, powerful chairman of 
the Senate Armed Services Committee, in whose 
state Pascagoula is located, favored this con-

Maturity the Hard Way

Leafing through the alumni mag from the old 
U. to find out who’s dead, I was caught by an 
item, “Numbers of Troubled Students on 
Campus Growing.” 

The psychiatry department’s clinic had a 
heavy caseload. The university counseling 
service had 50 percent more customers. The 
Psychiatric Nursing Intervention Clinic said 
business is booming. 

The dean of students guessed that “greater 
pressure and panic” is being felt earlier in the 
school year. An associate professor of psychiatry 
had the impression that “we’re seeing more 
severe problems.” 

Many students, others argued, are hit by 
inflation, and the moonlight jobs necessary to 
make ends meet leave them tired and depressed. 
Some, perhaps, coming from permissive high 
schools where promotion is automatic, may be 
' shocked at the sudden plunge into no-nonsense 
grading. 

But the woman director of the counseling 
service had two intriguing ideas. 

Students in the turbulent ’60s, she said, tended 
to shift their problems onto the so-called 
Establishment. The old generation was 
responsible for all that was wrong, and this gave 
an outward turn to anger and frustration. 

The wrongest thing of all, if one remembers 
the campus rhetoric of that day, was the blood 
bath in Vietnam, a futile, imperialist effort to 
prevent Southeast Asians from progressing into 
what Jane Fonda, Tom Hayden and others were 
assuring campus audiences would be a collec¬ 
tivist paradise. 

The paradise is a little hard to cheer for these 
days, what with the boat people and the 
systematically starved Cambodians, so Jane and 
Tom have gone yoicking off after nuclear power. 
What happened to all those little Viet Cong flags 
which the visiting storm troopers from Berkeley 
passed out on the old campus a dozen years ago 
is a mystery. 

But the counseling service head is probably 
right in that when young people lose a common 
enemy, real or imagined, their anger and 
distress tend to turn inward and give them the 
psychological shakes. If you can t think of 
anyone else to shake your list at, you 11 shake it 
at yourself. 

And, finally, the head counselor said this: 


“These are very difficult days to be a young 
adult. Society isn’t telling us what to do. Students 
have many more choices in their behavior.” 

When libertarians decided that educators 
should make no value judgments, that all 
“lifestyles” deserved equal respect, and that 
each student should draw his own behavior code, 
we embarked upon an interesting experiment. 
And, perhaps, the results are beginning to come 
in. 

We drowned our children in porno because 
owlish judges couldn’t find the line between dirt 
and “redeeming social value.” We painted over 
self-destruction by narcotics by inventing the 
gentle term — “the drug culture.” Luminaries of 
stage, screen and TV announced the death of 
marriage and flaunted their casual couplings.- 
Preachers dabbled with situational ethics. One 
by one we pulled up the channel buoys. 

If the channel can be described as the ac¬ 
ceptable moral code of the times, many gray- 
bearded alumni will recall perfectly well that 
they spent at least part of their college time 
outside the channel. But at least they knew what 
the standards were. Any airplane pilot will tell 
you that it is more comfortable to know one is off- 
course than to not know where the course is. 

A rudderless generation, produced by a 
permissive society filled with ready alibis for 
any degree of deviant behavior is not new. 
Sodom and Gomorrah may be lost in the mists of 
legend, but bacchanalians, Astarte orgies, Satan 
cults, the Ptolemies, the Byzantines and the free- 
swinging courts of Europe in the twilight of the 
ermined gods are solid history. 

But the bottom line of living is satisfactory 
adjustment to life as it is. As the matchmaker in 
“Fiddler on the Roof” sings: “There’s more to 
life than happiness — don’t ask me what.” 

And if this least-curbed American generation 
turns out to be less happy and more insecure 
than previous generations that knew frowns and 
no-nos there might be something wrong with the 
theory that frustration is the root of all evil and 
that the elimination of rules that might cause 
frustration will make home sapiens deliriously 
happy. 

Are what the lady counselor calls “many 
more choices in behavior” really shaking up 
young America? Is it undergoing maturity the 
hard way? 


Candidate’s Defense Strategy

The first stage of international reaction to the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan has ended. Initial 
political outrage has softened, the world is 
divided on the Olympic boycott and economic 
sanctions are merely symbolic. Soviet military 
forces in Afghanistan have been reinforced. 
America has drawn a defense line around the 
Gulf region it cannot defend. 

Sensing a growing submissiveness, the 
Soviets are opening Afghanistan Stage II — a 
deceptive proposal for regional peace — offering 
security guarantees for Iran and Pakistan in 
exchange for a permanent satellite status for 
Afghanistan. But the conditions for withdrawal 
of Soviet forces, the subsequent form of the 
Afghanistan government, the constraints on 
subsequent subversion in Iran and Pakistan are 
unclear. To further hinder U.S. reinforcement 
possibilities, Brezhnev proposes reopening In¬ 
dian Ocean arms limitation talks. 

Our allies are analyzing Moscow’s purpose. 
These allies understand that there are no 
alternative options for Western action should 
talks fail, because U.S. armed forces are in¬ 
capable of deterring further Soviet aggression. 

Nevertheless, our informants suggest 
President Carter has decided on an American 
security plan in the Persian Gulf: 

—Two carrier battle groups now deployed in 
the Arabian Sea will be reduced to one. The 
Marine amphibious task group, withdrawn in 
lateTVI&yV'dfeploy only occasionally in the future. 
The limited size of the U.S. Navy, its lack of 
regional bases, and commitments in other 
regions, made these actions mandatory. 

—Five supply ships and two oilers will deploy 
to Diego Garcia in the Indian Ocean sometime in 
July 1980 — carrying combat equipment for 
about 11,000 ground troops who would fly into the 
area in time of crisis. The U.S. could then react 
within 10 to 12 days of the time warning is 
received. Many experts believe warning will not 
be received until one day before aggression 
occurs, and thus this force may be too late. Yet, 
as our deployed forces are cut back, rein¬ 
forcements will be needed more quickly. 

—A Southern Egyptian base will be arranged 
— for staging air and ground forces into the Gulf. 
Its use in time of crisis would require at least 


$200 million for base improvements, and possibly 
additional funds for Sadat to improve other 
Egyptian military bases. If Sadat survives, this 
base could permit U.S. forces to react within one 
week. 

—Oman, Kenya and Somalia have been un¬ 
willing to accept large U.S. forces in peacetime. 
Instead, Carter will settle for limited logistical 
support lights and access in war time. 

—Carter will reduce force commitments to 
NATO to make additional power available for 
quick deployment to the Gulf. Pacific Fleet 
aircraft carriers planned for deployment in war 
in the North Atlantic will be kept in the Pacific 
and Indian Oceans. The plan for prepositioning 
the equipment of three more Army divisions in 
Western Europe, to reduce the war-time tran¬ 
sportation requirement, is being canceled. These 
divisions will be readied for deployment outside 
Europe. No actions are being taken to offset 
these new risks to NATO. 

—Carter will deploy land-based combat 
aircraft periodically to Egypt and perhaps other 
bases close to the Gulf for short periods — as a 
demonstration of American interest. 

—A new U.S. command will be created 
covering the Middle East, taking over current 
responsibilities for our commanders in the 
Pacific and in Europe. This is a symbolic 
measure. 

—These actions will be touted as constructive 
elements of Persian Gulf security; future in¬ 
creases in the defense budget will be avoided. 
The White House intends to. distract attention 
from next year’s defense program, which will 
not be unveiled until after the election. That 
program will require more naval and other force 
reductions. 

Persian Gulf security is difficult. Our forces 
have been sized for NATO and the Western 
Pacific. Credible U.S. defense around the Gulf 
means high risk elsewhere, unless allied forces 
are increased to fill the gap, a process that takes 
years. 

By hiding these critical deficiencies and 
publicly presenting our Gulf capabilities as 
adequate, the President assumes great risks in 
the Gulf and elsewhere, since the true situation is 
obvious to Moscow. A wiser President would act 
quickly with major defense increases to improve 
the situation now. 


Off To A Good Start

If, as nutritionists claim, “You are what you 
eat," a baby’s first food is particularly im¬ 
portant 

And, what tens of thousands of babies In their 
first six months eat - or, more accurately, drink 
— is manufactured infant formula. For these 
children, the contents of their bottles often 
represent their sole source of nutrition. 

Healthy early growth has been repeatedly 
shown to be a key to later physical and mental 
development. If a baby dotes not receive crucial 
nutrients in the first critical months, later 
growth may be stunted. 

Last summer many Americans were stunned 
by news that two infant formulas had been 
marketed for 15 months which were critically 
deficient in chloride, a life-sustaining nutrient. 
More than 130 infants who had been fed nothing 
but these deficient formulas did not grow 
properly and experienced severe weight loss and 
malaise. 

These babies were diagnosed as suffering 
from a potentially lethal and rare chemical 
imbalance In the blood known has 
hypochloremic metabolic alkalosis. No known 
deaths occurred, but physicians say that the 
long-term effects on the children fed with these 
formulas is still unknown. 

Investigation by the Commerce Sub¬ 
committee on Oversight and Investigation, on 
which I serve, uncovered the disquieting in¬ 
formation that there were no federal statutes or 
regulations requiring that infant formula contain 
all the nutrients considered by nutrionists to be 
essential to healthy growth. 

We learned that any company, as long as it 
adhered to standard labeling and sanitation 
laws, could market almost any product and call 
it infant formula. 


We also discovered that the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA)’s enforcement 
procedures were so inefficient that the chloride- 
deficient formulas remained on store shelves 
three months after a recall notice had gone out 
from the manufacturers to the distributors. 
Unnecessary risks were being taken with very 
young lives, and there seemed to be nothing that 
could be done to stop it. 

Spurred by the seriousness of this situation, 
the subcommittee acted quickly. Last month the 
Infant Formula Act, which I co-sponsored, 
passed the House by a vote of 388-16. 

This legislation requires manufacturers of 
infant formulas to include in their products all 
the nutritional elements necessary for babies to 
get off to a good start. The bill also sets stan¬ 
dards for ' quality control procedures in 
manufacturing these formulas. 

The new legislation, if it also passes the 
Senate and is signed by the President, would 
require pre-marketing tests of formulas by the 
manufacturers before they are offered for sale. 
It also gives teeth to the Department of Health 
and Human Services (HHS)’ efforts to monitor 
and, if necessary, effect the recall of products 
that fail to meet the new standards. 

We cannot afford to risk the health of 
newborns by leaving the quality of the only food 
many of them consume up to the marketplace. 
The Infant Formula Act is an effort to guarantee 
that formulas given Infants during their most 
critical growth and development stage are safe 
and nutritionally complete. 

The health of our children is in our hands, to 
nourish and protect to the best of our ability. The 
Infant Formula Act is one small step to 
guarantee that the very youngest in our society 
can get off to the best possible start.

property anyway because of its location 
on a main road (Church street) and its 


proximity to the center of town. 

"The Wyman is more suitable for 
development," Graves insisted. "It's 
more attractive to developers than 
Parkhurst. Just look at the proposals that 
were advertised for. The first time there 
were none, the second time two.” 

The first deadline for development of 
single-family house lots, that November 
Town Meeting voted that it wanted, was 
May 9. The Bartlett was the only 
proposal received. When the Re-Use 
Committee re-advertised it received two 
proposals (by the May 30 deadline), 
including the Hill plan. 

Two people, Parkhurst neighborhood 
representative Mary Brink and Re-Use 
Committee chairman Charles Tseckares 
are opposed to the Bartlett School 
proposal, for reasons that are not meant 
to demean the school. 

“The Bartlett School should not move 
into that building," Tseckares said. “The 
School Committee asked that we keep 
one school mothballed for potential 
future use. They made it clear that it 
should be either the Washington School 
or the Wyman School. All projections 
that we have, and they are just projec¬ 
tions, indicate that the Parkhurst is the 
last area where we'll need a school in the 
future," he said. 

Although the Re-Use Committee 
actually favors condominiums on the 
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Parkhurst site it will officially recom¬ 
mend acceptance of the Hill proposal. “ 
B acuse of Town Meeting’s decision last 
fall our hands are tie. We are just doing 
what we were directed to do." 

Tseckares also claims the per pupil 
costs cited by Graves were too high. He 
admits that if the school budget is divided 
by the number of students per year the 
cost comes out to $2,390 per student. 
However, Tseckares maintains, a more 
accurate amount was formulated by 
Finance Committee chairman Robert 
Frank which put the figure closer to 
$1,4000 per pupil. 

As for neighborhood support, there 
seems to be some agreement on all sides 
that the Hill development currently has 
the support of the neighborhood. “I have 
not polled the neighbors as of today 
uesday .t by talking to them there seems 
to be a strong support for the single¬ 
family house lots," Brink said. 

So where does all this leave Town 
Meeting? 

Its options are that it can approve 
Article 11 as written and the Parkhurst 
would be demolished in favor of single¬ 
family houses. 

Or, it can reject the Hill proposal, 
leaving the Bartlett School with an op¬ 
portunity to get the Parkhurst building 
through a Special Town Meeting vote. 

If the present article is defeated (it 
must pass by two-thirds vote) Graves 
said he would ask the selectmen to 
schedule a Special Town Meeting that 
would allow the Bartlett to move into 
Parkhurst. 

Or, if the selectmen refuse to request 


a Special Town Meeting Graves could 
call one by merely getting signatures of 
registered voters in support of the special 


meeting.

discrimination based on economic fac¬ 
tors," he will allow a summary 
judgment. 

This decision was not before both 
parties first presented their side and the 
issuance of a strong warning from the 
bench that McGrath obtain legal counsel. 

Tauro began by saying that McGrath 
must prove his children are being 
deprived. McGrath's children will be 
part of the 26 total students who will be 
bused from Muraco to Lynch. 

McGrath said that the Constitution 
prohibits segregation and for his children 
to see Blacks or Orientals bused to 
another school “can have a lasting ef¬ 
fect." 

“Just because there's busing and 
Blacks doesn't mean these are buzz 
words to get you into the Federal 
Courts," said Tauro. "Your children are 
going with 26 friends so they aren’t being 
deprived of minority friends.” 

"But, they are seeing something 
that’s wrong," McGrath said. Severe 
emotional harm will happen to these 
kids. My children will see that because 
some kids are different, they will be 
bused across town." 

Tauro said that "emotionally I’m 
sympathetic but I can only deal with the 
cases before me. What I'm trying to do is 


to find out if I have the power to address 
it here. The question is whether you have 
any right to bring this.” 

McGrath went on to say that the 
redistricting plan adopted by the School 
Committee shows the intent of the 
Committee to draw a plan based on 
housing patterns in Winchester. Again 
citing the Consitution he said, 
“Segregation on the basis of minorities 
and housing patterns are both against the 
Constitution," 

Randall opened by saying, “that there 
is no legal or practical problem here.” In 
an attempt to show the “composite 
picture" Randall said the plaintiff's 
(McGrath) children now attend the 
Muraco School where there is an 8.16 
percent minority population. When the 
plaintiff's children are bused to the 
Lynch School next year there will be a 
7.90 percent minority population there. 

All in all, Randall said, there is a 4.5 
percent percent minority population in 
the schools. This ranges from zero to 10 
percent, depending on each school. 
Randall also noted that Winchester will 
be closing three elementary schools this 
year. 

He further stated that, with regard to 
the alleged discrimination in housing, 
living in a rental district would implicitly 
state rental is inferior. 

The Town of Winchester, although of a 
somewhat high economic level, is not on 
the same economic level throughout, 
Randall said. The only thing unique to 
this area is that the rental property is in 
one area, and not all over town. 

Randall said that to qualify under the 


Lqual Opportunities Act “it's clear 
segregation, if it exists, must be on the 
basis of race, color or national origin. 
There’s no statutory law I know of that 
deals with housing rental." 

“Am 1 supposed to agree people living 
in this area are economically deprived?" 
Tauro said. "Is the mere fact you live in 
an apartment the basis for your 
arguement, or that people are poor?” he 
queried. Tauro also asked McGrath what 
his monthly rent is, to which McGrath 
replied, $425. 

McGrath said that the Supt. of Schools 
originally placed a plan before the School 
Committee which didn’t affect these 
children. These kids still have to be 
moved to another school to make room 
for kids in the wealthier district. This 
was a second idea, McGrath said, it 
wasn't the idea of the Superintendent. 
The Superintendent said this wasn't the 
best plan, McGrath said. 

Randall suggested that the schools, 
Muraco and Lynch, are almost 
equidistant from the plaintiff’s locale, 
and do not involve cross-town busing. 

Before denying the motion to dismiss, 
Tauro gave a "strong suggestion” to 
McGrath “that you get some legal advice 
so you don’t waste your time and others.” 
Sometimes it’s better to go to someone 
trained in an area. You’re not trained in 
the law and that’s apparent to me 
already. You're in a highly technical 


area,” he said. 

McGrath interjected with, “The 
Constitution will prevail." 

"Those are great phrases, and I’m 
suggesting for the third time you get 
some legal counsel" Tauro concluded. 

In a telephone interview Monday 
night, when asked whther he decided to 
heed Tauro’s advice and seek legal 
counsel, McGrath replied that he may be 
in contact with the NAACP (National 
Association tor the Advancmeent of 
Colored People). 

"The Constitution will be upheld here, 
the same as in Selma, Alabama and 
Little Rock, Arkansas," he said.

Selectmen Chairman Wade Welch 
outlined the history of the proposed re¬ 
list* of the school, and noted three options 
me now available 

After the November Town Meeting it 
was thought Winchester Hospital was 
Interested in the site. However, Welch 
said the hospital wanted a five-year lease 
with a five-year renewal. The neigh¬ 
borhood wanted a five-year lease with a 
ilmlual renewal. 

Welch noted the hospital felt this was 
unacceptable since they wanted to make 
a large investment in the school. The 
Selectmen subsequently decided to ask 
indefinite postponement on Article 10 and 
request the Re-Use Committee to solicit 
proposals for luxury apartments or 
condominiums. 

In the meantime, Welch said, three 
options are open to the Selectmen. A 
proposal from (.'ETA for a one-year 
rental is under consideration, however, 
CKTA may be locating to Stoncham; a 
proposal from Winchester Hospital for 
occupation of the building under a 
tenancy at will agreement; or for the 
Selectmen to board up the building. 

Welch said the Hospital's proposal is 
"under very active consideration by the 
Selectmen." The Selectmen, who have 
authority to grant temporary occupancy 
without Town Meeting approval, said the 
this week they would like to soon make a 
decision on the occupancy of the building. 

Re-Use Committee Chairman Charles 
Tscckares and Precinct 1 Town Meeting 
member M. Patricia Waite, who was 
speaking for several of the area neigh¬ 
bors, both favored indefinite post¬ 
ponement of the article. 

Less than 10 minutes after Waite 
relayed the fact that 80 percent of the 
area residents favored indefinite post¬ 
ponement, one Town Meeting member 
rose lo request a poll of the neighbors. 
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Winchester Hospital President Jack 
Hunter said the Hospital hits no intention 
of a long range committment to the 
school. It is much more efficient to have 
all activities under one roof, Hunter said. 
However, the hospital would Ik* in¬ 
terested in the site for conducting various 
classes and business type aclivites. 

Presently the hospital is a tenant at 
will on a month lo month basis for 
various hospital sponsored classes.

benefits. 

Shirley Stoltz of the Lexington Con¬ 
servation Commission also urged sup^ 
port of the article, saying that intensive 
development will cause flooding and 
pointing out that the town may be eligible 
tor 50 percent state reimbursement. She 
said that the adjacent Whipple Hill area 
was successfully purchased by the 
Lexington Conservation Commission, 
and the Pepper Hill area “may be the 
keystone to protecting the Whipple Hill 
area.” 

Mason street resident Richard 
Osgood, reading a letter from Arlington 
Conservation Commission Chairman 
Elsie Flore quoted Fiore as saying, 
“Acquisition of this parcel of land is 
important to your community.” The 
parcel also abuts the Town of Arlington. 

“To develop Pepper Hill would be a 
blastoff to a colossal disaster," Frances 
VerPlanck of Winchester Trails said. 
Conservation Commission Chairman 
Bradley Ross echoed these sentiments. 

“How best to accommodate growth 
for people now and in the future" should 
be considered, said Robert Lemire, 
chairman of the Conservation Com¬ 
mission in the Town of Lincoln. Lemire, 
who bus done conservation consulting 
work, said the area is a “jumping off 
point” for a larger conservation piece. 

"If the land were given lo you I think 
everybody would applaud it, so you 
should vote yes," said Lemire. 

Finance Committee Chairman Robert 
Frank outlined several reasons why the 
FinCom recommended unfavorable 
action. Some of the reasons include: 
Planning Board approval of the 
development of duplex houses which, on 
appeal by residents, was turned down in 
Superior Court; an assumption made by 
the . proponents that the land can be 
repurchased at the same price is it was 
sold for with with state reimbursement; 
and an expected ruling from the Dept, of 
Environmental Quality Engineering this 
summer as to the use of the parcel. 

Proponents of the article, Frank said, 


say the proposed units duplex units would 
average one child per unit, and that 
school costs are estimated at $2400 per 
child. 

In other housing, said Frank, there is 
less than one child per house. This would 
mean the average would have to be 
higher here, while the going rate of the 
duplexes is $ 100,000 per unit. 

Frank also said the $2400 estimate of 
education costs do not include state 
reimbursement. 

Selectmen Chairman Wade Welch 
said the Selectmen unanimously oppose 
the article for many of the reasons 
outlined by the FinCom. Welch also 
mentioned the Planning Board approval 
of duplex development was upheld in 
Superior Court and wus not subsequently 
appealed by residents. There is a need, 
Welch said, for different types of housing 
in Winchester and for expanding the tax 
base. The purchase price of the land 
would also be "an open figure". 

Basetl on the lukewarm support of the 
Conservation Commission and 
proponents, it should be rejected, Welch 
said. 

Planning Board spokesman Stephen 
Anderson said the Board v0 (Tscckares 
abstaining) to oppose the urticlc for the 
following reasons: unless duplex housing 
is developed. Skyline and Edwards drive 
residents will continue to have to enter 
the area through a route through 
Arlington; secondly, that this is "not the 
last open space available"; and thnt the 
Planning Board is interested in 
preserving dilfrrrut types of housing in 
town. 

Anderson said comments that in¬ 
tensive development would cause 
flooding are unfounded. 

On a question from one Town Meeting 
member as to where this parcel fit on the 
Conservation Commission's list of 
priorities, Chairman Ross said the 
Commission has not made the “laundry 
list" public* for two reasons. It’s unfair to 
say which parcels the town is interested 
in, and there may be a potential com¬ 
promise lo the town in later negotiations. 

A two-thirds vote was required for 
Town Meeting action. 
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Town Meeting Monday night ap 
proved five transfers within the 1980 
fiscal budget, under Article 2 of the 
Special Town Meeting. 

The five transfers, which total 
$244,000, are in addition to a previously 
approved $25,ooo transfer for legal 
services on the high school project. 

Monday night's approved transfers 
include: $7500 from the snow and ice 
budget for legal services sustained in 
contractual negotiations; transfering 
$85,000 within the school budget for 
energy expenses; an $8,000 transfer ithin 
the police w budget; a'$99,000 transfer 
from highways and streets to fire 
protection and control; and a $20,(XX) 
supplement of workmen's compensation 
from highways and streets. 

Town Meeting members, prior to 
voting approval of the transfers, won¬ 
dered whether such sums of money hud 
been left over in previous years as sur¬ 
pluses. 

On a question from Town Meeting 
member Otto Schaefer as to whether or 
not similar sums were "laying around 
every year," Comptroller Alphonse 
Faggiano said that his estimate of 
revisions for this year is $75,000 com¬ 
pared with last year’s revisions of 
$800,(XH). Faggiano said this is a very low 
figure. 

On the proposed transfer of $85,(XH) in 
the school budget from personal services 
to other expenses for encry energy costs, 
there was hesitant approval given by the 
Finance Committee and negative 
reaction from one Town Meeting 
member. 

FinCom Chairman Robert Frank said 
that although the FinCom recommends 
favorable action on the transfer, "we’re 
somewhat skeptical about energy con¬ 
servation in the schools." 

Precinct 2 Town Meeting member 
Noreen Arcari said that last full a group 
of Lincoln School parents requesting an 
additional sixth grade teacher were told 
by the School Committee there were no 
available funds. Now we're told there is 


$85,(KX) lelt in surplus, she said. 

"Next year, if any of you should ask 
for an additional teacher and are told 
there’s no money, don't believe them." 

Comptroller Alphonse Faggiano said 
that this ycur’s revision of $85,000 is less 
than Inst year. The budget is based on 
estimates they have to produce, 
Faggiano said, and it’s u very close 
estimate. 

Items to be covered under the transfer 
of $8,(XX) from law enforcement personal 
expenses to law enforcement other ex¬ 
penses ol the police budget include tires, 
printing costs, tuition estimates, 
telephone costs, radial and general 
maintenance. 

Transfering $ 20,000 from highways 
and streets to workmen's compensation 
is difficult to anticipate because of 
claims lo meet payroll settlements, 
wokrmen’s supplies and costs, Town 
Manager Thomas Groux said. 

The transfer which caused the most 
discussion was in the $99,000 transfer for 
fire department control. Whether or not 
the item should be considered under the 
three-year firefighters contract in 
Article 4 or not was questioned. However, 
the transfer wus approved. 

Dog License 

Residents who haven’t got a license 
yet for the dogs will be subject to a $10 
fine unless they do so. 

The deadline for getting the license 
was Tuesday. People getting the licenses 
now will have to pay a $1 surcharge. 
License fees for a male and unspayed 
female dog is $4 and for females, $7. Dog 
Officer Nick Molea reminds residents 
that rabies certificate is not required for 
a license. 

Licenses can be obtained at the Town 
Clerk’s office.

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Canadian Government To 
Honor Local Pioneer 


A former Winchester resident, 
Philemon Wright (1760-1839), who 
established the first settlement in the 
National Capital Region of Canada, will 
be honored by the Canadian Government 
Wednesday at 11:30 a.m. 

Representatives of the National 
Captial Commission of Canada will 
dedicate and erect a bronze plaque on the 
site of Wright's farm, 78 Ridge st. to 
commemorate his contribution to both 
countries. Wright fought in the American 
Revolution prior to his departure for 
Canada Feb. 2, 1800. 

Wright is considered a major figure in 
Canada’s early history. He departed 
from Winchester by sleigh, in February, 
1800, with a party of 37 men, 21 children, 
five women, eight oxen and 14 horses. 

After crossing the frozen Ottawa 
River, the group settled in Hull Town¬ 
ship, where Wright established friendly 
relations with the local Indians and 


developed the area economically. 

He initiated the timber trade with 
Quebec and built and operated saw mills, 
grist mills, hemp mills, tanneries, 
brickyards and by 1830 a cement factory. 
His family constructed many roads in the 
area as well as the Union Bridge crossing 
the Chaudiere River and parts of the 
Rideau Canal. 

The current owners of the farm are 
Bertha and Curtis Hamilton. Mrs. 
Hamtilon, who first brought to the at¬ 
tention of the Canadian Government the 
fact that Wright's farm was located there 
after considerable research, has been in 
touch with the Canadian authorities 
planning the ceremony. She has been 
assisted by members of the Winchester 
Historical Commission ad the Win¬ 
chester Historical Society and the Town 
Archivist.

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It probably shouldn't have come as a 
great surprise that Sachem lacrosse co¬ 
captain Stuart McCord was named to the 
High School All-America team. It’s 
starting to become a tradition in Win¬ 
chester. 

McCord succeeds Bubba Sanford who 
received the honor last year and becomes 
the sixth Sachem player in the 14-year 
existence of the team to gain such status. 

What makes McCord's achievement 
even more remarkable is that when he 
started playing the game as a sophomore 
he was ah... not impressive, to put it 
kindly. 

“I was on the fifth midfield line and 
there’s only about six,” McCord 
remembers of his debut. ‘‘That’s pretty 
bad. I wasn’t even going to bother to try 
out the next season but I did and by the 
end of the season I was named co- 
captian.”

Coach Gene Bouley admitted 
McCord’s improvement was 
remarkable. 

"Even last year (as a junior) although 
he played more his stickhandling wasn’t 
that great. He came back this year 
though and he's been just super. He 
started to come on strong at the end of 
last year and he just kept on going,” 
Bouley said. 

With greatly increased playing time 
his senior season, McCord took charge of 
the offense along with his two midfield 
partners, Peter Tracy and Ken Blasi. 
McCord led the squad in scoring with 35 
goals and 16 assists (compared to 9 goals 
and 4 assists the year before). The trio, 
led by McCord's five goals, accounted for 
all the scoring in the team's heart¬ 
breaking 11-9 double overtime loss to 
Newton North in the quarterfinals of the 
North region playoffs. 

He admitted he was pleased ("I was 
surprised. I didn't expect anything") 
with the All-America award but it was 
not the only post-season accolades 
draped on him. 

He was named to the North All-Star 
team and played in yesterday’s All-Star 


game at Lincoln-Sudbury High School 
and was also selected to the Boston Globe 
All-Scholastic earn. No slouch in soccer, 
which was actually his first love, McCord 
was also named to the Middlesex League 
All-Star team last fall. 

Despite his lofty scoring totals, 
McCord, who is headed for either Lowell 
or Tufts University, thinks there is a 
more simple reason for his dramatic 
improvement. 

"1 just played a lot more than I did 
last year and the seniors were in the 
midfield, not the attack. Next year the 
attack will be seniors and they'll 
probably do the scoring," he said. 

One thing McCord would like to see is 
the publicity the sport receives. Although 
he is pleased with the amount of people 
that turn out in person for the contests, he 
concedes he'd like to see a little more 
attention from the newspapers. 

“There's a lot more people at our 
games than the baseball team. A lot of 
times you see three pictures of the 
baseball team in the paper and none of 
us. Maybe if people get a little more into 
it, maybe if people say we’re sick of 
seeing six baseball pictures it will get a 
little better," he said. 

McCord said he was more than 
satisfied with the team's ac¬ 
complishments this season, even if it had 
to end on a down note. The Sachems had 
the Newton North game all but sewed up, 
leading by one goal with 17 seconds left 
before the Tigers tied it and won in the 
second overtime. 

“Those are the breaks, we played 
pretty well. Mr. Bouley told us we should 
win our first five games this season and 
after we won the fpkgame we lost the 
next three. But once we switched to the 
zone defense, that made the season,” 
McCord explained. 

Indeed, the team lost only one more 
game the rest of the season to finish at 13- 
4. 

Bouley, who was the first to start high 
school lacrosse in this state 16 years ago 
with a club at Winchester High, would 
also enjoy a little more publicity but 
realizes that a little recognition is a 
problem for all minor sports. 

"When you play a minor sport you 
really play for the love of it. These kids 
just enjoy playing. When we get the 
publicity we go for it but I guess your 
always going to find the major sports 
written up,” Bouley said. 

In fact, McCord was playing in such 
anonymity that it took his brother Neil to 
finally convince his mother to skip put of 
work early to see her son play. 

"I work in the afternoon,” she ex¬ 
plained. "Neil, my oldest boy said to me 
three-quarters of the way through the 
season ‘Ma, do you realize how good Stu 
is?' After that I went down to see him 
play and I did see how good he was.”

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Weekly Garbage 
Collection Passes 
Town Meeting 


By a vote of 62-57 Town Mpeting 
Monday night appropriated $58,450.16 for 
weekly garbage removal. 

In presenting this citizen petition 
article, longtime proponent of garbage 
collection Harrison Chadwick said 
that the Finance Committee’s report 
noted only 1600 out of 6500 households use 
garbage removal. "How long, in a true 
democracy, has it been that the minority 
has no rights? I wonder if the majority of 
citizens use the town forests and the 
playing fields. 

“We are a unit in this town. Some 
things we use, some we don’t... people 
hurt by this are not in a position to help 
themselves...Maybe Winchester wants to 
be the town out of step with all the other 
communities.” 

Chadwick also said that he is fearful 
that when hot weather comes, residents 
unable to get to the Transfer Station will 
seek other places to dump their garbage. 
Collection of garbage, Chadwick said, 
can ose a health hazard. 

Approval of the article, which had 
been defeated twice at previous Town 
Meetings and on a referendum vote last 
summer, came despite an unfavorable 
recommendation by the Finance Com¬ 
mittee and a proposed amendment by the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Finance Committee Chairman Robert 
Frank, in presenting the FinCom’s un¬ 
favorable report, said, the real costs of 
the proposal would be approximately an 
additional $25,000. To institute weekly 
garbage collection, two new garbage 
trucks, at a $35,000 per truck cost, would 
have to be purchased next year and 
every succeeding seven years. 

Frank also said there are “indirect 
wage costs” involved such as pensions 
and workmen's compensation. 

Relative to other serivces, Frank 
said, the Finance Committee sees gar¬ 
bage collection as an expendable service 
for two reasons: it’s a service used by a 
decreasing number of residents, and it is 
uneconomic and unwise to provide 
garbage pick-up with the trash haul. The 
cost of the service, Frank said, would be 


about 30 cents on the tax rate. The Board 
of Selectmen presented a subsequently 
defeated amendment that $33,000 be 
appropriated for bi-weekly garbage 
collection — personal services, $28,000; 
other expenses, $ $5,000. 

Selectmen Chairman Wade Welch 
said the that by a 3-2 vote the Selectmen 
voted to support bi-weekly collection at a 
total cost of $42,250. (The difference 
between the appropriation and actual 
cost was due to snow and ice budget 
offsets and proposed solid waste 
savings). The cost for this one truck - two 
men operation, Welch said, would be 12.5 
cents on the tax rate. 

Frank said the FinCom didn’t support 
the amendment because the funding 
sought is inadequate and the costs 
assume the present wage levels. 

“These figures are Mickey Mouse,” 
Precinct 4 Town Meeting member 
Clarence Borggaard said. "Any town 
that can't pick up its garbage is not up to 
date.” Borggaard said he would rather 
have a "few bumps in my street” and 
have the garbage picked up. 

Precinct 7 Town Meeting member 
Otto Schaefer said he doesn’t think the 
service is declining because there’s no 
need. Nobody asked to have it cut, he 
said, the town has just been cutting it. 
There are very few communities that 
don't pick up garbage, Schaefer said. 

Selectman Michael Saraco noted that 
of t 2300 votes cast in last year's 
referendum, 1500 Voted in favor of 
garbage collection while 754 were op¬ 
posed to this non-binding referendum. 
However, 700 or so voters elected a 
School Committee member. 

A follow up amendment that garbage 
be collected weekly in the summer and 
bi-weekly in the winter was also 
defeated. At present the town provided 
bi-weekly garbage collection to those 
requesting it. 

The appropriation of $58,450.16 is as 
follows: garbage pails, $400; repairs to 
vehicles, $1600; gasoline and oil, $5,720; 
uniforms, $613.60; and personal services, 
$51,116.56. 


Three Election Candidates 
Answer On Local Issues 


The Star this week conducted im¬ 
promptu telephone interviews with the 
three candidates seeking a seat on the 
Board of Selectmen in Tuesday’s elec¬ 
tion. 

Each candidate was asked the same 
series of seven questions. No candidates 
were given prior information on the 
questions asked. 

The three candidates seeking the nine- 
month unexpired term of Selectman 
Barbara Hankins are Clara Hewis, Alvan 
Smith and John J. Williams. A fourth 
candidate, John Hennelly, withdrew 
from the contest. The position which will 
be filled in next week’s contest will be up 
for re-election in the March, 1981 Annual 
Town Election. 

Star: Why do you want to be a 
Selectman? 

Hewis: I feel there are a lot of areas 
on which 1 can have an affect. As I have 
indicated through my announcements 
and campaigning, there are a lot of areas 
which have not been resolved. And this is 
an opportunity for me to help in these 
problems. 

Smith: 1 feel that since I am retired I 
have the time to put into it. 1 have always 
been interested in the town. With my 
varied interests I feel 1 can do a good job. 

Williams: 1 wouldn't be running if I 
didn't think I didn't have something to 
offer the town. There’s no personal gain 
involved. I've spent seven years in 
service to the town as a Town Meeting 
member and Finance Committee 
member. I’ve spent time learning what's 
going on and feel it could be of benefit. 

Star: What do you see your role is on 
the Board of Selectmen? 

Hewis: 1 see it as a balancing for a 
leveling interest. For a long time I have 
felt there was an imbalance between the 
Selectmen's and the Town Manager’s 
office. 1 would like to restore balance that 
I feel is missing. I would like to see the 
Selectmen regain their position as policy 
makers and I would like to see the Town 
Manager's office function in the ad¬ 
ministration it was designed to do. 

Smith: That i would be able to un¬ 
derstand almost everything that comes 
by it. I have had experience coordinating 
industrial problems. I'm able to listen to 
both sides of a situation and come to a 
fair conclusion. 

Williams:When elected, it would be 
my goal to be able to listen to all sides 
and try to bring, if there is divergence of 
opinion, the two sides together to some 
form of compromise. As the voice of 
moderation. 

Star: What do you think is the most 
significant issue facing the town? 

Hewis: There are so many of them. 
One could say taxes and maintaining a 
stable tax rate. It’s a very difficult thing 
to pick. Obviously people want the most 
services for the least. I would have to say 
careful management and fiscal 
responsibility. We cannot go on with the 


route that we have been going and 
continue to pay the bill. 

Smith To keep essential services and 
to keep the tax rate and the cost down. 
There’s a limit to what can be ap¬ 
propriated but what people want that’s 
been around. 

Williams: There’s a lot. I think there’s 
a real problem in communication of the 
different departments in town. They 
could do a lot also ii> the future to 
maintain the tax rate.

Star: What plan would you suggest for 
widening the tax base and attracting 
businesses to town?

New Regulations May Result 
In Hospital Service, Employee Cuts 


Winchester Hospital officials claim a 
power struggle between the Mass. 
Hospital Association and the state Rate 
Setting Commission could result in 40 
layoffs and a six percent reduction in 
services at their facility. 

The commission is conducting 
hearings on a set of regulation changes 
that Winchester Hospital President Jack 
Hunter said “would have extremely 
serious impact on this hospital. Func¬ 
tions that have been long running may 
actually disappear,” Hunter said. 

If the regulation changes proposed by 
the commission go through it could slash 
revenues at Winchester Hospital by 
approximately $1 million next year, 
Hunter said. 

Among the changes being con¬ 
templated are: 

— Reduction of reimbursements paid to 
hospitals for charges incurred by 
Medacaid patients who have to remain in 
the hospital until openings at nursing 
homes materialize. Under the changes 
the hospital’s reimbursement of $100 a 
day would be reduced to about $37 a day, 
resulting in an annual loss of $31,500. 
—Restriction on use of surplus funds 
from certain departments to offset losses 
in other departments. This restriction 
would cost the hospital approximately 
$3,000 annually. 

— Imposing of penalties for certain 
hospital services that do not meet the 
commission’s percent of occupancy 
standards. Occupancy below the com¬ 
missions’s standards would result in a 
penalty equal to the difference . This 
change would result in a loss of $255,660 
per year, Hunter said. 
— Restrictions preventing the hospital 
from collecting the difference in costs of 
Medicare, Medicaid and Blue Cross 
patients from private insurance com¬ 
panies and self-paying patients. This 
would result in a annual shortfall of 
$757,000, Hunter maintained. 

Richard Dembowski, vice president in 
charge of Fiscal Services at the hospital, 
said the public can look at the proposed 
changes two ways. 

“They can stand up on chairs and say, 
’hazaa’, at last someone is nailing down 
an industry that we know nothing about. 
They can say ’hazaa’ but when they come 
to the door that service may not be here 
any more," Dembowski said. 

The biggest affect on the hospital is 
the change restricting the hospital’s 
ability to recover the difference in costs 
between the Medicare, Medicaid and 
Blue Cross patients through increased 
charges to private insurance companies 
and sell-paying patients. 

Dembowski said Medicaid payments 
amount to no more than 70 cents on the 
dollar, Medicare 80 cents on the dollar 
and Blue Cross 88 cents on the dollar. 
Because of that system of “Robin Hood 
Medicine” Dembowski said the dif¬ 
ference has always been paid by paying 
patients and the insurance companies, 
lie added that 78 percent of Winchester 
patients are covered by Medicaid, Blue 
Cross or Medicare. 

What bothers Dembowski about the 
proposed changes is the timing used by 
the commission in introducing them. He 
claims the commission intentionally 
waits until this late in the year to an¬ 
nounce the changes because it prevents 
the hospitals from being able to 
adequately respond. The hospitals 
traditionally are bogged down in 
presenting their budgets to the com¬ 
mission. during late spring and early 
summer. The fiscal year for the hospitals 
from Oct. 1-Sept. 30. 

May and July they have historically 
presented (these changes) making it 
impossible to react to the changes and 
linish the budgets The (state Hospital) 
Association has related this to Custer's 
Last Stand. II this passes the state is 
going to run the industry," Dembowski 


He says the severity of the changes 
are a direct result of the association's 
refusal to accept an experimental full 
payer program that would have been 
funded by the federal government over a 
four-year period. The hospitals would 
have had to pick up the costs if the 
federal government decided two years 
into the program it couldn't afford it, 
Dembowski said. 

The refusal to accept that program 
(which the commission worked on from 
January through April) resulted in the 
changes now being proposed, he insisted.. 
“They don’t do these things by accident. 
To make full payer more attractive, this 
is it,” Dembowski said of the proposed 
changes. 

Dembowski said the estimated affect 
statewide of the changes would be close 
to $100 million. The ambulatory services 
would be the most effected, he added, 
saying the in-patient care would remain 
basically the same. 

Hunter added that the hospital had not 
begun considering where layoffs and 
service cuts would occur should the 
changes be approved by the commission. 

Richard Markello, special assistant to 
the director at the commission denied 


any power struggle between the two 
groups. 

"1 know some people are saying these 
changes were proposed out of spite but 
that’s not true. These changes would 
have been made regardless of whether 
the full payer had been accepted," 
Markello said. 

He said increasing costs made the 
restrictions necessary and that layoffs 
and elimination of programs at some 
hospitals was desirable. 

“We admit at some hospitals there 
will be substantial impact, meaning 
layoffs. The question is, is that wrong? 
There are so many underutilized units. 
Should they operate any program even if 
it is a money loser and then overcharge 
in other programs to make up for it?" 

Units that have as little us 20 percent 
occupancy at hospitals should be 
eliminated because costs in the heavier 
used units are increased to offset losses 
in the . little used programs, he main¬ 
tained.

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Overflow Crowd Pays Final 
Tribute To Frank Provinzano 


They stood in the aisles and jammed 
the balcony at St. Mary's Church \o pay 
their last respects to the man af¬ 
fectionately known as "Mr. P." 

"It was definitely the biggest turnout 
I’ve ever seen in this town,” said Lane 
Funeral Home director John Lane of the 
overflow crowd at St. Mary's Monday for 
the funeral of Frank J. Provinzano. 

Provinzano, 63, 31 Lebanon st., died 
Friday at Winchester Hospital after a 
brief. illness. He was buried in Wildwood 
Cemetery following the services. 

After the shock and sadness of his 
untimely death people started captured 
the hearts of paying tribute to the man 
that Winchester students for the past two 
decades. 

"There couldn't have been anyone 
that was loved more in• this town,” said 
Henry Knowlton, who coached Provin¬ 
zano when he was a freshman football 
player at Winchester High.

He graduated from WHS in 1936 and 
then went on to Boston University School 
of Education, lie began his teacing 
career at the Bartlett School in 1943. He 
then taught at Ayer High School lor five 
years before coming back to Winchester 
in 1951. 

He taught at Lynch and served as 
assistant and bead f ootbali coach and 
head baseball couch. He later became 
the trainer lor all the teams at the high 
school. 

"There used to always be a lot kids in 
the training room and not because there 
was something wrong with them but 
because they just liked to be with him," 
Knowlton said. 

Manny Marshall succeeded 
Provinzano as head football coach in 1967 
and has nothing but fond memories. 
"There wasn't a finer person you could 
find anywhere.

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ABC Gives High School Students A Better Chance

“The drawback is really what our 
feelings are going to be...By having him 
come here we're allowing someone else 
to do a job we feel we should be doing." 

"Before we came here he didn't want 
to come. He told me, 'Mommy, I don’t 
want to move again. I just got settled In. 
So 1 just told him to come with an open 
mind, don’t close your mind to it before 
you see what it's like.” 

Those comments were from the 
parents of two 13-year-old New York City 
boys who visited here last weekend to see 
if they wanted to enroll in Winchester 
High's Class of 1983. Two other soon-to-be 
10th graders also came to the house at 2 
Dix st. to determine if they, too, wanted 
to leave their friends and family in New 
York to come to Winchester for what they 
hope will give them A Better Chance. 

A Better Chance (ABC), a program 
that allows gifted minority students from 
other areas of the country a "better 
chance" to realize their potential, is 
entering its 10th year in Winchester. Its 
track record has been a good one. 

Of the four graduates from this year's 
class one is going on to Georgetown 
University and one to Syracuse 
University. Another is deciding between 
American University or New York 
University and the fourth will attend 
Johnson and Wales in Rhode Island. 

So last week officially started the 
process of getting replacements. As the 
two parents indicated, they arrived in 
Winchester with mixed emotions. The 
faced the natural conflict of clinging to 
their son as long as possible versus let¬ 
ting him go to a strange place where he 
may benefit in the long run. That conflict 
is hardly a new one. 

And after spending one day in Win¬ 
chester Jean Barnave (the first speaker) 
and June Truesdale (the second speaker)

came away impressed with the ABC 
program specifically and Winchester in 
general. 

ABC Resident House Director Mary 
Jo Nealon said the Barnaves called her 
on Monday and said their son, Sean, will 
be here in September. Talking with the 
parents on Friday after they visited the 
high school and met with teachers, both 
explained why they would like to see 
their sons come to Winchester tor their 
high school education. 

Jean Barnave came up from the 
Queens section of New York City Friday 
afternoon. And although he had a high 
opinion of the ABC program before he 
came to Winchester, he left with a 
glowing one. 

"We got most, no, we got all of our 
questions answered satisfactorily. They 
told us the good and the bad. They tojd us 
there would be a lot expected of Sean. We 
were impressed with that," Barnave said 
as he sat on the front porch at the ABC 
“house." 

Sean Barnave, if he had stayed in New 
York, would not have matriculated at a 
high school horror factory of drugs and 
violence and non-education in the middle 
of some ghetto. He had passed all the 
exams to get into the top public schools in 
New York City, his father said. Had he 
remained at home he probably would 
have gone to Brooklyn Technical High 
School, a school which Barnave said has 
an excellent reputation. 

But when Barnave compared the 
enrollments of the two schools - Brooklyn 
Tech with almost 6,000 students and WHS 
with just 1,200 - he began leaning towards 
Winchester. 

When he finally arrived here Friday 
to inspect Winchester he found it very 
much to his liking. “There were other 
things besides the high school which 
impressed me,” he said. “There are

more affluent surroundings around here 
and that's something I want my son to be 
aware of. The people here seem to be 
very direct instead of elusive and fast 
moving. In New York everything seems 
to move faster but here people pause and 
think about things and sometimes I think 
they give a more intelligent answer 
because of it. That's a quality I'd like to 
see my son develop," he explained. 

June Truesdale also wants to see her 
13-year-old son Chris come to Winchester 
and not just for his benefit. 

“I think it’s really advantageous to 
everyone involved. The community 
benefits from these kids being here, not 
just the students," she said. 

She looks at the educational op¬ 
portunity her son will have at WHS and is 
impressed. She sees a great chance for 
an informal culture exchange that can 
only benefit him. She sees her son leaving 
home and agonizes over the impending 
decision. 

"If Chris comes here it means he’ll 
probably never come home again in the 
sense we know it. After high school he’ll 
go on to college somewhere and after that 
be on his own. If we let him go now he’s 
not going to be coming home again." 

But the advantages her son will 
realize from the ABC program over¬ 
whelm her. "It gives him a basis for 
comparison. It allows him to see dif¬ 
ferent people, a different culture, a 
different way of seeing things. But the 
main thing is the students have to want to 
do this,” she said. 

Chris is non-committal. He arrived in 
Winchester with an admittedly negative 
outlook on the prospect of leaving his 
family and friends and coming here. 

“It’s a pretty small town,” he ob¬ 
served, “but it has a n8ce environment. I 
talked with some of the other kids (at the 
ABC house) and they gave me the good 
side to it and the bad points too.” 

Although he hasn't made up his mind 
definitely, by the end of the day he 
confessed maybe he’d try it out for a 
year. One day has made the difference. 

Both families are proud people who 
are sensitive about sending their children 
to a far away place where they will not 
just be educated, but will grow into 
adults. They made it clear that this 
disturbs them. They also made it clear 
that their life back home is not one 
they’re ashamed of. 


“Hey, we’re not poor. We don’t live in 
the ghetto. Our kids could go to school 
with white kids at home if they wanted to. 
We’re taking a rink that he’ll be better off 
for coming here,” Truesdale said. 

Jean Barnave calls it the “biggest 
decision he has ever had to make. It’s 
going to hurt me. I have never ex¬ 
perienced any of my children leaving and 
Sean is my first. It’s going to hurt and I 
know it. We’re taking a chance. But these 
kids (in the ABC program) are all high 
achievers. They're not average kids and 
that is such a motivating factor," Bar¬ 
nave said. 

The issue of racial prejudice in 
Winchester has not always been 
something everyone in town has been 
eager to discuss. A few racial incidents at 
the high school have received front page 
treatment in the local papers. 

However, when some of the current 
students talked about it last week and the 
subject was broached to the visitors, it 
was not considered a negative point. In 
fact, Barnave acted surprised when 
asked if he was concerned about the 
racial climate in Winchester. 

“There’s racial problems here?" 
There’s the same problems back home. 
There’s racism everywhere. I’m not 
concerned about that here at all,” 
Barnave said. 

Some of the ABC students also 
shrugged off racial problems in Win¬ 
chester. Yes, they exist, but they are not 
unique to Winchester or New York or 
Cleveland. It’s a universal problem. 

“What I tell the new kids is don’t stick 
with the crowd. Be yourself. The people 
in Winchester have an impression of 
what a minority should be so it’s im¬ 
portant that you be yourself, be an in¬ 
dividual,” said Donald Jordan, a junior 
ABC student from Cleveland, Ohio. 

“Racism is a fact of life and we're 
going to have to learn to live with it," 
agreed sophomore Ervin Beeman, also a 
Cleveland native. 

Mary Jo Nealon, the resident director 
for the past two years at the Dix street 
home, is also convinced racism is not a 
significent drawback to the program. 

"I don’t think they experience it any 
more here than they do at home. What

Joint Effort Produces Race Workshop 


On May 28 at Town Hall, the Win¬ 
chester Equal Opportunity Committee, 
the Affirmative Action Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, Multicultural Programs, and The 
Ecumenical Association sponsored a 
conference entitled, “Race Relations- 
Strategies for The 80's.” 

Representatives from Winchester’s 
Black Community assisted in the plan¬ 
ning and implementation of the program. 
Approximately 75 people representing 
civic, governmental, religious, 
educational, business, and service 
organizations participated in the con¬ 
ference. The program included a 
welcome by the Town Manager stressing 
the importance of government and 
community involvement in confronting 
racial issues. 

Father Brown from St. Mary’s Parish 
delivered a tribute to one of his 
parishoners, the late Mildred Mahoney. 
This remarkable woman was an active 
advocate for civil rights in 
Massachusetts for 60 years. Her 
leadership in Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination provides in¬ 
spiration for Winchester's continuing 
concern for civil rights. 

A thought provoking film, “BUI Cosby 
on Prejudice,’’ gave the participants an 
overview of the wide array of prejudices 
that our society has produced. Jose Rios, 
a senior in the Winchester ABC Program, 
spoke of his three years here, sharing 
personal frustration in coming from an 
urban ghetto culture to an isolated small 
suburban town as well as the racial 
prejudice that he and other minority 
people experience in Winchester. 

Small discussion groups followed 
focusing on strategies that each in¬ 
dividual or organization should im¬ 
plement in combatting racism in the year 
ahead. 

Conference members listed three 
strategies they or the town should carry 
out in the coining year. Over 200 
suggestions were made. 

The following list represents a 
compilation of “Strategies for the 80’s,” 
Personal Responses 

Confront racial sensitivity directly 
even if the person responsible for the 
sensitivity is a friend or relative; become 
more aware of one’s own prejudices and 
the need to deal with them; provide 
financial support for programs like ABC, 
Inc. as well as personal time investment 
in such programs; participate in more 
conscious-raising programs like this; 
and help parents to be more sensitive and 
effective in dealings with racial issues at 
home. 

Community Responses 
Public Sector 

Form a town “hot-line” to town of¬ 
ficers or special group to monitor any 
racial incident that might occur; re¬ 
establish an inter-racial summer 


program (Six Weeks Adventure) through 
the Recreation Department; the library 
will promote the readership of their 
multi-cultural collection; the library and 
multi-cultural specialist will arrange 
community program on positive images 
in childrens books; the community 
relations officer of the Police Depart¬ 
ment should have dinner once a month 
with the ABC students at the ABC House 
to promote more ethnic and racial 
visibility in town leadership positions; a 
Winchester Racial Covenant should be 
created; more education on racial 
matters for town employers who need 
help; and efforts to end the separation of 
Winchester's North End and Westside 

Local Families 
Will Be Host To 
Japanese Students 

Those who would like to experience 
the culture of Japan, without even 
leaving their living room, may be in¬ 
terested in one of Interstudy’s Homestay 
Programs. 

Many families in Winchester will be 
welcoming Japanese students into their 
homes from Aug. 5-25th. They will be 
participating in homestay programs 
offered by Interstudy, a San Francisco 
based educational travel organization. 

During the three-week program, 
students will attend classes in con¬ 
versational English held at St. 
Margaret’s School in Burlington, and 
participate in excursions^field trips and 
sightseeing tours as a group. In the 
evenings and on unscheduled afternoons, 
students will experience American like 
with their host families in Winchester. 

The Interstudy program offers the 
students the chance to participate in 
another culture — not just observe it as a 
tourist. It offers the host family the 
chance to meet someone from another 
country, and to get a fresh perspective on 
their own style of living by comparison 
and contrast with their Japanese student. 

Among the activities planned for 
Winchester groups by local Interstudy 
representative, Janet Covino, a teacher 
at Burlington High School, are: field 
trips to Boston and Plymouth, and tours 
of Cambridge, Lexington, Concord and 
Salem. 

A number of gatherings have been 
planned for all the students and their 
families, including a farewell party at 
which the students will demonstrate 
some of their native crafts and skills. 

Coordinating the groups locally is 
Janet Covino. Interested families should 
contact her at 9 Sanborn st. for details.

should be actively pursued through town 
programs. 

Service Organizations 

The League of Women Voters will 
inform membership of existing problems 
and propose that they start a local study 
of race relations; the league of Women 
Voters will spearhead a fall “welcome" 
to ABC students; and Rotary will support 
future efforts to strengthen race 
relations (in depth participation in the 
ABC Program). 

Business 

Improve employment opportunities 
for minorities; represent the entire 
community, it is diversity, through 
newspaper coverage; report racial in¬ 
cidents when they arise because open¬ 
ness leads to dialogue, publicize events 
and accomplishments of minority group 
members; publicize the large, strong 
core of Winchester citizens concerned 
with improving race relations; 
businesses will renew their commitment 
to affirmative action hiring policies; and 
open housing opportunities in Winchester 
will be encouraged. Active efforts to sell 
homes to minorities should be made by 
all real estate offices. There is a real 
estate home turnover of 2,000 per year. 

Religious 

plan at least one multi-cultural church 
program in each church during the year; 
use race relations as a focus in religious 
education programs; have clergy 
collaborate with schools to improve race 
relations in Winchester; include Jewish 
community’s leadership in the 
Ecumenical Association; develop sen¬ 
sitivity of townspeople to the variety of 
minority groups in the town and have 
them viewed as a strength; have the 
Ecumenical Association draft a prayer 
for racial peace to be read concurrently 
in every church in Winchester in the fall; 
and have a Racial Peace Sunday. 

Schools 

encourage school personnel to hold in- 
service workshops; support the position 
of multi-cultural specialist; provide 
leadership from the school committee in 
not tolerating racism; include race- 
related topics in planning adult education 
programs; include parents of students as 
well as students when dealing with racial 
incidents; have another International 
Fair; at the beginning of school introduce 
ABC students to the general school 
population; use minorities as resource 
people to work with kids; the CSA 
(Community School Association) will 
sponsor multi-cultural programs; 
promote increased school involvement 
and sensitivity to minority holidays, and 
hire more minority staff people at all 
levels. 

General — hold another Race 
Relations Conference later in the year as 
a follow-up to the spring conference. 

The conference underlined the im¬ 
portance of community involvement and 
participation in solving race-related 
issues. 

Despite the fact that many jobs, 
organizations, and individuals feel that 
racism does not touch them, the con¬ 
ference demonstrated that racism 
touches everyone. The smallest actions 
on the part of each individual can make a 
significant differnece. 

Committment to the above strategies 
is crucial if Winchester is to change. 

Winchester is a town of neighbors and, 
as Martin Luther King reminded us, 
"The good neighbor looks beyond the 
external accidents and discerns those 
inner qualities that make all men human 
and, therefore, brothers.”

Thirteen-year old Karen Dover could 
have used the newly-passed postural 
screening law three and a half years ago. 
Karen has scoliosis, a sideways cur¬ 
vature of the spine which, if left un¬ 
treated, can cause permanent 
disfigurement as well as dumage to the 
heart and lungs. 

Luckily, Karen's mother spotted 
something unusual about her daughter's 
posture when she was to. "Karen was 
trying on a bodysuit I had given her for 
Chirstmas," recalls Mrs. Dever of 
Winchester. "When she was modelling it, 
1 noticed that her right shoulder kind of 
stuck out.” 

Karen’s pediatrician, Dr. Donald 
Anninn sent her to be examined by Dr. 
Harry Love, an orthopedic surgion. X- 
rays showed that Karen’s spine was at a 
-id degree angle. She was sent to 
Children's Hospital Medical Center to be 
fitted tor a brace. 

Today, after wearing the soft, foam¬ 
like brace and doing regular exercises 
both at home and at the Physical 
Therapy Department at Winchester 
Hospital. Karen can look forward to the 
likely possibility of not having to wear 
her brace at all this summer. 

Others have not been so lucky. 
Scoliosis, when undetected, can worsen 
through the bone-growing years of 10 
through 17 causing pain, shortness of 
breath and enlargement of the heart. 
When corrected through surgery, a body 
cast must be worn for six months while 
the spine heals. 

The new legislation, sponsored by 
State Heps Michael J. McGlynn (D- 
Malden) and William Keating (D- 
Sharon). requires that students in public 
school giades 5 through 8 t when postural 
problems occur most frequently) be 
screened annually. 

McGlynn stresses that the 
examinations are quick, easy and 
relatively cost-free. “Screening one child 
for postural defects,” he says," takes 30 
seconds or less and those helping to 
examine the children are trained 
volunteers from local hospitals.” 

Barbara Reed, director of physical 
therapy at Winchester Hospital, has been 
training volunteers to help in a postural 


screening program scheduled to begin in 
September. 

Sponsored by the hospital, students in 
grades 5 through 8 will be examined for 
scoliosis, most commonly found in 
adolescent girls, and kyphosis, an in¬ 
creased back curve in the upper spine 
most commonly seen in growing boys 

For Karen Dever, the last three and a 
half years have been worth the in 
convenience of wearing a brace and 
going to phsyical therapy. She plnyed her 
first baseball game of the season in May. 
She skis, rides horses and was a member 
of the basketball team at Ambrose School 
one year.

Karen Dever is a poised, young woman 
with flaxen hair and a very bright smile. 
She stands straight and tall and looks 
forward to a brace-free summer. "Now 
I’ll be able to spend more time at the 
beach and get a really great tan!” she 
says.

The House "Beacon Hill Roll 
Call" records local represen¬ 
tatives' votes on four key roll 
calls from last week's session. 

School Psychologists (S273) - 
House approved, 77-75. a local 
option amendment to a bill 
making school psychologists 
eligible for tenure. The amen¬ 
dment makes the bill effective 
only if a city or town approves it. 
Two weeks ago, the House had 
rejected 89-63, a similar 
amendment requiring approval 
by the local school committee 
before the bill is effective in a 
city or town. 

Amendment supporters 
argued tenure was a matter that 
should be decided by local 
communities and claimed 
without the amendment the bill 
is simply a mandated cost on 
cities and towns. Amendment 
opponents said the amendment 
guts the bill, and could result in 
the dismissal of many 
psychologists, resulting in a lack 
of help for emotionally and 
psychologically disturbed 
students. 

The first roll call Is on the 
amendment making the bill 
subject to school committee 
approval. The second is on 
making the bill subject to city or 
town approval. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted in favor on both amend¬ 
ments. 

Special Commission (H6623) - 
House unanimously give final 
approval, 136-0, to the bill ex¬ 
tending for six months, the life of 
the Special Commission on State 
and County Buildings, in¬ 
vestigating waste and corruption 
in the state’s public construction 
system. 

The measure also provides 
$484,663 to cover expenses of the 
commission, which was due to 
expire on June 30. There was no 
debate on the matter, which was 
quickly approved. 

Saltmarsh voted for the bill. 

Fees (116662) - House ap¬ 

proved 79-74, a bill allowing the 
Secretary of Administration and 
Finance to set the amount of fees 
and charges for various licenses 
and services rendered by any 
agency, board, commission, or 
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department of the state, except 
those payable to the General 
Court. 

Under the bill, the fee would 
be effective in seven days, unless 
the House or Senate rejected it. 
The measure also prohibits the 
setting of any fees while the 
Legislature is in prorogation or 
in recess for more than seven 
days. 

Supporters argued many fees 
and charges currently assessed 
for licenses and services are far 
below the cost of providing those 
services. They noted the current 
procedure requiring the sub¬ 
mission of legislation every year 
or two to change a majority of 
the fees is a cumbersome and 
slow process which leads to a 
loss of revenue to which the state 
is entitled. 

Opponents argued the bill 
places too much power in the 
hands of the secretary, and 
urged that the system for in¬ 
creasing these charges remain 
in the normal legislative 
process. 

Saltmarsh voted for the bill. 

The Senate - "Beacon Hill 
Roll Call" records local 
senators' votes on two key roll 
calls from last week’s session. 

CAMPAIGN Finances (S860) 

- Senate refused 22-13, to 
reconsider its earlier defeat of a 
bill making several changes in 
the state's campaign financing 
laws. 

Included are provisions 
prohibiting lobbyists from 
making political contributions; 
requiring the listing of a con¬ 
tributor’s occupation and em¬ 
ployer as well as his or her 
contribution; and reducing from 
$1,000 to $100 the maximum 
amount an individual may 
contribute to any candidate 
running for state or local office. 

They said allowing them to 
make contributions opens the 
door to conflict of interest and 
abuse. Opponents argued the 
Special Commission on State and 
County Buildings has filed a 
more comprehensive bill dealing 
with campaign financing and 
urged the Senate to wait for that 
bill to come to the Senate floor. 

Sen. Samuel Rotondi voted 
against reconsideration.

Gov. Edward J. King recently announced that Massachusetts will 
receive $3.5 million from the federal government to be used for 
energy conservation to schools, hospitals and public buildings across 
the state. 

The grant, which will be administered through the Office of 
Energy Resources, will be spent for conservation measures such as 
solar systems, weatherizations and heating system modernizations. 


The Governor also recently filed two pieces of legislation aimed 
at stemming drug trafficking and the sale of drug paraphernalia. 


Deaf persons with access to TDD-TTY machines (telecom¬ 
munications devices for the deaf) can now call the Boston Children’s 
Museum for information. The museum recently installed its own 
TDD equipment which enables the museum's switchboard operator 
to talk directly to a TDD user who is deaf or hard of hearing. 

The Town of Winchester has two TDD devices, one located at the 
Police Station and one at the Winchester Public Library. 


The Census Bureau is again looking for local census takers since 
a fire in the Framingham district office destroyed the records of 
several communities (Winchester included).

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The Chinese Mission To D.C.

On June 4, the first high level Chinese defense 
visit to the U.S. ended. 

In Washington, Vice Premier Geng Biao 
openly worked out agreements for military 
technology and defense arms. Privately, in talks 
with President Carter and Defense Secretary 
Brown, Geng and Liu Huaqing, Vice Chief of 
General Staff, spoke frankly of common 
strategic objectives and concepts for achieving 
them. 

Beijing and Washington (and its allies) have 
critical reasons for sharing strategic interests. 
NATO is strengthened because China presents a 
second front on Russia’s border. Beijing counts 
on NATO to draw off Soviet ground strength, and 
on the U.S. to deter Soviet naval forces 
threatening the Chinese coast and sea lanes. 
China, by its contiguous border with Afghanistan 
and its friendship with Pakistan, will influence 
what the Soviets do next in or from Afghanistan. 

As Soviet (and proxy) power probes 
elsewhere in the Third World, Beijing needs a 
greater presence of American sea and air power 
as a deterrent otherwise beyond China’s means. 

Against this background of converging 
strategic interests, Geng and Liu were forthright 
in expressing Chinese thinking. Our informants 
report: 

— Despite common strategic aims, Beijing 
foresees continuing disagreements with the U.S. 
on the means of achieving agreed ends. China 
believes our military and national security 
organization is inept at calculating the im¬ 
mediate and subsequent political effects of using 
military power. Policy is unimaginative in in¬ 
tegrating military strength and other national 
resources. One result is timidness and lost op¬ 
portunity. 

— Protecting strategic interests requires a tit 
for tat response to armed transgressions by the 
Soviets and their proxies. Beijing is confident 
Moscow will avoid superpower confrontations. 
Proxy subversion and aggression offer Moscow 
great gains at acceptable risks. Moscow has 
shown a willingness to retreat — as iij Egypt, , 
, Soipalia, and North. Yeft*$.n ^preferring, ten)’,: 
porary setbacks to local, defeat or U.S. in¬ 
tervention that might limit their future ad¬ 
ventures. 

— Beijing’s perspective is illustrated by the 


Soviet relationship with Vietnam. Moscow stood 
aside when China invaded northern Vietnam last 
year. Though Soviet naval forces now are based 
at Vietnam’s Cam Ranh Bay, the same 
restraints, prevail. Ground forces are the 
ultimate arbiter. The Soviets can never deploy 
forces to Vietnam equal to the Chinese rein¬ 
forcements available over the border. Moscow, 
moreover, fears that China would open a front 
along their joint northern frontier should the 
Soviets intervene in Vietnam. 

— In Iran and the Persian Gulf, China 
predicts similar Soviet restraint. As long as the 
U.S. continuously deploys a combat force nearby 
— even if its strength is not fully credible without 
early reinforcements — the Soviets would prefer 
avoiding the risk of confronting the U.S. Moscow, 
instead, will employ subversion and proxy forces 
to weaken regimes and assault territories not 
already under Soviet control. 

— The Soviets use the evidence of their own 
power restraint to encourage neutralism in 
NATO. Beijing sees this evolution as reducing 
the West’s ability to resist Soviet proxy activities 
in the Third World. As a step toward stiffening 
the NATO backbone, China pledged to concert its 
forces with NATO in the event of Soviet attack. 

— Afghanistan is important strategically as a 
Soviet springboard to wage armed subversion in 
the Baluchistan area within Iran and Pakistan, 
to achieve a position close to the Persian Gulf. 

The Chinese also offer some advice to the 
Carter Administration: 

— Make new defense and arms tranfer 
proposals to Pakistan. Pakistani President Zia 
rejected the original American overtures 
because his internal position was weak. Recent 
domestic measures have secured his power. 
China is already working with Zia on Pakistan’s 
security. 

— Develop an urgent program to safeguard 
Baluchistan from Soviet-inspired subversion 
based in Afghanistan. Some complex changes 
are required in American relations with Iran and 
Pakistan and in U.S. deployed forces in the 
region. 

Hedging its bets, Beijing is joining in closer 
relationships with Japan, pressing for Japan’s 
-irearmingi;,as .a; .supplement or alternative to 
declining U.S. capabilities. 

There are risks in becoming dependent on 
China for survival. Declining U.S. power leaves 
no alternative. 


A Talk With The Warden

It was in one of those new prisons, produced 
by a reluctant legislature under the compulsion 
of a stern federal judge. 

There was no wall, although the place was not 
insecure. The high double fences were topped by 
razor wire, and sensing devices will detect even 
a large bird alighting between them.Two escape 
attempts this spring were gaudy failures. 

The interior could be described as pleasantly 
austere. There were gardens, wide space, 
cellhouses featuring one-man rooms, decorated 
according to the inmate’s whim. There were 
enclosed basketball courts, a busy gym, and an 
even busier law section of the ample library. It 
was a long way from a “rock.” 

The warden’s deputy was pleased to show me 
around, even to the solitary cells where three 
yard brawlers, each in communication only with 
a taciturn guard, pressed their noses against the 
glass in their doors with an eagerness that 
reminded me of chained Eskimo dogs on An- 
tartica’s McMurdo base, leaping at the scent of 
an approaching man. 

Only time will tell if the recidivism rate of 
prisoners handled in this humane and decep¬ 
tively open institution will be less than that 
prevailing among those released from old-style 
bastilles. People of good will generally assume 
that tough prisons merely brutalize, while easier 
prisons offer the best chance of reform. This is 
not yet proven. 

But the warden believes there is a time for 
punishment and a time for release. 

“The average man who comes into prison for 
the first time," he says, “goes downhill in 
morale and attitude. Some are profoundly 
shocked — even numb. Then there is usually a 
slow climb up to a plateau where he is sustained 
by growing hope of freedom. Somewhere on the 
plateau there is the best chance that if he gets out 
he won’t be back. If he continues to be held, we 
look for a slow decay into a thoroughly in¬ 
stitutionalized personality. ” 

Most citizens are uninterested in plateaus. 
They think of the severity of the crime. An 
outraged Tulsa jury recently handed a 1,700-year 
sentence to a casual intruder who had robbed, 
raped, choked and tried to burn to death a nun. It 
was, of course, a ridiculous sentence, but it 
expressed the jury’s fury that the man couldn’t 
be executed. 


Part of the function of a sentence is supposed 
to be its deterrent effect upon others con¬ 
templating a similar crime. You wouldn’t let a 
plane hijacker loose after just one year because 
his best-reform-chance plateau had been 
reached. You’d want to give other would-be 
hijackers cause to think twice. All conscientious 
parole boards face these dilemmas. 

And what can society do about the “stinkin’ 
thinkin’ ” of the professional criminal mind? 

“Take burglars,” says the warden, ’’they 
may start out for the money, but later it often 
becomes a game. As among race drivers, living 
in danger is a turn-on. I’ve got some in here who 
took unnecessary chances just for kicks. 
Repeaters can’t repeat while they are locked up, 
but the law won’t let society throw the key 
away.” 

And the kids — 

"A reform school,” the warden says, “is a 
school for crime. Communities, somehow, are 
going to have to take over. Parole to parents who 
have already failed is no answer, but a lot could 
be done with public works programs and hard- 
boiled restitution.” 

Holinshed, the Elizabethan chronicler, 
asserted that during the 38-year reign of Henry 
VIII 72,000 English criminals were hanged. This 
pretty well took care of the repeater problem, 
but not crime. 

In spite of the lopping off of hands, bone¬ 
breaking, shipping, ducking and the stocks, the 
crime rate continued high. Henry was probably 
as baffled and frustrated as we are. 

Our warden thinks that some good may come 
of proposals to put criminals to work at 
prevailing wages in real industries operated for 
profit. Part of the wages would go to reimburse 
the state for their keep, part to their dependents 
to lighten the relief load, and the rest to a reserve 
fund for their own use upon release. 

Opposition from union labor would be strong. 
“Criminal shifts” in outside industries would 
present an escape problem. 

“But,” says the warden, “we have men here 
with a child’s sense of responsibility and hardly 
the foggiest idea of how to do a day’s honest 
work. If they don’t learn, we’ll get them back 
after they've hurt people once more.” 

The habitual inmate says, “Let me out,” 
Society says, “Please don’t hurt me 
Sometimes, you think they’re not talking the 
same language.

I respectfully request that The 
Winchester Star consider support of two 
legislative proposals (H.6651 and H.6652) 
submitted by Gov. King last week. The 
Governor’s proposals will significantly 
aid the Commonwealth in its effort to 
curtail drug trafficking und the 
distribution of drug parnDhernalia. 

As Secretary of Public Sufety, I 
believe it is critical thut this legislation 
be enacted before the end of the current 
legislative session. Frankly, I can think 
of no higher priority. It is imperative that 
we provide deterrence and certainty of 
punishment for those who deal in 
dangerous drugs and for those who seek 
to smuggle such substances into 
Massachusetts. 

I know The Winchester Star shares 
the concerns of the Governor and me in 
seeking to curtail major drug 
distribution and drug abuse. 

Drug use involves the entire spectrum 
of our citizenry, rich and poor, young and 
old — are affected. The addict who lives 
from hour to hour, the person who abuses 
prescription drugs are affected. More 
importantly, the future of our most 
important resource — our children — is 
imperiled. We can no longer allow our 
society to be threatened by those who 
have no interest in us, our safety und our 
welfare. 

Enormous profits are being amassed 
by organized crime und others by dealing 
in mussive quantities of these harmful 
and physically destructive substances. 
Based on reliuble information 1 have 
received from respected federal and 
state officials, we can expect to see an 
immediate and significant increase in 
the trafficking of illegal drugs — par¬ 
ticularly heroin — into the Com¬ 
monwealth. Federal authorities are 
expressing concern over the alarming 
increase of so-called "white” heroin 
from the troubled nations of Southwest 
Asia into our Eustern cities. 

The glamourization and the level of 
acceptance of this physically destructive 
behavior can be documented by simply 
visiting many retail outlets where drug 
paraphernalia is openly sold and by 
reading popular publications. 

Together, we can put those who are 
infecting our society on notice thut in 
Massachusetts they shall pay the proper 
penalties. 

Our citizens deserve no less, for it is 
they who are bearing the emotional and 
financial burden of the disruption in their 
homes and schools, increases in crime 
und despair of seeing our youth mentally 
and physicully damaged by drugs of 
every description. Your newspaper can 
play an important role in the reversal of 
this insidious activity by endorsing the 
Governor's recommendations.

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School Re-Use Still Not Determined 


Parkhurst Site 


It appears that it's back to the 
drawing board for the re-use of the 
Parkhurst School. 

After spending most of last Thursday 
night’s session discussing the proposed 
single family house lots plan for the site, 
Town Meeting approved a motion by 
former Moderator Harrison Chadwick 
that the plan be sent back to the Re-Use 
Committee for their prioritized 
suggestions on the site. 

It is expected that the Re-Use Com¬ 
mittee will make a report at tonight’s 
Town Meeting session. Moderator John 
Sullivan has indicated that after the Re- 
Use Committee presents a report, Town 
Meeting members may follow up with 
questions. However, the report is not 
debatable and Town Meeting members 
will then be asked to act on Article 11 as 
submitted in the Warrant. 

If the motion to sell the site for single 
family residences is approved, Sullivan 
says the follow-up action will be to rezone 
the site. If it fails, Town Meeting will 
proceed with other action. No other 
motions, other than for single family 
residences, are in order, Sullivan said, 
because of the way the article is drafted. 

Chadwick said he offered the motion 
to recommit ‘‘in an attempt to rectify a 
handicap I feel has been perpetrated on 
this Town Meeting and agencies in¬ 
volved." 

Chadwick said the amendment ap¬ 
proved in November, 1979, which 
directed the Re-Use Committee to study 
only single family residence alter¬ 
natives, was a handicap to the com¬ 
mittee. “Because of this restriction the 
committee wasn't able to proceed with a 
freehand,” Chadwick said. (The Re-Use 
Committee originally favored con¬ 
dominiums for the site). 

“This proposal," Chadwick said, 
“seems to be supported by a few hundred 
in the neighborhood. But, there are 3,000 
people in the precinct. Many say they 
don’t want to see the Parkhurst School 
demolished. We have a responsiblity as I 
see it to get the most benefit for the good 
of our citizens.” 

Chadwick noted that this is the 
■identical structure these same residents 
were working so hard to preserve. 

"The fact is that Town Meeting did 
vote single family house lots," said 
Precinct 5 Town Meeting member Sally 
Cincotta. "If you vote to send it back you 
are eroding your strength as a Town 
Meeting.” Cincotta said that a "serious 
mistake” would be made if the program 
is resubmitted for study. 

Selectman Edward O’Connell, 


speaking for the Board of Selectmen, 
said the Selectmen, by a 4-0 vote, over¬ 
whelmingly supported the main motion. 
(Selectman Chairman Wade Welch 
abstained because of a possible conflict 
of interest). 

“1 really am concerned for residents 
of the Parkhurst School...they are 
anxious...concerned. They have over¬ 
whelmingly supported single family 
homes,” O’Connell said. He also said the 
plan is financially attractive, now and in 
the future, and the neighborhoods have 
"suffered enough harm in the past.” 

Winchester attorney Robert Graves, 
who is representing the Bartlett School in 
their recent bid for occupancy of the 
Parkhurst site, said that the Bartlett 
School had offered to buy the Parkhurst 
School for $120,000. However, this was 
ruled out of order in light of the 
November Town Meeting directive. 

Graves indicated that Bartlett School 
would be willing to lease the Parkhurst 
site, and noted that it would be of 
financial benefit to locate here - one-third 
of Bartlett students live in Winchester. 

“We’re very happy being in Win¬ 
chester,” Bartlett School Principal 
Norinne Casey told Town Meeting 
members. "I could be a good tenant; we 
are seriously interested.” She also in¬ 
dicated they didn't think to occupy thq 
Parkhurst site until recently. Presently 
the school is located in the old Wyman 
School on Church street. 

Finance Committee Chairman Robert 
FRank Frank said that a majority of the 
committee (5-4) favored the motion to 
recommit “because a discussion of all 
uses is appropriate." Frank then outlined 
alternative uses of the site and what the 
effects would be, and also the minority 
view of the committee. 

If the site were used as open space, 
the only advantage is that it preserves 
options for later. However, the cost to 
demolish the school would be ap¬ 
proximately $40,000 - $50,000. 

With the single family residence 
approach, the town would achieve a 
revenue on the sale of land and would 
also get a net stream of value. Net 
revenue from condominiums, Frank 
said, would be on the order of $27,000- 
$30,000. Some form of a long term lease 
would also bring in revenue. 

A minority of the committee, Frank 
said, says “fish or cut bait” and the 
difference in revenues isn’t substantial. 

“You are, in effect, back to where you 
were last November,” said FinComm 
member Robert Ericson, representing 
the minority view of the committee. "A

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lot of people can’t understand what 
Parkhurst people think. The point of the 
matter is, that’s the way they feel. Are 
the added benefits available to the town a 
fair trade off for their well expressed 
feelings? If you do it, it will be the first 
time Town Meeting will go against the 
abutters." 

Mary Brink, speaking as one of the 
Parkhurst neighbors opposed to the 
motion to recommit, said, “our main 
concern is that if it passes, conversion to 
condominiums will continue. The 
Parkhurst neighbors, she said, still feel 
single families are best suited for the 
site. 

Re-Use Committee Chairman Charles 
Tseckares indicated that the Waldorf 
School, a private school located in 
Belmont, had also expressed interest in 
the Parkhurst stie for occupany when 
their lease expires the end of August. 

After further debate, O'Connell said 
he was “deeply troubled by our inability 
to reach a decision. If ever Town Meeting 
was responsive it was in this article. We 
are not as a body to turn away from the 
expressed view of Town Meeting. 
Meeting.” 

The developers selected for Parkhurst 
School are Martin W. Hill, William H. 
Walsh and Thomas Moranian. 

Tseckares said that the average 
assessment of all land around that area 
was $34,000. He also indicated that the 
developers quoted two prices - $110,000 
for the property with eight lots and $- 
20,000 for the property with nine house 
lots. The difference depends on the 
design review process implemented.

Assessors available funds to reduce the 
tax levy; and Article 32, to see if the town 
will vote to exceed the appropriation and 
or levy caps.

The question of Kindergarten hours in 
September will wait for a recom¬ 
mendation from School Supt. William 
MacDonald who is expected to listen to 
reasons why the Lincoln and Muraco 
Schools should not have both morning 
and afternoon sessions. 

Muraco Principal Richard Young, 
teachers and residents of the neigh¬ 
borhood asked the School Committee this 
week to reconsider any action that would 
have the split sessions at those schools. 
The Lincoln and Muraco Schools are the 
only two (of six) scheduled to have split 
sessions in September. 

Young protested that if they were 
going to implement the morning sessions 
in the other four schools it should be done 
at all of them. Committee member 
Constance Papas agreed. 

“What we can’t do for all the kids we 
shouldn't do for any. Either you do it the 
same for everybody, and we can’t, or you 
leave it alone. These people are right,” 
Papas said of the people protesting the 
split sessions. 

Under the planmorning sessions 
would run from 8:45— 11:45 and the 
afternoon classes at the two schools 
would run from 11:45-2:45. 

A motion by Papas to have the Kin¬ 
dergarten hours remain the same as they 
were this year was defeated 4-2 because 


oi budgetary and personnel problems 
that the committee said would arise. 

The committee then voted favorably 
on the motion the second time around 
that would have MacDonald make a 
recommendation later in the summer or 
September. That motion was about to be 
defeated again when Papas reversed her 
vote, making the final vote 4-2. 

“I voted for it because it is the only 
reasonable alternative. These kids have 
to go to school," she said. 

One of the major complaints aired by 
the Muraco representatives concerned 
the use of teacher aides to cover for the 
regular teacher’s lunch period, similar 
system was tried a few years ago which 
the committee agreed was a “dismal 
failure.” 

However, the committee added that 
the teacher aides this time would be 
certified aides, a factor not present in the 
previous experiment.

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Dispute Resolved Between Teachers And School Board 


The dispute over the School Com¬ 
mittee's procedure on laying off teachers 
was settled Kridiiy afternoon when 
committee eluiirmun Catherine 
Alexander and Winchester education 
A sociutloii President Steve Gorrie 
sighed a Memo of Agreement. 

Two major concessions were made in 
tin 1 agreement, one by each side. 

Thu WEA got what it wanted in that 
.the committee agreed to reveal exactly 
how the JlIF procedure worked and what 
\ nine each of the l ive criteria specifically 
carried. 

The WEA however, agreed that it 
would not challenge the guidelines set by 
(lie School Committee to determine who 
gets UIKed through litigation or 
grievance. The administration had the 
i ight to set any guidelines they wished 
lad hud to let the WliA know what they 
were by Nov. I. Also, the guidelines could 
not be changed during the course of the 
contract. 

Other points in the agreement were 
that the administration would review the 
guidelines personally with uny teacher 
m heduled lo be UIKed; the teachers will 
he informed by May ir> unofficially that 
lie or she may be laid oil ; that a teacher 
unofficially informed of a layoff and then 
i chlred would not Ire considered laid off; 


teachers shall be notified officially by 
Sept. 1 that he or she will be laid off and 
at that time would have 30 days to 
request a hearing. 

Oorric said the class action grievance 
filed on behalf of the 15 teachers 
scheduled to be RtFed in September 
would be dropped officially by tomorrow. 
Individual teachers may file grievances 
if they choose to, Gorrie added. 

Gorrie said he was satisfied with the 
settlement “People aren’t in the dark 
anymore. They know exactly where they 
stand. We proved that there was some 
kind of point systeeven though it was 
more positive than we thought it was. I 
think most of the teachers are generally 
satisfied," he said. 

But how did all this come to pass? 
Gorrie said the protest actions of last 
week had an effect. School officials said 
they did not. 

"I like to think the publicity helped. 
People like Tom Ellis (Channel 5) were 
calling me Friday afternoon to see if it 
had been settled. I’d like to think it was a 
victory. It (the protest march and 
meeting) certainly broke the logjam. If 
they had seen we weren’t so togther it 
may not have come so quickly,” Gorrie 
said. 

The WEA had taken out a full-page 
advertisement in The Star and the Daily 


Times outlining their protest of the 
Reduction-In-Force (RIF) procedure 
used by the committee to determine 
which tenured teachers got laid off. 

School Supt. William MacDonald 
disagreed. “I don't know how much the 
letters in the puper or the march had to 
do with it. I personally think the time was 
just right for it, The two groups decided 
to sit down and get it settled to 
everyone's satisfaction, f hope now the 
atmosphere will be one that allows the 
negotiations (the contract is up in Sep¬ 
tember) to continue in good spirits," 
MacDonald said. 

Alexander was simply pleased with 
the turn of events. "We had some in¬ 
formal negotiations Thursday and 
Friday and we felt that we had to deal 
with the problem quickly. I’d like to 
quote Jim Ferry (WEA negotiator) who 
called it a compromise in which each side 
gave a little," Alexander said. 

Tuesday more than 200 WEA mem¬ 
bers and sympathizers marched from 
downtown Winchester up to the School 
Committee’s meeting at the Sanborn 
House with cameras from all three 
Boston television stations traveling 
along side Once again the WEA 
challenged the committee to reveal 
exactly how the RIF system worked. 


The School Committee replied then as 
it had for the past year: There was 
nothing mysterious about the RIF 
procedure. The five criteria - salary, 
years within one discipline,number of 
continuous years service in Winchester, 
personal evaluations and the needs of the 
system - were applied uniformly as 
required by the contract. 

The WEA cried foul and said a hidden 
point system was used that weighted the 
evaluations depending on how hard or 
easy the evaluator was. When the 
committee failed to respond by last 
Wednesday the teachers implemented a 
work-to-rule action in which they did just 
what was required of them. No after 
school or before school assistance. 

So what seemed destined to become 
long, drawn out negotiations were sud¬ 
denly settled with little fanfare Friday 
afternoon when Gorrie and Alexander 
signed the Memo of Agreement. 

Elementary School teacher 
Christopher Scanlon said he was still not 
satisfied with the system. Although he 
admitted it was applied equally to all the 
teachers he didn’t like to see the personal 
evaluations carry so much weight. 

What the WEA learned was that the 
evaluation was the most important factor 
in the RIF determinations. The 


evaluations had a maximum point 
potential of 36. It was broken down into 
nine separate categories with a range of 
zero to four points in each section. 

The next most influential criteria was 
salary level where the top salary step 
received 12 points. One . point was given 
for every year in a discipline. Seniority 
was used strictly as a tie-breaker. 

Scanlon, who is one of the 15 scheduled 
to be RIFed, conceded that the point 
system was equally applied to 
everybody. However, he added he's 
“dissatisfied with the way he's been 
graded. I’ve been graded fairly by the 
numbers they use but I don’t think their 
system works," he said. 

He complains that the evaluations 
don’t take into account the fact that he 
coaches two varsity teams (girls soccer 
and boys tennis) and other smaller 
things. 

"I think we really have to re-evaluate 
the system. We’ve got something but 
does it work? Does it best serve the needs 
of the children? I think my coaching is a 
definite need of the system. I like to think 
it has a positive affect on the students," 
Scanlon said. 

Scanlon added that he would be 
talking with his lawyer about filing an 


individual grievance hut uadn’t firmly 
made up his mind on the issue yet. 

The fourth-fifth grade teacher at the 
Vinson-Owen School did admit the 
agreement benefited the WEA, even if it 
didn't help him specifically. 

"It docs give you the information of 
why you were the one that fell to the 
bottom,"Scanlonsaid. “But I know I'm a 
damn good teacher and this tells me I'm 
not. Yet, people tell me I’m a good 
teacher, the kids tell me I’m good. What 
can 1 do?”

Hospital Sponsors Lecture On 
Chronic Back And Neck Pain 


“Everyone is built pretty much alike, 
but muscle-wise we’re all individuals,” 
said William L. Kermond, M.D., last 
week at a Winchester Hospital sponsored 
program on chronic back and neck pain. 
“Since each of us is an individual," 
Kermond continued, “our pain must be 
treated with an individualized program.” 

The chronic back and neck pain 
program at Winchester hospital was 
explained by Kermond and Dr. Barry C. 
Dorn, orthopedic surgeons, and Barbara 
Reed, director of physical therapy at 
Winchester hospital. 

“No one knows what causes back 
pain,” said Kermond, “but we use a 
multi-disciplinary approach to handle 
it.” A team consisting of an orthopedic 


surgeon, a clinical psychologist, and 
physical therapist and sometimes a 
social worker and dietitian evaluate a 
patient’s problem. Dorn added, "People 
must do for themselves and be willing to 
follow the program set up for them.” 

Reed said that statistics show that 
bank tellers have the highest incidence of 
lower back pain with truck drivers 
running a close second. Of days lost from 
work, 24 percent are caused by back 
problems. Reed demonstrated exercises 
to relieve pain, and showed biofeedback 
equipment often used in the program. 

Dorn, by diagram, showed how pain 
travels from the sight of injury to the 
brain where “the pain is appreciated.” 
Blocking pain along this path often 
brings relief to a patient.

A memorial service will be held today 
i the Meyer Chapel of the Unitarian 
hurch for Robert B. Stewart, former 
ean of the Fletcher School of Law and 
liplomacy at Tufts University, who died 
une 8 in Denver, Colo, after a six-month 
lness. 

Mr. Stewart, 71, served as dean of the 
'letcher School from 1945 - 1964 and 
emained on the Fletcher faculty for the 
ext 11 years. He retired in 1975 as dean 
meritus. 

Mr. Stewart's association with the 
'letcher School began in 1933 when he 
ias a member of the school’s first en- 
ering class. He received a master’s 
legree from the school in 1937. 

Mr. Stewart returned to the school as 
iean, after serving more serving as an 
ifficial of the US State Department in 
Vashington, D.C. From 1938-1945 he was 
he official in charge of US - British 
elations and served as assistant 
■xecutive secretary of the San Francisco 
inference for the founding of the United 
Nations. 

Mr. Stewart was also a consultant to 
he State Department. He was a member 
Df the Foreign Service Selections Bbk950 
md a member of the State Department 
Executive Reserve from 1957-1961. 

Mr. Stewart is the author of “Treaty 
ielations of the British Commonwealth 
)f Nations," published in 1939. He has 
ilso written articles for numerous 
professional journals. 

A native of Matewan, W. Va., Mr. 
Jtewart holds both bachelor’s and 
master’s degrees from the University of 
Kentuckey, and a Ph.D. from Harvard. 
He was awarded an honorary doctor of 
laws degree from the University of 
Kentuckey in 1962 and was named to the 
university's Hall of Distinguished 
Alumni in 1965. 

Mr. Stewart also received an 
honorary doctor of letters degree from 
Marshall University in 1963. A student at 
Morehead Normal School and Teacher’s 
College from 1925-1930, Mr. Stewart was 
elected to the Morehead Alumni Hall of 
Fame in 1975. 

A Carnegie Fellow in International 
[ Law, Mr. Stewart studied abroad from 
1936-1937. He spent the summer of 1937 at 
Oxford University. The following year he 
was an instructor in government at 
Harvard, and returned as a lecturer in 
1947. Mr. Stewart was also a member of 
Phi Beta Kappa r .d Pi Sigma Alpha. 

Mr. Stewart i survived by his wife, 
Charlotte (Fuller) Stewart of East 
Orleans; two sons, Robert Fuller Stewart 
of Lakewood, Colo, and Jay Randolph 
Stewart of Sacramento, Calif.; three 
sisters, Stella Stewart, Bertha Lucas and 
Sylvia Stewart Allen, all of Denton, Ky.; 
a brother, W. Clyde Stewart of Ashland, 
Ky.; a daughter-in-law, Susanne W. 
Stewart of Lakewood, Colo.; and a, 
granddaughter, Catharine Elizabeth 
Stewart, also of Lakewood. .

Lulu Hamilton Erskine White 


Lulu Snyder Hamilton, a resident of 
Winchester since 1967, died June 13. She 
was 89. 

Mrs. Hamilton was the wife of 
Clarence H. Hamilton, professor 
emeritus of the Oberlin Graduate School 
of Theology. She grew up in Muncie, 
Indiana, later graduating from Tran¬ 
sylvania University in Kentucky. 

In 1913 she went to Nanking, China as 
a missionary, serving there under the 
United Christian Missionary Society until 
1927. She won early recognition for her 
organizing genius and her ability to learn 
the Chinese language rapidly. In 
Nanking she met and married Professor 
Hamilton, then teaching in the Univer¬ 
sity of Nanking. There, also, were bom 
their four children: Ruth, Miriam, Harry 
and Robert. * 

Interested in the values of home and 
family life, Mrs. Hamilton became an 
inspiring and respected teacher. Chinese 
mothers and little children loved her. In 
1927 revolutions in China caused the 
return of the Hamilton family to the US. 
In American communities she was often 
called upon to tell of her expereinces in 
China. She counseled young mothers and 
groups of young working women. 

Many of her insights on family life and 
Christian living are embodied in her 
three books, "Doorway to a Happy 
Home’’ (1950); “Our Children and God” 
(1953) and “Your Rewarding Years” 
(1955). 

During her retirement years in 
Winchester, she became known af¬ 
fectionately as the “Grandmother of 
Rangeley." To all who have known her 
she will long be remembered for the 
wisdom of her counsels, the un¬ 
derstanding sympathy of her friendships, 
and the inspiring quality of her religious 
faith. 

Mrs. Hamilton is survived by her 
husband and three of her children, Ruth 
Potts of Fort Lauderdale, Fla.; Miriam 
Berliner of Fort Worth, Texas; Robert 
Lee Hamilton of Winchester; 10 grand¬ 
children and four great-grandchildren.

Up And Down Lynch Crusaders 
Finish Season With 7-5 Record

With a 7-5 record and the pride of 
being the last junior high squad to carry 
the title "Crusader," the Lynch boys’ 
baseball team concluded their season 
June 511). 

Although their five losses were due to 
untimely erratic fielding and a lack of 
powerhouse hitting, Coach Bill Penzin 
feels that "they came through with a 
pretty solid season,” since many of the 
opposing teams’ victories were by a 
fairly small margin. 

The season began with a 5-0 victory 
over Belmont, which was highlighted by 
an "awesome” two-hitter by eighth 
grader Steve MacDonald, who added 
insult to injury by striking out nine 
batters and picking a man off first.

The 12-7 loss was the final result of a 
Melrose hitting barrage which produced 
five runs. Pitcher “Terry O’Brien just 
didn’t get enough fielding support," 
Penzin said. "He could only do so much.” 

The fact that the Crusaders let 7-6 in 
the last inning with two outs? Ah, well, ah 
. . no comment by Penzin. 

This may have proven detrimental to 
the team spirit, since the next game was 
also a loss, this time to cross-town rival 
McCall, who squeezed by 2-1. Once again, 
Steve MacDonald had a well-pitched 
game, hut there were just no strong 
Lynch hits. 

But, MacDonald picked up another 
win, against Burlington, with the strong 
hitting assistance of big brother Robby, 
Vinny Pisucritu, and Paul O’Brien. In the 
last inning, the Crusaders were down, 6- 

5, but pulled a come-from-behind victory 
by cranking out two runs to step ahead, 7- 

6 . 

The same technique of "saving it for 
the last inning" appeared in the defeat of 
Clarke of Lexington, 5-4. With the score 4- 
1 at one point, the team put it together 


with the hitting of John Shirley, Chris 
Rogers, and Robby MacDonuld, which 
was, as Penzin described it, "in¬ 
strumental in the comeback.” 

Steve MacDonald’s pitching talent 
must have rubbed off on brother Robby, 
who gained a 3-1 victory over Kennedy of 
Woburn. Penzin was especially pleased 
with this game, since "the Woburn 
batters just couldn't touch him. He had a 
good fastball. Robby said he never had to 
throw hard. And a good defensive play on 
a fly ball by Terry Skahan preserved the 
win." 

If over confidence reigned the past 
few games, it was enough to ruin what 
should liuve been a win for Lynch. Penzin 
was slightly disgusted by this 5-3 loss, as 
“they lost to that inferior Joyce 
(Woburn) team. They were overanxious, 
and swung too hard at a pitcher who 
threw too slow. I think they took the 
game a little too lightly, because they 
had just beaten the tough Woburn team." 

A 4-0 shutout against Burlington was 
carried through by Steve MacDonald’s 
four-hitter, and strong hitting by cousin, 
Paul, proves "It’s all in the family." His 
performance was accentuated by the 
support of his teammates. 

But, the Crusaders wavered again, 
dropping two in a row — Watertown, then 
Diamond of Lexington.

Winchester’s first Outdoor Music

The event began at noon, but, for the 
producers this meant a set up time of 5 
a.m. A good five or six hours were needed 
to set up the seven-foot stage in the field, 
hoist up equipment and lock-up games in 
preparation for noontime. 

At noon almost 300 people reclined on 
the field ns the first rock band ‘'Bastel” 
performed from atop the scafolding 
stage. A professional band from Woburn, 
Bastel has played in many clubs in the 
past few years including the Main Act 
and the Katskeller.

services should have to subsidize the 
other ones," Markelio said. 

He also denied that the commission 
purposefully delayed announcing the 
proposals until the hospitals were bogged 
down working on budgets. 

“We would like to work on getting 
them in earlier and earlier but we are 
kind of proud that we were able to 
propose these regulations several 
months earlier than last year. Our goal 
next year is to have them in even earlier 
than this year," he said. 

He added that the commission did 
announce the changes so late last year 
that the hospitals had already turned in 
their budgets. 

The last of a series of public hearings 
will be held at 1 p.m. today at 1 Ash¬ 
burton Place in Boston. The commission 
will listen to comments and will accept 
written comments that will be discussed 
before deciding on implementing the 
changes. 

Dembowski said the association will 
consider filing legal action if the changes 
are approved. Also, State Hep. Sherman 
"Whip” Saltmarsh ruled out possible 
action in the legislature on a less severe 
bill proposed by the hospital association . 
It is stuck in the Ways and Means 
Committee now and Saltmarsh said it 
has very little chance of getting heard 
before the summer recess. 

Gov. King’s office has refused com¬ 
ment on the issue until the hearings are 
over, a spokesman said last week.

both sides. If it's necessary to recom¬ 
mend some zoning changes, then I'm for 
it. 

Star: There’s been a lot said lately 
about youth related problems in town. 
What would you suggest for dealing with 
this issue? 

liewls: There's been a lot said and a 
lot implied. What we have to recognize is 
that “problem" youth won’t be reached 
by proposals we're providing. We have to 
provide youth programs that will attract 
youth so that they don't become 
problems. It takes both youth and adults, 
and we haven't had the cooperation of 
both. 

Smith: To get the parents and youth to 
talk to each other. The biggest problem is 
the gap between parents and youth. Give 
and take on both sides is necessary. 

Williams: There are several groups 
working on a youth council, a yputh 
center - I see the role of the Board of 
Selectmen as not necessarily exercising 
leadership but as acting as a resource, 
providing input, and discussing what, if 
any, involvement town government 
should have and recommending at a later 
date, action for Town Meeting. 

Star: How would you suggest dealing 
with the shortage of housing for the 
elderly in town? 

Mewls: One, we have to encourage 
development that's reasonable and 
realistic, such as proposed and accepted 
for the Noonan School. One of the other 
areas zoning doesn't allow is to allow 
accessory apartments in residences. 
People can’t alfvto maintain large old 
homes, and at the same time there is a 
shortage of rentals. We have to revise the 
zoning laws to allow accessory apart¬ 


ments which will increase rental units 
and will allow property owners to receive 
an income to maintain their homes. 

Smith: If the plan by Ullian had gone 
through it would have helped quite a bit. 
Projects like that should be encouraged 
when possible. 

Williams: We are going to get 18 more 
apartments at the Noonan School. There 
is a continuing need for elderly housing in 
town, either for low income or those 
living in large homes where children 
have grown up and left. I would en¬ 
courage and support anything which I 
felt was a viable means of providing 
supplying these facilities. 

Star: If elected, will you run seek re- 
election in March? 

Hewls: Yes. My interest is in serving 
the town. It would take more than nine 
months to accomplish what I want to do. 

Smith: If I am elected, I will run for 
re-election in March. 

Williams: Yes. I’ve made to two 
promises, one to the town and one to my 
wife. If' win, 1 promise to run in March, 
that’s to the town. If 1 lose next week, I 
promise to drop the whole subject 
completely, that's to my wife.

Town Meeting Monday night ap¬ 
proved Article 4, which includes 
recommended changes in the com¬ 
pensation plan and personnel guide as 
well as a $700,000 appropriation to im¬ 
plement the changes. 

The article, which was in four parts, 
received on approved amendment 
submitted by Town Meeting member 
Vincent Carroll that merit salary in¬ 
creases for managerial and supervisory 
employees not be granted until one year 
after the starting employment date. 

The amendment received favorable 
approval from the Finance Committee, 
while getting an unfavorable reaction 
from the Board of Selectmen. 

FinCom Chairman Robert Frank said 
that by a 6-3 vote the Finance Committee 
favored the amendment. On a 3-2 vote, 
said Board of Selectmen Chairman Wade 
Welch, the Selectmen opposed the 
amendment. Welch said the Selectmen 
felt the amendment unfair and that in¬ 
creases should not be inflexible. 

Precinct 3 Town Meeting member 
Phyllis Williams said that if the amend¬ 
ment was accepted, it would effectively 
tell employees in the managerial 
program there would be no salary 
provision other than a fiscal year in¬ 
crease. 

Town Meeting member John 
Williams, also from Precinct 3, said the 
amendment seems “inherently unfair” 
because of the difference between Dec. 31 
and Jan. 1 in any given year. 

Although Town Manager Thomas 
Groux said he felt this was a personalized 


motion, since it would apply to only one 
employee hired Feb. 4, and although 
Carroll said it was not personalized and 
that the amendment could be adopted 
one year hence, no time period was 
given. 

The approved article consisted of 
position title and classification changes 
in the town compensation plan; proposed 
wage increases for salary schedules 
schedules; recommended policy guide 
changes; and an a $700,000 appropriation 
to cover these costs. 

The proposed wage increases 
represented a 7.5 percent adjustment in 
the clerical annual salary schedule, 
professional-technical schedule; 
managerial-superviory schedule, 
firefighters and firefighters schedule. 

To date there’is no recommendation 
for the Winchester Police Associaton 
Association salary increase, nor for the 
food service workers hourly schedule 
increase. The school custodians were to 
received an hourly schedule increase of 
15 cents. School secretaries received a 5.5 
percent increase. 

The $700,000 implementation costs are 
broken down to $267,177 to cover the 
firefighters, clerical and non-union 
employees; and $432,823 ^"undistributed 
monies for contracts not yet settled. 
Under the fire prevention and control 
program, of the total $149,553 , $145,000 to 
be transfered from revenue sharing. 

The approved undistributed monies 
may not be appropriated without ap¬ 
proval by the Board of Selectmen.

Scott Joplin Music 

Pianist-commentator 
Vivian Borek will give a 
free program at The 
Museum of Our National 
Heritage on June 22 at 3 
p.m. Her program will be 
"Classical Music and Scott 
Joplin’s Ragtime,” an 
explanation of some of the 
classical influences on 
Joplin’s music. 

On the next two Mon¬ 
days at 7:30 p.m. in the 
hospital auditorium, 
Symmes Hospital’s 
Community Health 
Education Program will 
continue its focus on ac¬ 
cident prevention. 

On June 16, William 
Hartigan, director of the 
Mt. Auburn Hospital 
Center for Alcohol 
Problems; Patricia 
Kraemer, director of the 
Arlington Youth Con¬ 
sultation Center; and a 
member of the Symmes 
Hospital Emergency Room 
staff will address the 
problem of substance 
abuse and dependency. 

The program has been 
planned for the person who 
takes medication ac¬ 
cording to a physician’s 
prescription but may 
wonder what effect aspirin 
or cocktails will have, as 
well as the person who 
realizes how easy it would 
be to develop a dependency 
on drugs. 

Alcohol-drug reactions 
now account for 47,000 
emergency room ad¬ 
missions and 2500 deaths a 
year in the United States, 
and the problem is 
growing. According to the 
U.S. Surgeon General, Dr. 
Julius B. Richmond, 
"During the past several 
years, there has been a 
major increase in this 
country in the medical and 
non-medical use of drugs. 
A parallel increase in the 
use of alcohol by both men 
and women increases the 
probability that alcohol 
will interact with another 
drug, causing potentially 
fatal consequences. 

On June 23, Deputy 
Chief John McDonough of 
the Lexington Fire 
Department will show a 15- 
minute film on burn 
prevention. Fire 
Prevention Officer Lt. 
Philip F. Canniff of the 
Arlington Fire Division will 
show slides on wood- 
burning stoves and talk on 
the necessity for fire and 
smoke detectors. They will 
be joined by a member of 
the Symmes Hospital 
Emergency Room staff 
who will present an inside 
view of the kinds of ac¬ 
cidents for which people 
seek emergency treat¬ 
ment, accidents which 
might have been 
prevented. Ed Reynolds of 
Honeywell’s Residential 
Controls center will show 
slides on the need for early 
warning fire detection 
systems and review the 
various types of fire and 
smoke detectors. 

Deputy McDonough, a 
24-year member of the 
Lexington Fire Depart¬ 
ment and deputy chief 
since 1875, is department 
training officer and a 
teacher at the Mass. 
Institute of Fire Instruc¬ 
tors. He is implementing 
the stale code recently 
adopted by the Lexington 
Town Meeting for in¬ 
stalling smoke detectors in 
all multi-dwelling units 
there. 

Lt. Canniff, a former 
member ol the Arlington 
Police Department and 
member ol the fire 
deparment since 1968, was 
promoted to lieutenant in 
1979. He is also the town's 
Civil Defense director.

Contractor 
Doesn’t Honor 
Bid Proposal 

Four new bids have been submitted 
for the general contracting of 
renovations to Winchester High School 
since TLT Construction Corp. of Win- 
. throp, didn’t sign the contract last week. 

TLT Construction Corp. told the 
Board of Selectmen a few weeks ago that 
“a substantial clerical error” accounted 
for their erroneous original bid of 
$979,000. Town Meeting appropriated 
$1,175,000 for renovation to the high 
school, and later defeated a motion to 
reconsider that appropriation based on 
TLT’s alleged error. The reconsideration 
was defeated at the recommendation of 
the Board of Selectmen. 

The four companies which have 
submitted the following bids for the 
general contracting work are: Brisk 
Waterproofing Co. of Needham, $949,000; 
Wexler Construction Co. of Newton, 
$1,032,500; Jefferson Construction Corp. 
of Cambridge, $1,259,000; and Connor 
Construction Inc. of Tewksbury, 
$1,294,000. 

According to Town Manager Thomas 
Groux, the bid will be awarded to the 
lowest responsible bidder. He said that 
Brisk Waterproofing Co. did the original 
waterproofing in the high school and is 
now involved in the pending lawsuit. 

Groux also said that among the sub 
bids for roofing and flashing, the low 
bidder was Bick Com Corporation Corp., 
which bid $447,000. However, Groux said, 
this bid was contingent on the awarding 
of the general contract to TLT Corp. The 
sub bid for roofing and flooding, Groux 
said, will therefore have to be re-bid. 

Groux noted that the $1,175,000 ap¬ 
propriated by Town Meeting may not be 
enough to cover the renovation costs. It 
will depend on the roofing and flashing 
sub bids, which are calculated into the 
total costs. A Special Town Meeting may 
be necessary to seek additional funding.

The voting machines are mechanically 
operated and can function regardless of 
electricity. Town Hall, which serves as 
the Precinct 3 polling place, was the only 
area in which there was no lighting.

In its final act this week, Town 
Meeting voted to override the four 
percent levy cap mandated by the state. 

The Town of Winchester, which is 
$439,877 over the levy cap, is well under 
the separate four percent appropriations 
cap by $213,181. 

Although the tax caps have no affect 
on the tax rate, 

there will be a 5.6 percent increase in 
the tax rate in fiscal 1981 - an increase of 
$4.46 to a projected rate of $79.26. 

Despite the initital recommendations 
Monday by the Board of Selectmen and 
Finance Committee tha: Town Meeting 
override the cap by the necessary two- 
thirds vote, Town Meeting members 
defeated the motion to override. After the 
inital vote to override failed, three 
motions to cut funding from the mini-bus, 
garbage collection and Board of Health 
personal expense programs were 
defeated. 

Town Meeting then decided to 
reconsider its earlier motion to override 
the levy cap and succeeded in mustering 
the necessary two-thirds majority. 

On the inital vote to override the cap 
Monday, 79 votes were require. However, 
the override failed by a 78-40 vote. On the 
second vote to override the cap, the vote 
was 100-16. 

By a vote of 4-1 the Board of Select¬ 
men recommended that Town Meeting 
override the cap. "As a board we have 
voted on a number of programs," Board 
of Selectmen Chairman Wade Welch 
said. “To now start to hack and cut these 
programs would be a grave mistake. Let 
us not now hack and cut., et us vote 
togther for programs that the will of the 
majority wants...we have acted in the 
best spirit of tax cap legislation." 

Finance Committee Chairman Robert 
Frank similarly recommended override 
of the cap. "We simply do not think you 
should go back and cut when we knew we 
were over to begin with." 

As of last week the town was over the 
levy cap by $68,774. However, because of 
a recent state interpretation of ap¬ 
plication of the legislation exempting 
energy costs, the town, as of Monday, 
was over the levy cap by $439,877. 
Covoller Alphonse Faggiano expected 
that a larger amount of energy costs 
could he applied against the cap than was 
allowable. Also, additional energy funds 


appropriated in the November, 1979 
Town Meeting had to be accounted for. 

After the vote to override the cap 
failed, the Board of Selectmen recom¬ 
mended that $60,000 from the mini-bus 
prdgram and $33,000 from the garbage 
collection - two already approved 
programs - be cut in order to further 
reduce the the levy cap gap. 

Frank amended these two motions in 
order that the total costs of the mini-bus 
and garbage collection programs be cut. 
Frank said that to reduce an amount less 
than the total cost of the service would be 
only a “cosmetic" cut. 

After these two amended motions 
were defeated by Town Meeting, Town 
Meeting member Noreen Arcari moved a 
subsequently defeated motion that 
$13,500 be cut from the personal services 
of the Board of Health budget. This, in 
effect, would have reduced the now 
vacant Health Inspector Agent position. 

Had Town Meeting not voted to 
override the cap, levy cap, each budget 
would have been opened for scrutiny. 


Frank last week told Town Meeting 
members that the then tax rate increase 
of $2.81 failed to take into account two 
actions, and was therefore, actually, an 
increase of $5.50 over the current rate. 

When the budget was prepared in 
February school department revolving 
funds, in the order of a $300,000 ap¬ 
propriation, was not taken into account. 
Also, the February estimate took the 
proposed water rate increase as a 
“double credit” of $230,000. 

Surplus monies available in the 
amount of $429,000 were then applied 
against the $5.50 rate, which brought it 
down to Its present $4.46 increase. It was 
pointed out that the tax caps and the 
motion to override the cap in no way 
affects the tax rate increase. 

A motion by Selectman Michael 
Saraco to apply stabilization funds to 
cover the $282,000 for cleaning and lining 
water mains, which would have reduced 
further reduced the tax rate, was 
defeated. Stabilization funds are ef¬ 
fectively savings account monies which 
can be UBed to cover capital ex¬ 
penditures. 


Fitzgerald Resigns Monday 
As Board Of Health Director 


Board of Health Director Sandra 
Fitzgerald submitted her resignation to 
the Board on Monday, approximately 
three weeks after her appointment. 

Fitzgerald, 24, is resigning her 
position effective Aug. 2 because of her 
recent acceptance to Tufts University 
Medical School, which she starts Aug. 27. 

She said Tuesday she had not ac¬ 
cepted at Tufts, and “didn’t apply for the 
director’s job with any malicious intent. I 
sincerely wanted to stay in Winchester. 
But, this is a once in a lifetime deal and I 
can't refuse it.” 

“It will be very difficult to leave this 
job. It's been exciting and rewarding and 
I’ve liked all the people I've worked with. 
I'm very grateful for all the town em¬ 
ployees because they were always 
willing to cooperate with me." 


Fitzgerald said she would be available 
through the first of August to effect some 
kind of transition. She said she informed 
the Board of her mdical school ac¬ 
ceptance as early as possible "so we 
could carry on the services of the Board 
of Health.” She also said she made the 
Board aware that she would be willing to 
help in any way she could. 

Fitzgerald, the former Health 
Insepctor Agent in the Board of Health, 
replaced Director Michael Saraco, who 
resigned after his election to the Board of 
Selectmen. 

There are now two positions 

available in the Board of Health: Health 
Inspecotr Agent and Director. Board of 
Health Chairman Lawrence Quigley is 
away on vacation and could not be 
reached for comment. 


Saltmarsh Speaks On Proposed 
Cuts, Changes At MBTA 


State Rep. Sherman W. "Whip” 
Saltmarsh, Winchester's representaitve 
to the MBTA Advisory Board, said 
recently that he will continue to fight any 
attempts to cut back on the Boston & 
Maine commuter rail service in the wake 
of the resignation of former MBTA 
Chairman Robert Foster. 

Transportaton Secretary Barry M. 
Locke has taken over the leaderhsip 
reigns of the financially'strapped transit 
system and has not made a final decison 
decision on the cuts proposed by Foster. 

"I’ll be fighting that to the wall,” 
Saltmarsh said of the proposed cuts in 
rail service. "It’s fruitless to spend that 
money ($13 million to extend the service 
from Boston to Lowell) and then turn 
around and reduce services.” 

Saltmarsh said that of the ap¬ 
proximately 250-300 persons attending a 
hearing Monday night in Reading, all 
were vehemently opposed to the 
proposed cuts. Currently there are 34 
trains a day from Boston to Winchester 
and Winchester to Boston. If the 
proposed reduction was passed, the 
service would be reduced to nine trains 
each way daily. Saltmarsh pointed out 
that a 50 percent reduction systemwide is 
proposed. 

The magnitude oi these cuts, he said, 
is totally uncalled for for several 
reasons. Some of the reasons he outlined 
included encouraging people to use 
public transportation as a means to 
conserve energy, increasing fuel costs, 
and increasing ridership statistics. 

Saltmarsh also noted that the $13 
million in MBTA renovations was 80 


percent financed by the federal govern¬ 
ment. He said that if the service cuts 
were approved this could may present 
serious legal problems. 

No cuts are expected to be authorized 
until the T’s Advisory Board acts on a $49 
million supplementary budget request. 
Should that amount be approved it would 
push the system's budget over the $350 
million mark for next year. 

Saltmarsh said Foster’s demise was 
not particularly surprising to him. “As 
time went on it became inevitable that he 
was not going to be able to survive 
because of a multitud of problems. He 
couldn't get along with his own board 
(the Board of Directors) it appeared, and 
of course, he had a lot of problems with 
the Advisory Board,” Saltmarsh said. 

Saltmarsh blamed Foster's inex¬ 
perience in dealing with government 
agenices us a major factor in his leaving 
office. 

"Coming from private industry he 
had to make huge adjustments. I don’t 
think he ever adjusted and he found it 
extremely frustrating,” Saltmarsh said. 
“He really had no knowledge of the 
political process so he had to play catch 
up all the time. The process is so dif¬ 
ferent it made it hard for him to ac¬ 
complish anything." 

As for Foster’s permanent successor, 
Saltmarsh said he didn't know what to 
expect. He does not anticipate Locke will 
remain in that capacity for a long period 
of time. But, how long would depend on 
the search method used, whether the 
directors had someone in mind or if a 
nationwide search would be started. 
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Part III: Silence And Sadness Signal End Of 3 Elementary Schools 


(Editor'll note: This is the last In a 
three-part series which examined the 
closing of the Noonan, Washington and 
Parkhurst schools under the school 
consolidation plan). 


It was not your typical ending to a 
school year for students and teachers at 
the Parkhurst, Washington and Noonan 
Schools last week. And that's because it 
was not the end of a mere school year but 
the end of the three schools. 

Discussion the past few weeks has 
centered on what was to be the future of 
the three schools. The Noonan is set to 
become condominiums. What the 
Parkhurst and Washington plans are is 
anybody’s guess. 

But for the teachers, students and 
parents of the three schools it was 
strictly a time for looking back . The fall 
would bring new students for the 
teachers and new teachers for the 
students. But that is then and this is now. 
And the realization that it was all over 
seemed to leave everyone a little sad and 
a lot drained. 

“Yesterday (the last day of school) 
was a very emotional . day,” explained 
Parkhurst tea Sheridan cher Kathy . It 
was strange not seeing all the kids run 
out screaming that school was finally 
out. It was just so very different. The 
sixth grade handled class was fairly 
sober, they it pretty well. But some of the 
younger ones left us with beautiful letters 
about how they haxD IT. They were ups»t 
that they were going to have to leave 
some of their friends.” 

It was that way at the other two 
schools as well. The usual riotous scenes 
that accompany the end of the school 
year were simply not there. 


Noonan School 


The Noonan School is the oldest 
building of the three, being built in 1924 
for $100,000, and it looks it. Physically, it 
was in the worst shape and much of that 
was by design since the School Com¬ 
mittee had been considering closing it for 
more than a few years. So it was un¬ 
common for it to receive any attention 
when repair money was doled out. 

Mrs. Leonard Landry of Sylvester 
avenue had mixed emotions. “ A lot of 
parents are kind of sad to see it closing,” 
she said, “and I am too. But there’s 
always been a feeling here that Noonan 
got the short end of the stick on a lot of 


things. It was almost like they thought we 
don’t have to do anything to Noonan 
because the parents there won’t know 
any better so what does it matter,” she 
explained. She has had three children go 
through the Noonan School. 

All Noonan students will be going to 
the revamped Lynch "Elementary” 
School next year, a situation Mrs. Landry 
is looking forward to. 

"Noonan was not in the best shape,” 
she said cynically. “People in this neigh¬ 
borhood have always been neglected. 
The other schools have better facilities so 
I hope things will be a lot better now that 
they’re going to Lynch,” she concluded. 

Indeed, the school was not in the best 
of conditions. Where there was paint on 
the outside it was peeling. The inside had 
taken on a renovated look, even if it was 
superficial, when Principal George 
Flynn had the rooms and halls painted. 
The auditorium was of course, much 
more. It also served as lunch room, 
gymnasium, music room and virtually 
anything else that required space. 
Sometimes that,too, was not enough as 
evidenced by the occasional use of the 
boiler room for classrooms. 

Georgia Gast is another Noonan 
parent and while she agrees that 
physically it left much to be desired it 
was still a sad day. 

"Let’s face it, it was a poorly built 
school. But when my daughter (fifth 
grade) came home she cried because she 
loved that school. It’s the end of an era 
and I guess we all felt rather sad about 
that,” she said. 

Second grade teacher Martha Sand¬ 
berg, who spent the last seven years at 
Noonan, explained her feelings as she 
packed away the last of her classroom 
belongings into the back of her car. “It 
had such a nice size. There was always 
that feeling of family that I hate to see go. 
I hope this isn’t the beginning of the end 
of the neighborhood schools. It’s been 
such a change just from 10 years ago,” 
she said. 

The Noonan School was named after 
William J. Noonan, who died in the Battle 
of Argonne during World War I. The 
school replaced the one-story Rumford 
School that was located on Salem and 
Rumford streets. 

Lenore Rich,a principal at both 
Noonan and Washington, remembered 
her years at Noonan during a Community 
School Association meeting held at the 
Washington School last November. A 


tape of the program reminiscing on all 
three schools, is available at the Archive 
Center. 

Rich laughingly recalled a Memorial 
Day program during her tenure at 
Noonan. The custom had always been to 
have a veteran give a brief talk to the 
students. One year the designated 
veteran took the instructions to heart and 
eloquently announced, “Thank you for 
inviting me to your program. It’s a 
pleasure to be in your school.” 

That was it. So,as custom called for, a 
student then got up to thank the veteran 
for speaking to the classes. "Well, not to 
be outdone, the boy got up and said, 'We 
all thank you very much for your in¬ 
spirational speech”” Rich remembered. 


Parkhurst School 


“I realize they have to close schools 
because of declining enrollments but I 
was wondering why it had to be this 
school,” said Parkhurst first grade teac 
White her Sally as she on the floor of her 
room for the last time. "This seemed like 
such a perfect place for children. A small 
school atmosphere is so healthy. I 
wonder if the parents would have been so 
involved in a school that was less per¬ 
sonal.” 

If there were two things that were 
mentioned without fail when talking to 
Parkhurst teachers or parents, it was (1) 
it had the greatest parents any teachers 
could ask for and (2) it had the ggest 
principal any parent or teacher could 
ever want. 

“I never enjoyed such a totally 
positive teacher— parent relationship. 
Not that other parents were bad but these 
parents were extraordinary. They were 
really unique,” Sheridan said. "The 
hardest thing for me is to have to leave a 
community that was so nice.” 

The Parkhurst is the newest of the 
three schools, just 32 years old. The 
school was built there primarily because 
the town had bought the land in 1937 from 
the Andrews family. The school was 
named after Lewis Parkhurst, a former 
principal at Winchester High School and 
organizer of the Winchester Co- 
Operative Bank. 

Mary Brink has been spokesman for 
the Parkhurst neighborhood group that is 
involved in disposing of the school which 
shouldn’t come as a surprise since she 
was a former substitute teacher at 
Parkhurst as well as president of the 


Parents Association. She was one of 
those “Involved” parents. 

"The Parkhurst structure may 
disappear, after all it’s only a building. 
But long remembered will be the spirit 
and neighborhood friendship, dedication 
of the teaching staff and the education of 
life that was provided for our children," 
Brink said at last November's meeting. 

Dr. Martha Grenzeback was the first 
principal of the Parkhurst School and one 
of the funnier stories she remembered 
she passed onto those who attended the 
CSA meeting. 

A number of years ago a group from 
the Perkins School for the Blind came to 
Parkhurst for a spelling contest. “I was 
tempted to ask our kids to lose on purpose 
but I knew I just couldn’t that,” she 
admitted. Well, as it turned out the 
Parkhurst students did very well but 
even she recalls that she underestimated 
the memorization skills of the blind 
students and “to my great delight they 
beat the pants off us,” she laughed. 

But as mentioned earlier, Principal 
Andrew Allan was cited by virtually 
everybody asked about the Parkhurst 
School as being a driving force behind the 
school’s exceptional parent involvement. 

"He’s a fine, fine human being,” 
Sheridan said simply. : “Y and ou have 
to start with that then look for other 
professional qualities.” 

Mrs. Robert Mullin, Arlington street, 
agreed. “There was never a problem that 
couldn’t be solved. There was just a very 
good atmosphere and an awful lot of that 
had to do with the principal. He’s just 
great with kids,” she said, adding that 
she had two “Parkhurst” daughters. 

Susan Setnick said she and her family 
chose their home on Emerson road 
primarily because of the Parkhurst 
School. She said there was no mistake 
that the last day was really the end. "It 
was very quiet and usually there’s a flood 
of sounds. The last day of school they’re 
usually in ecstasy and they come rolling 
down the hill, yelling. But this time there 
was dead silence, no cheering and they 
were just walking away, as 

if they wanted to prolong the agony.” 


year as Washington's principal during 
the school’s final year. But prior to that 
she had been principal at the Noonan for 
12 years and also had a stretch as teacher 
and principal at Parkhurst. 

"Even though this is the one I've had 
the least time with it’s a sad day for me,” 
she explained as she walked the empty 
halls after the bell had rung for the last 
time. “This is such a beautiful building. 
It really hasn’t sunk in yet that this 
school is closing for good. You leave a 
part of yourself at each school I guess." 

The Highland avenue facility was 
constructed in 1926 to replace the first 
Washington School, a four-room 
schoolhouse on Cross street and the two- 
room Highland School at the corner of 
Highland avenue and Eaton stret facility 


et. The Cross stree had been built in 1850 
for a whopping $1,000. 

Caffrey said her experience at four 
(also taught at the Mystic) Winchester 
schools was an enlightening one. 


“There’s really a big difference in the 
population in the town of Winchester,” 
she said. “I think each school’s clientele 
differs so it was really very helpful for 
me to be in four schools," she said. 


Lenore Rich insisted that her years at 
both schools contained no regrets. 

“They provided me a home for many 
years I hope it will live on through the 
years for many of us. If I had to live my 
career all over again I’d do exactly the 
same thing," she said.

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Selectmen Approve Fare 
Increase For Mini-Bus 


Mini-bus fares for adult users will 
double starting July 1 during the hours of 
2:30 - 6 p.m., according to a vote of the 
Board of Selectmen last week. Fares for 
elderly citizens and children under five 
years will face a fare increase from 10 to 
25 cents when the new rates go into ef¬ 
fect. > 

Town Manager Thomas Groux said 
increases in operating costs made the 
hike necessary. Fares for adults will 
jump from 25 to 50 cents. 

“Most towns with this service have 
increased their fares or will when they 
sign a new contract. The assumptions 
made in November of 1978 on 10 and 25 
cents are much more unrealistic now 
than they were then," Groux told the 
Selectmen. 

Some of the Board members asked if 
there weren't other ways to increase 
revenue besides raising the fares. In fact, 
the Board requested a report due in the 
fall on possible wasy ways of increasing 
ridership of the service which was ap¬ 
proved by Town Meeting two years ago. 

"Why not try to encourage more use 
of the bus," Selectman Michael Saraco 
said. “Why always boost the fares. I see 
the bus empty an awful lot more than last 
year. I have to wonder, has the novelty 
worn off? Why not try to increase the 
ridership instead of hurting the elderly 
and kids who use it extensively." 

Outgoing Selectman Barbara Hankins 
and Chairman Wade Welch suggested a 


little public relations to help increase 
ridership. Welch further suggested that 
the revenue gained through the fair in¬ 
crease could be used to publicize the 
program. “We have to sell this thing," he 
said. 

Selectman Edward O’Connell com¬ 
plained that the fare increase 
discriminated against those people who 
use it primarily during those afternoon 
hours, namely the elderly and students. 

“It doesn't strike me as the fairest 
way to make a community service 
available. 1 think it's discriminating to do 
it (raise fares) for those who use it during 
the peak time and not those who use it a 
10 o’clock," O’Connell said. 

Another way of increasing ridership, 
O'Connell added, was to extend the 
routes presently used,. By ignoring areas 
of town, the service is "losing potential 
customers." 

Groux said a study has been done of 
the routes by the Mini-bus Committee 
which concluded "they (routes) have 
proven to be pretty popular.” He added 
that the increase is expected to give the 
town and additonal $15,000. 

Cost of the service when it began in 
1978 was $105,000, Groux said. The dif¬ 
ference after $22,000 in revenues 
collected was shared by the MBTA and 
the town. 

Without the fare increase Groux said 
costs to the town this year would be 
$137,000.

Resource Recovery Chairman 
Gives Town Meeting Report 


Resource Recovery Committee 
Chairman W. Thompson Lawrence last 
week presented to Town Meeting 
members a committee report which had 
previously been submitted to the Board 
of Selectmen and circulated to Twon 
Meeting members. 

The Selectmen appointed committee 
had been formed as a result of indefinite 
postponement last November of an ar¬ 
ticle to allow the Selectmen to join a 
North Andover based resource recovery 
facility. 

Instead, the five-member committee 
was established to study the project and 
Winchester's partcipation in it. 

The committee studied the present 
status of the town's solid waste disposal 
program through the Transfer Station 


facility, as well as looking at available 
alternatives and making recom¬ 
mendations. 

The committee, in their report, 
outlines six recommendations to the 
Selectmen: extension of the current 
hauling contract via the Transfer Station 
through October, 1982; aggressive 
promotion of the town's recycling 
program; the town should not consider 
building its own incinerator system; the 
delay of making a decision of joining the 
North Andover facility; monitoring of the 
progress made through alternative 
resource recovery sites; and that a 
Special Town Meeting be convened if a 
decision is made on whether the town 
should join the proposed North Andover 
(NESWC) facility. 


Warrington's Qualifications Questioned 

The Selectmen will wait for the 
opinion of Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
before taking any action on charges that 
Water and Sewer Department 
Operations Manager Warrington is not 
qualified to hold his position. 

Francis Sopper of Pipeline Testing, 
Inc., asked Selectman Michael Saraco to 
address the fact that Warrington lacked 
a Class 3 license to perform water 
treatment operations. He added that 
three members of the department do 
have the certification necessary to do the 
work. 

However, Town Manager Thomas 
Groux said his intepretation of the state 
statutes dealing with the issue indicated 
that administrators did not have to hold 
the Class 3 license enabling them to do 
the actual work. The only people needing 
such a license arc those that do the actual 
labor or are active in the field super¬ 
vision of the work. 

Board Chairman Wade Welch 
recommended that the board pass the 
question onto Randall for his advice 
before making any final decision. “The 
quick answer to the problem is to truck it 
over to Doug. If the statute does apply 
then Warrington will have lo get his 
license," Welch said. 

Parkhurst Re-Use 

Officials from the Bartlett and 
Waldorf (Belmont) Schools and neigh¬ 
borhood residents from the Parkhurst 
and Wyman School area are expected to 
meet with the selectmen Monday night to 
discuss possible re-use of (he Parkhurst 
site. 

Alternative School Use Committee 
Chairman Charles Tsec ares told the 
board Tuesday if the town wanted to 
accomodate the two schools action would 
have to be taken quickly. The Bartlett 
School, presently housed in the old 
Wyman School, is seeking a long-term 
lease at the Parkhurst School site. But 
because that would leave the Wyman 
School empty the idea had gained little 
support. 

But an eleventh hour entry into the 
Parkhurst Sweepstakes is the Waldorf 
School from Belmont . That school is 
looking for a temporary facility in the 
area until it's new building is completed. 
Tseckares said the school would be in¬ 
terested in leasing the Wyman School for 
a two-year period. 

And, of course, Bartlett has made 
clear its desire to move into Parkhurst. 
With Town Meeting refusing to take 
action on a $110,000 single-family house 
lot proposal last week it opened the doors 
to such a possibility. 

Selectman Edward O’Connell had 
some reservations. "The weak link in 


this plan is Waldorf. We just don't have a 
clear understanding of the school, its 
long-term plans or its short-term plans," 
O'Connell said. 

Under the proposal the two schools 
are working on, the 

. selectmen would enter into a short¬ 
term agreement to lease the Parkhurst 
School to Bartlett who would in turn 
sublet the Wyman School to Waldorf. 
Bartlett's lease at Wyman expires in two 
years. 

Community Itesdiences 

The Selectmen agreed with a 
recommendation by the Community 
Residence Study Committee to endorse 
legislation that would enable the state to 
coordinate implementation of com¬ 
munity residences. 

House Bill 8253 would also create a 
main office in the Department of Human 
Services where licensing and placement 
of community residences would be 
authorized. The committee was formed 
last year because of a controversy over a 
Task Oriented Communities (TOC) 
house on Cross street that houses 12 
patients deinstitutionalized from state 
mental hospitals. 

Committee Chariman Steven E. 
llengen told the Selectmen to wait until 
the bill was disposed of before for¬ 
mulating any policy on community 
residences. "We recommend to wait and 
not encourage or discourage any at¬ 
tempts at community residences. 
Resistance, at best, is an unethical 
position," llengen said. 

O'Connell denied the Board ever 
"advocated resistance. What we 
clamored for was sound judgment," 
O'Connell said. 

Arts Lottery Council 

The Selectmen interviewed two 
candidates for positions on the Arts 
Lottery Council last week and urged 
other residents interested to contact the 
Town Manager’s office. 

Paulett Taggart und Kathleen 
Indigaro addressed the Board at last 
week’s meeting and were told they would 
hear soon on their apointments. 

Taggart said the town needed a “good 
strong arts council.” If appointed she 
would try to increase sponsorship or 
touring artists to enable more per¬ 
formances and exhibits in Winchester. 
She said she would also like to see an 
increase in the town’s school cultural 
programs. 

Indigaro told the Selectmen she would 
like to see a facility for the urts in town. 
"There’s no place for artists. I would like 
to have a place where people could 
perform,” she said. She added she would 
like to see the council become more 
"integrated” with men.

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Historic Commission 

Town Meeting last week approved a 
$3,000 appropriation to the Historic 
Commission for expenses during the next 
three years. 

According to Co-chairman Margie 
McCann Estraire, the commission, 
established by Town Meeting vote in 
1967, has not requested funding since 
1973. 

Finance Committee Chairman Robert 
Frank said that this was “quite a modest 
sum" to request for expenses incurred 
through the next three years. 

Swimming Pool 

A semantical change voted by Town 
Meeting last week will allow the as yet to 
be constructed town swimming pool to 
qualify for state funding. 

Harrison Chadwick, who made the 
motion that the jurisdiction of the pool be 
changed from the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment to the School Department, said 
officials from the School Building 
Assistance Bureau may be able to "make 
a substantial contribution" if the pool is 
under the authority of the school 
department. 

Chadwick noted that this “in no way 
changes the community use of the pool.” 

At a School Committee meeting some 
months ago the committee voted 
unanimously to endorse the change. 


Planning Committee 

A committee to study renovations to 
the present public safety building, as well 
as look into a possible future site, was 
established under Article 29 - the catch¬ 
all article to establish new committees 
and hear reports of present committees. 

The committee was approved at the 
suggestion of Precinct 5 Town Meeting 
member Sally Cincotta. 

Ambulance 

On a voice vote last week Town 
Meeting followed the unfavorable 
recommendations of both the Finance 
Committee and Board of Selectmen, 
which would have appropriated $5500 to 


advance amnulance personnel to the 
level of paramedic. 

Firefighter John Nash, proponent of 
the citizen petition Article 26, said the 
appropriation "will be the first and most 
important step in savings to human 
lives." Nash said that Winchester 
"deserves a high he higher level of 
service than it is currently receiving.” 

Finance Committee Chairman Robert 
Frank said that the appropriation would 
commit the town to a four-year program, 
the actual cost of which would be $20,000. 
Frank also said there would be no 
assurance thal the trained personnel 
would not seek employment elsewhere, 
and that it can’t be said immediate care 
is not available in Winchester. Sufficient 
analysis, Frank said, has not been done. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Wade 
Welch said the Board unanimously op¬ 
posed the appropriation because the 
issue should be be further studied. Actual 
costs are not yet known, Welch said, who 
also pointed out the Selectmen started a 
study of the program two months ago. 

Children’s Book 
Is Now At 
Public Library 

Recently added to the Library 
collection is local resident Diane J. 
Munini's recently published booklet 
"Developmental Arts - At Home Enrich¬ 
ment Experiences for Children. 

Activities included in the book run the 
gamut from collages to burlap weaving. 
The opportunity to understand the 
growth process will enrich a parent’s 
experience while the child enjoys a new 
form of play. 

“Play is a sifting process by which 
children select, absorb and utilize in¬ 
formation presented to them in their 
everyday lives,” Munini explains in the 
foreward. Each suggested activity is 
divided into four sections: why; what you 
need; how to begin...and...continue.

Effective June 12, the Winchester 
Police Department says it will increase 
its’ attempts to identify and remove from 
the public ways persons operating motor 
cycles and recreation vehicles illegally 
within the Town of Winchester. 

An article will appear in local papers 
directed at parents and youths informing 
them of the law as regards these 
vehicles, the danger to themselves and 
others, and of the intent to prosecute 
violators. It appears at this point, if the 
illegitimate use of these bikes is curbed, 
it may prevent further njury to members 
of this community. 

Every officer should attempt to deal 
with violators during their duty tours. 
Most violations fall in one of two classes. 

1. Public ways: If a vehicle is 
unregistered and or uninsured, it should 
be towed from the scene by a tow truck 
either to the police garage or the owners 
home...at their expense. The operator 
may be arrested under Chapter 90, 
Section 21, if they do not have a valid 
license. Chapter 90, Section 9, reads “No 
person shall operate, push, draw or tow 
any motor vehicle....or allow the same to 
be operated, pushed, drawn or towed or 
to remain upon any way...unless 
registered.” 

2. Private way including woods and

field: the machine must be registered 
properly as a recreation vehicle and 
carry its’ assigned number affixed to the 
vehicle. Further, the operator must be 
over 16Vi> years in order to operate the 
vehicle crossing directly over a public 
way. All operators must have direct 
adult supervision if under age 14 and 
every operator must wear proper 
headgear. 

Every vehicle must be equipped with 
at least one headlamp, a red rear lamp, a 
red rear reflector, muffler brakes and a 
suitable spark arrestor among other 
requirements set forth in the regulation. 
Copies of the entire regulation are posted 
on the bulletin board. If the operator is in 
violation of the regulation, then they 
must be cited on a special citation used 
just for recreation vehicles, which is kept 
at the front desk. 

Obtain all the information and 
complete the ticket at the station and 
then deliver it to the person the same day 
or ask for another car to bring the book to 
you at the scene. 

“No person shall operate on Public 
land without permission of the Board or 
Director that control such land. No 
person shall operate on Private land 
without permission of the owner.” 

There is no such permission for any 
public land no such permission for any 
private land in the Town of Winchester. 
Moss, Mahoney, Lockeland Park, all are 
off limits for recreation vehicles.

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Town Meeting Defeats 
Parkhurst School Article

Crowd Gathers To Dedicate 
Farm As Canadian Historic Site 


Despite the neighborhood's expressed 
desire that the Parkhurst School be sold 
for single family house lots, Town 
Meeting decided last week to defeat the 
proposed article by a 54-61 vote. 

The vote came after Re-Use Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Charles Tseckares told 
Town Meeting members what the 
"desires" and “priorities” of the com¬ 
mittee were after the Committee had 
been asked to further study the plan. 

Tseckares said that the desires ex¬ 
pressed by the committee for re-use of 
the site are as follows: maintain the site 
as a school (two private schools have 
recently expressed interest in relocating 
to the site); convert the area into 15 or 21 
unit condominiums, which are against 
the expressed wishes of the neigh¬ 
borhood; or convert the area to single 
family residences. Tseckares said the 
single family option is an "excellent, 
exciting development for the neigh¬ 
borhood.” 

Tseckares said the committee’s 
priorities are as follows: the school 
option is higher than other available 
options; single family homes; and 
condominiums. 

Although the recommendation was 
subsequently defeated, Finance Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Robert Frank 
recommended indefinite postponement 
of the article because there are "alter¬ 
natives which are favorable to this 
motion.” The FinCom, Frank said, 
favors a leased educational use of the 
property to other available options. 

Mary Brink, a resident of the 
Parkhurst neighborhood, spoke against 
indefinite postponement, saying that it 
could open up additional issues. 

Marion Crandall, speaking as a Town 
Meeting member and not a member of 
the Planning Board, said that con¬ 
tinuation of the site for single family use 
is the most acceptable. However, the 
Wyman School, now the site of the 


uartlett School on Church street, should 
be maintained in case an additional 
school is needed some years hence. "The 
town should not turn down four years of 
instruction,” Crandall said. 

School Committee member Constance 
Papas said that the Parkhurst site should 
be retained. She noted that the neighbors 
have lived successfully with the school in 
the past and that the Town Meeting 
should do what’s in the best interest of 
the town. 

Papas also noted that the School 
Committee earlier voted to un¬ 
conditionally release the Noonan, 
Parkhurst and Washington Schools, 
however, suggested that either the 
Wyman or Washington schools be held 
for future re-use. 

Papas noted that any child within one 
mile of the Wyman School would be 
within one and one-half miles of another 
school. Cross town busing, therefore, 
would not be a reality. She also noted that 
with 1,000 empty seats in six schools, "It 
won't be overnight that we need a 
school." 

Tseckares said that the single family 
proposal would “fit in like a glove” with 
the neighborhood. 

The Re-Use Committee’s report last 
week was made after Town Meeting the 
previous week voted the article be 
recommitteed for further study. The 
motion for recommittal was made by 
Harrison Chadwick, who said that the 
Re-Use Committee had been "han¬ 
dicapped” by the November, 1979 Town 
Meeting directive that the Re-Use 
Committee look only into developing the 
site for single family residences. 

The Committee had subsequently 
selected the development team of Martin 
Hill, William Walsh and Thomas 
Moranian. However, recently the Bar¬ 
tlett School and the Waldorf School, a 
private elementary school in Belmont, 
each expressed interest in occupying the 
Parkhurst School.

A crowd of approximately 75 gathered 
last week to hear three Canadian officials 
praise the pioneer efforts of Philemon 
Wright during dedication ceremonies at 
his Winchester birthplace. 

Timothy A. Williams, Consul General 
of Canada, Rolf Latte of the National 
Capital Commission and Dr. Edwin 
Welsh of the Ottawa Historical Society 
erected a bronze plaque on Wright's 
Ridge street birthplace, which ef¬ 
fectively made the area a Canadian 
historic site. 

Assisted by Sarah Wright, a distant 
relative of the nineteenth century 
pioneer, Latte unveiled the laree bronze 
plaque which tells of Philemon Wright's 
me and accomplishments in both French 
and English. Wright was the first pioneer 
to settle and develop the Ottawa region of 
Canada. 

“Certain individuals,” said Latte, 
"made it their business to spend energies 
far in excess of what we would consider 
reasonable to develop the resources that 
the good Lord gave us on this continent." 

Selectman Edward O’Connell ex¬ 
tended the town's thanks to the visiting 
dignitaries both in French and English. 
“There is a bit of Winchester that lies in 
the national capital region of Canada," 
he said. "And surely there is a bit of 
Canada in the hearts and minds of the 
people on this momentous occasion.” 

Latte also presented historical 


materials on Wright to Winchester 
Public Library Director Leila-Jane 
Roberts and to Christina DiNapoli of the 
Woburn Public Library. 

The dedication ceremonies were 
largely the result of research work by 
Bertha Hamilton who, with her family, 
are the present occupants of Wright’s 
birthplace, now known ns The Farm. 

While researching the story of Wright 
and his local origins, she wrote to the 
Ottawa Historical Society and learned 
that Patrick Evans, a Canadian, was 
writing a complete genealogy of the 
Wright family. After an exchange of 
information with Evans, she contacted 
the Canadian government about Wright’s 
Winchester roots. 

According to Evans, who also spoke at 
the dedication, Wright left Winchester 
lor Ottawa in February, 18(H) with a party 
of 63, using frozen rivers ns roads. Wright 
not only initiated the lumber industry in 
the Ottawa region, but also built mills, 
tanneries, brickyards and a cement 
factory. He was also the founder of Hull, 
a city just across the river from Ottawa. 

Bertha Hamilton sees the bronze 
plaque on her front lawn as a great 
historical landmark for Winchester as 
well as for Canada. "Lexington has its 
minuteman, Arlington has its Uncle Sam 
Wilson, and now Winchester has its 
Philemon Wright."

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Defending Corporations

WASHINGTON — Few entities in public life 
have come under more punishing attack in 
recent years than the American business cor¬ 
poration. 

For many politicians, corporations — 
especially large ones — are handy whipping boys 
whenever there is some kind of problem in the 
economy. Ralph Nader, of course, has made a 
career of attacking corporations, and urging 
punitive measures against them. Academic 
liberals have often challenged their legitimacy, 
and even some conservative spokesmen have 
voiced their doubts about the proper status of 
corporations in our system. 

Apart from specific misdeeds laid at cor¬ 
porate doorsteps, most such criticisms assume 
there are problems with corporatipns because of 
two alleged special features: the separation of 
ownership and managerial control, and assorted 
privileges conferred by government — including 
status as a separate legal entity, permanent 
legal existence, and limited liability for 
shareholders. 

Because of these features, the critics contend, 
corporations are different from other private 
businesses, and should be treated accordingly. 
In view of Nader and other corporation baiters, 
these businesses are creatures of the state, and 
should be compelled to serve a “public interest” 
rather than the private ends of managers and 
owners. 

All of which is nonsense, according to Robert 
Hessen of the Hoover Institution in California. 
Five years ago, Hessen brought out an excellent 
book entitled “In Defense of the Corporation,” in 
which he straightened out many misconceptions 
about the nature of the corporation enterprise. 
Now he has produced a briefer study — first 
published by the Hastings Law Journal, 
reprinted by Green Hill Publishers — called 
“Corporate Legitimacy and Social Respon¬ 
sibility.” It is recommended reading. 

Hessen dismantled the arguments of the 
corporation baiters, one by one. He notes, first 
off, that the alleged separation of ownership and 
control in corporation organization is a red 
herring which is not a justification for any kind 
of punitive measure. If stockholders voluntarily 
choose to own shares in a corporation whose day- 
to-day decisions are in the hands of professional 
managers, why should government say them 
nay? 

The object of most such shareholders, of 


course, is to make some money on their in¬ 
vestment, not to indulge in flights of “social 
responsibility” as dictated by Ralph Nader. 
Their “control” over management is generally 
guided by this consideration. If the business 
founders, they can demand a change of 
management or, more commonly, unload their 
stock. For many faltering companies, that is a 
very effective sanction indeed. 

As Hessen shows, similar thoughts are ap¬ 
plicable to the supposed “special privileges” 
conferred on corporations by the law. Most such 
features of corporate activity, he notes, are 
created by voluntary contracts among con¬ 
senting parties — and exist for their mutual 
convenience. Far from creating or conferring 
such features, the role of the state is essentially 
that of recording the fact of their existence. 

Separate status as a legal entity, Hessen 
demonstrates, is chiefly an administrative 
convenience — for the benefit of shareholders, 
managers, creditors and anyone else having 
legal dealings with the corporation. Without such 
arrangements, large high-scale business activity 

— sometimes involving millions of shareholders 

— would be extremely difficult. With them, the 
corporation can sue in its own name, but can also 
be sued — hardly a “special privilege,” any way 
you slice it. 

Perpetual existence (which may or may not 
be an aspect of a corporation’s status) facilitates 
this notion; it is also something that can pertain 
to other legal entities, including partnerships 
and trusteeships. Again, an administrative 
convenience for the benefit of contracting 
parties, allowing them to do business among 
themselves. And, again, no legitimate pretext 
for punitive treatment by the state. 

Limited liability for shareholders clearly 
facilitates the buying and selling of stocks on a 
large scale, since by purchasing shares the 
holders do not incur responsibility for the deeds 
and debts of the truly knowledgeable and 
responsible parties. Such an arrangement, 
however, confers no privilege on the corporation 
as such, since its ability to obtain credit is 
contingent on its ability to pay. No one is com¬ 
pelled to extend credit to corporations, and no 
one will do so except on a calculation that the 
debt will be repaid. “Limited liability" has 
nothing to do with it. 

This is merely a sketch of Hessen’s lucid and 
convincing essay. Suffice it to say he has sup¬ 
plied a powerful antidote to the confusions 
spread abroad by Nader and his allies. 


Faith And Science

WASHINGTON — At a recent meeting of the 
scholarly Philadelphia Society I had the honor of 
sharing a platform with one of the most original 
and provocative thinkers of our era — Prof. 
Stanley L. Jaki of Seton Hall University. 

Father Jaki (he is a Benedictine) is a rarity in 
the intellectual world today, a theologian who is 
also a theoretical physicist. He has used the 
skills derived from these two disciplines to 
demonstrate, in a veritable library of mind¬ 
stretching books, the close connections that exist 
between the religious faith of our society and its 
attainments in the field of science. The con¬ 
clusions that he reaches amount to nothing less 
than a complete rewriting of our intellectual 
history. 

To summarize the argument that Father Jaki 
offers is far beyond my meager powers, but let 
me begin by saying that his views have nothing 
in common with the usual “reconciliations” of 
faith and science, which wind up hiding religious 
belief in some non-rational closet while aban¬ 
doning the world of rational thought to the un¬ 
tender mercies of agnosticism. 

Jaki’s thesis is the opposite of this con¬ 
ventional treatment — contending that the rules 
and habits of scientific inquiry, and the at¬ 
tainments of Western science, are products of 
the Western religious vision. Science as we know 
it, he observes, could not exist in ancient Greece 
or China, despite the otherwise impressive ac¬ 
complishments of these societies, because the 
necessary preconditions did not exist. These 
were provided only by the advent of Biblical 
religion. 

In Pagan societies, Jaki notes, the boundaries 
of thought were established by a cyclical view of 
the universe and human history. Everything was 
seen as a vast treadmill, in which events 
repeated themselves over and over again. This 
outlook precluded the idea of progress and in¬ 


duced a sense of fatality. It was derived from 
observation of physical nature, conceived as the 
abode of volatile deities to whom mankind was 
subject, discouraging thoughts of human 
command over natural forces. 

With the advent of Western religion, however, 
all this was changed. Instead of the “eternal 
return,” there was the Biblical doctrine of 
creation and the idea of linear history with a 
beginning, middle, and end (lending itself to the 
idea of progress). Instead of subjection to the 
gods in nature, there was the conviction that 
nature was God’s handiwork, and that man had 
been given dominion over it. And there was the 
belief that nature was part of an ordered 
universe, its principles accessible to the 
rationale mind. 

In these leading features of Western religious 
thought, as Jaki spells them out, it is easy to see 
the points of connection with modern science. 
These have been obscured, however, by the way 
we are usually taught our intellectual history, 
suggesting that scientific and other progress 
results from discarding the religious traditions 
of our society. Father Jaki does a masterful job 
of dissecting the errors in this perspective. 

All of this may seem a bit remote from the 
concerns of the everyday American, but it has 
intensely practical results. The most obvious of 
these is that, to the degree we abandon our 
religious heritage, we seem to lose our grip on 
science as well. Witness the recent rise of almost 
neo-pagan nature worship in the “en¬ 
vironmental” movement, and the resulting 
hostility to the idea of scientific and 
technological progress. 

It is widely understood that the decline of 
religious faith has had serious negative con¬ 
sequences for our society in terms of order, 
authority, even personal freedom. According to 
Father Jaki’s argument, it is having deleterious 
material results as well. 


Carter’s Korean Dilemma

In South Korea, Lt. Gen. Chon Too Hwan has 
now accomplished de facto control of the internal 
power structure that earlier marked the first 
phase of assassinated President Park Chung 
Hee’s march to dictatorship. President Carter is 
at a major crossroad in dealing with this 
situation. 

Since the Korean War, South Korea has been 
defended agairtst communist North Korea by a 
United Nations command. The U.N. com¬ 
mander, a U.S. General, commands deployed 
U.S. and designated Korean forces on the 
peninsula. 

This defense arrangement — the U.S. Goliath 
coupled with Korea — and a rapidly developing 
Korean economy have provided great stability 
over the years. In addition, this healthy situation 
on the peninsula, which abuts Japan so closely, 
has provided strategic security to Japan. 

Over the years, mutual dependence has 
created an uneasy U.S.-Korean relationship, 
however; Gen. Park Chung Hee gave high 
priority to economic progress and military 
readiness. His success in these objectives made 
it difficult for the U.S. to intervene as he moved 
from military coup leader to becoming an 
elected president who kept himself in power by 
changing the constitution and by ruthlessly 
suppressing opposition. 

On the other hand, U.S. concerns did place 
limits on Park’s dictatorial practices. Thus, 
opposition increased over the years, and had 
become explosive by the time of Park’s 
assassination. 

The months following gave promise of a 
return to democracy. But the instability that 
came with the loss of a strong leader led to an 
inflation approaching 50 percent, unemployment 
of 5.7 percent, and seizure of Kwangju and other 
places by dissidents. 

The suppression of this rebellious activity 
gave Chon a chance to consolidate his power. 

Now some Carter advisors are urging him to 
be true to his human rights position and to use 
economic and other pressures to force 
democratization. But reelection staffers are 
telling him that there must not be more stories of 
instability in Korea before November. 

Carter is working both sides of the track. 

On the human rights side, he has: 

— Authorized U.S. Ambassador William H. 


Gleysteen, Jr., to decry Gen. Chon’s failure to 
consult on the imposition of martial law; the 
arrest of army chief of staff Gen. Chung Sung 
Hwa last December; his assumption of the 
Korean CIA directorship; and his arrest of other 
army leaders. 

—Postponed a scheduled economic mission 
by the U.S. Overseas Private Investment Corp. 
(OPIC), implying that any investment in Korea 
is discouraged. 

—Postponed voting on its prospective in¬ 
ternational agency loans to South Korea — for a 
port project in Inchon and for industrial 
development. The U.S. may abstain when the 
votes are taken about the end of June. 

—Delayed a meeting between the two 
countries’ policy planning staff. 

—Ordered visits by high-level government 
officials to be approved by a group chaired by an 
assistant secretary of state. 

On the “don’t rock the boat” side of the track, 
he has: 

—Ruled that the U.S. will not press Gen. Chon 
to democratize so rapidly that instability will 
return. 

—Permitted the Export-Import Bank 
chairman to visit Seoul to discuss project loans. 

—Accepted the facade that the 25-man 
Special Committee for National Security 
Measures — dominated by 15 top military of¬ 
ficials, but including eight cabinet members — is 
truly an “advisory and assisting body to the 
President,” and “by no means representing a 
‘military government’ in any sense.” 

Korean instability since Park’s assassination 
has worried foreign investment bankers. 
Japan’s banks have reduced their investment 
appreciably. U.S. and European bankers have 
been more bullish, but are now delaying, taking 
their cue from Carter’s economic pressures. 

Our observations and discussions lead us to 
conclude that Carter will: 

—Not be able to force the tough, economically 
unsophisticated Gen. Chon to do more than pay 
lip service to democratization. 

—Continue to exert apparent human rights 
pressures until Sen. Kennedy’s candidacy is 
finally defeated at the convention. 

—Then proclaim that these pressures have 
been successful and are cancelled. 

—Urge Japan to provide the loan necessary to 
avoid political and economic deterioration in 
Korea before November. 


Requiem For The Guzzler

So I traded the old gas guzzler in at last, and a 
page is turning on a way of life in our country, 
and I am sad. 

The dapper young new car salesman must 
have thought me strange as I patted the guzzler’s 
handsome and unblemished body. I admired its 
classic lines, from the heavy front bumper to the 
electric tailgate at the rear. I admired the big 
tires, the vast space behind the rear seat, and the 
long sweep of the hood under which all that 
horsepower lay. 

It has been a good car — a very good car. It 
had gobbled the noble reaches of America with a 
free spirit before the chill hand of the 55-mile 
speed limit slapped us all down to around 60, or 
thereabouts. Those eight flying pistons had 
climbed the Rockies and Sierras, breasted the 
Appalachians and the Blue Ridge, and tooled 
around the White Mountains and the Green with 
scarcely a downshift. 

The old guzzler had glided across the pine 
needles of the Wisconsin forest, split the brown 
winds of the West Texas spring, braved desert 
and deluge and laughed at repair shops. 

But it hadn’t laughed at filling stations. 

Aye, as Hamlet said, there was the rub. There 
was guilt in burning a gallon of increasingly 
precious hydrocarbon just to get me to the office. 
There was pain in coughing up a 20 each time it 
made its frequent stops at the pumps. Like the 
fern, the crocodile and the coelacanth, the 
guzzler had survived into an age not properly its 
own. 

The new car makes lots of sense. It has a 
small transverse engine, a transaxle and front- 
wheel drive. It makes lavish use of aluminum 
and, I suspect, more plastic than is good for it. 
Weight is cut in every conceivable way, in¬ 
cluding a miniature spare tire guaranteed to 
give you a listing lift into town. 

The horsepower has dropped down to about 
where the Ford V-8 was 45 years ago. In reward 
for these engineering exertions and com¬ 
promises, the EPA has pasted on the window a 
flattering miles-per-gallon estimate. 

And so I expect to cut my gas consumption in 
half, join the holy crusade for conservation, and 
cock a snoot at the sheiks. 

But, as the old guzzler passes, so goes a 
foolish, charming era in America. It was a 


system of eminence by horsepower, aristocracy 
by wheelbase. The American dream was to so 
live that one might grow, if not in grace and 
virtue, at least in pizazz and varoom. 

America’s love affair with the automobile 
began on Oct. 1, 1908, when the first Model T’s 
were delivered to the dealers. Before then, the 
car was a rich man’s plaything. 

With the T, all America began to move. It 
killed the crossroads general store and moved 
commerce to the county seats. Farm boys 
became tinkerers and all blacksmiths evolved 
into mechanics. 

The unique thing about Henry Ford’s flivver 
was that it made everyone want to improve it. It 
was so bare-bones, so elemental. The auto ac¬ 
cessory business was born. You could buy gas 
gauges, side curtains, demountable rims, 
cutouts, electric horns — all for the Model T. 

The next development was the fevered rush to 
provide Ford with competition. The Saxons, 
Whippets, Austins and Henry J’s came and went, 
and the last Chevrolet before the first good one — 
they called it the Model 490 — was said by 
disappointed owners to mean “four days on the 
road and 90 days in the shop.” 

But, gradually, successful rivals did appear, 
and then America became obsessed with the idea 
that bigger was better. The British might assess 
a man by his accent, and snobbish Europeans 
might consult the Almanach de Gotha, but 
millions of Americans judged each other by what 
one drove. A man was deemed to be going 
nowhere if he replaced his old car with one of the 
same size, and down-buying was considered a 
confession of failure. 

With each new model year, Detroit trumpeted 
bigness and more power. So the dimensions 
grew, and the engines grew, and the fins grew, 
and the front-end grilles became more fantastic, 
and chromium gleamed, and tires got fatter, and 
compression ratios went up, and it was all so 
crazy and so wonderful — 

Until OPEC shot us down. 

Goodbye, guzzler! Goodbye, you lovely, 
roomy, comfortable old pal. Purr powerfully 
away over the hill and into the sunset. Join the 
Twentieth Century Limited, the Queen Mary, the 
coach and matched bays, and the Robert E. Lee. 
We will remember as we pass the pumps in our 
little buckets. And we will weep.

Supporters said King was 
allocated $202,700 for fiscal 1980 
expenses and should not be 
given another $64,500. They 
noted their proposed $8,108 
figure Is four percent of the 
original $202,700 and urged the 
Governor to stay within the 
same four percent cap imposed 
on cities and towns. 

Opponents said the additional 
$64,500 was necessary and noted 
much of It Includes membership 
dues in associations which must 
be paid. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
voted for thp reduction. 

Constitution Bicentennial (H 
6692) - House approved 135-15, a 
budget amendment increasing 
from $75,000 to $125,000 the 
additional funding for the 
special commission on the 200th 
anniversary of the State con¬ 
stitution. 

Supporters noted that the 
celebration has cost the state 
very little since much of the 
equipment and services have 
been donated. They said the 
additional $50,000 will help 
complete the project which has 
been useful and educational and 
has received favorable reac¬ 
tions from people all over the 
state. 

Opponents said the com¬ 
mission has already wasted 
thousands of taxpayers’ hard 
earned ’money on worthless 
brochures and posters. They 
claimed the additional $60,000 
can be better spent elsewhere. 

Saltmarsh voted for the 
additional funding. 

Supplementary Budget (H 
0692) - House gave final ap¬ 
proval 125-21, to a sup¬ 
plementary budget for fiscal 
1980. Final figures on the total of 
the budget, after amendments 
were adopted by the House, are 
not available. 

Supporters said the package 
was a reasonable one necessary 
to fund existing services, and 
claimed it takes into con¬ 
sideration the state's economic 
picture and the overburdened 
taxpayer. Opponents said the 
budget was inflated and said it 
contains pay hikes for several 
state employees. They noted 
thousands of dollars in amen¬ 
dments were tacked onto the 
package on the House floor and 
called it an insult to the tax¬ 
payers. 

Saltmarsh voted against the 
supplementary budget. 


Inspector General (H 6711) • 
House gave initial approval 145- 
4, to a compromise version of a 
bill creating an office of 
Inspector General in the state. 

The office would have 
jurisdiction to prevent and 
detect fraud, waste, and abuse 
in state and local government 
operations involving con¬ 
struction contracts and the 
purchase of supplies and ser¬ 
vices in connection with the 
construction. This compromise 
version provides for ap¬ 
pointment of the Inspector 
General by unanimous 
agreement of the attorney 
general, state auditor, and 
secretary of public safety. It 
also provides for a six-member 
panel that must, by a two-thirds 
vote, approve any subpoenas by 
the Inspector General, before 
they are issued. 

Supporters argued the bill 
was important in light of the 
waste and corruption exposed 
by the Special Commission on 
State and County Buildings. 
They defended this version of 
the bill saying it meets the need 
to ferret our corruption in the 
state’s construction system, yet 
also includes necessary 
safeguards. Opponents offered 
no arguments on the floor during 
debate. 

Saltmarsh voted for the bill. 

The Senate “Beacon Hill Roll 
Call’’ records local Sentors’ 
votes on one key roll call from 
last week’s session. 

Guardianship ( S 971) - Senate 
refused 29-2, to table a bill 
amending the state’s guar¬ 
dianship and conservatorship 
laws for adults, including 
elderly, mentally ill, and 
physically handicapped people. 

The measure established a 
more uniform standard for 
appointing guardians and 
conservators, and basically 
encourages the courts to con¬ 
sider less restrictive alter¬ 
natives to full guardianship. 
Supporters explained that the 
bill would eliminate the current 
antiquated “all or nothing” 
system where people who need 
help in a few areas of their lives 
may receive no assistance 
because they fail to meet the 
broad test of the current law, 
while others who become wards 
and have guardians, are denied 
the final say in many areas 
where they should be able to 
make decisions. 

They note the bill does not 
attempt to eliminate full 
guardianship for profoundly 
retarded people unable to make 
reasonable decisions, but rather 
is aimed at allowing “tailored 
guardianship” for people who 
need help in specific areas such 
as medical, legal, or financial 
matters. 

Opponents argued the Senate 
should not enact such legislation 
during the rush toward 
prorogation, and claimed the 
bill would create chaos. They 
urged further study of the 
measure. 

Sen. Samuel Rotondi voted 
against tabling. 
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Speed Bumps

Recently, the town of Winchester has 
installed new speed bumps in the high 
school parking lot. The bumps were put 
in to slow down people who would race 
around in the parking lot, but these 
bumps have caused more problems then 
what they are worth. 

Their are four speed bumps in all, and 
each one of them seems more like a 
mountain then a bump when driving over 
them in a car. Most cars usually scrape 
the bottom of their engines as they go 
over them, especially the highest, 
located in the front of the school, forcing 
some studens with cars that are low to 
the ground to leave the school from the 
entrance way which Is illegal. 

Why does the town of Winchester 
waste its money on things that do more 
damage than they do good?

Next fall the Winchester High School 
Band will number 153. Because the 
School Committee has appropriated 
enough money for only 97 new uniforms, 
the Freinds of the Winchester High 
School Music Department have reluc¬ 
tantly taken upon themselves the task of 
raising enough money to buy an ad¬ 
ditional 63 uniforms. 

We are reluctant to do so because we 
feel it is the School Committee’s 
responsibility to fund academic 
programs completely. Band is an 
academic course for which five credits 
are given and one of the course 
requirements is to march for the football 
games and for special town events such - 
as the Memorial and Columbus Day 
parades. 

All required equipment and materials 
are provided for students in the other 
academic programs at the high school. 
No one tells students on the athletic 
teams that uniforms will be provided for 
only half the team. 

Because we realize that budgets are 
tight, because we feel al the band 
students should be able to march and 
because we want their appearance to 
reflect well on the school and the town, 
we have committed ourselves to raising 
the necssary funds. 

The$2500 which we raised from chuck 
wagon and program sales during the last 
football season provided the down 
payment which was sent to the Nisinger 
Co. last week along with the School 
Department’s purchase order for a total 
of 160 uniforms. 

We hope the town will support us in 
our efforts to raise the remaining $8200. 
As of June 23 two local organizations had 
contributed a total of $300. We are 
planning several fund-raising events and 
a solicitation campaign. 

In addition, we have made 
arrangements with a local bank for a 
loan if we haven't raised the required 
amount by the time the final payment is 
due.

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Surf's Up At Winchester Beaches 


One sure sign of summer is the annual 
tening of Winchester's two public 
taches. 

This year was no exception as an 
ithusiastic crowd of swimmers turned 
it on last Saturday for the opening of 
■onard Pool. Wedge Beach began its 
immer season on Monday afternoon. 
Waterfront Director John Henriques, 
■ports that "the water quality is ex¬ 
tent" and that "everything is set for 
inchester residents to use the beaches 
ifely and enjoyably.” 

After several months of preparation, 
enriques, working through the Wln- 
lester Recreation Department, has 
impleted all preparations for the 
immer aquatics program, culminating 
the hiring of 13 lifeguards and a team 
swim instructors. 

All waterfront personnel are 
esently undergoing in-service 
aining; and review of water and land 
scues, CPR, and First Aid by the 
screation Department and the 
nerican Red Cross. The Winchester 
re Department is sponsoring an ad- 
tional “First Responders Course." All 
ach staff members are already fully 
rtified in the above techniques, as well 
in Advanced Lifesaving. Many also 
ve Water Safety Instructor Cer- 
ication. 


The staff, mostly Winchester 
residents, have been involved with 
cleaning and other preparations for 
opening day. Lifeguards for this year 
include Headguards, Bob Savage, Jim 
Covino, Tony Vita and Richard 
Palumbo; as well as guards, David Blasi, 
Kenneth Blasi, LouAnn Cennerazzo, 
Laurie Grant, Mark Leonard, Bob 
Mclnnis, Michael Minutoli, Steven Saro 
and Abby Trotter. 

This year’s aquatics program also 
provides for four Lifeguards-In-Training 
(GIT’s) who will assist the regular 
lifeguard staff at Leonard and Wedge. 
This program, newly instituted this year 
by Henriques, provides training to 
aspiring lifeguard, which is mutually - 
beneficial to them and to the town. 

Henriques is enthusiastic about GIT’s 
Charles Adelsberger, Nancy Kawa, 
Lynne Melilli and John Monteith. The 
experience they get this summer will be 
invaluable to them and will provide the 
Recreation Department with additional 
personnel staffing the beaches. This 
training is a part of our (the Recreation 
Department’s) continuing efforts to 
improve the overall quality of the 
waterfront program.” 

Henriques also announced the 
schedule of swim lessons for this sum¬ 
mer, emphasizing that “there’s 


something for everyone, adults and 
kids." Registration for all youth lessons 
will take place at Leonard Beach from 9- 
11:30 a.m. and at Wedge Beach from 
12:30-2:30 p.m. on Monday for Session I. 
Registration for Session II will be held at 
the same times on July 21. 

Residents are encouraged to sign up 
early as applicants will be accepted on a 
first come basis. Students who miss more 
than two classes in a row will be dropped 
from their class, to accommodate those 
on the waiting list. When registering, 
swimmers must present verification of 
successful completion of previous 
swimming lessons, if any. 

Adults, including senior citizens, 
interested in taking swimming lessons 
should contact the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment to arrange class times. 

Town residents of all ages and 
swimming abilities may enroll in the 
Basic Rescue and Water Safety Course 
being offered. The course teaches 
reaching assists; wading rescues; 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation; personal 
safety and survival techniques; as well 
as general water safety tips. 

Henriques, stresses that “strong 
swimming ability is not necessary to 
benefit from the course.” He also stated 
that “the techniques taught are in¬ 
valuable if you own your own pool; have 


children; own or use a boat; or just want 
to know how to mmake basic rescues.” 

Leonard Beach will be open daily 
from 9 a.m.-7 p.m. until Aug. 15th. Aug. 
16 to Sept. 1, it will be open daily from 11 
a.m.-6:30 p.m. Wedge Beach will be open 
daily from 11 a.m.-7 p.m., and closes 
Aug. 15 for the year. 

The beaches are open to all Win¬ 
chester residents. Parking facilities are 
available at both beaches, as well as 
picnic tables at Leonard. ~

An 11-member Council on Youth, akin 
to the present Council on Aging, was 
established last week by vote of Town 
Meeting to study youth related issues in 
town. 

Former Town Meeting Moderator 
Harrison Chadwick, the major proponent 
of this Article 29 motion, said he was 
"inspired” with the idea of a youth 
council by the success of the Council on 
Aging. It "makes sense” to have an of¬ 
ficial group of this nature, Chadwick 
said. 

This Council is not geared specifically 
to the creation of a youth center; the 
present movement to start a youth center 
marks the third attempt to create such 
an organization, he said. 

Instead, Chadwick said, the youth 
council would act as a central reservoir 
for all youth related activities, including 
expansion of the present high school Max 
Ed program and the establishment of an 
employment exchange. (The Max Ed 
program offers high school students 
credit for internships under the auspices 
of community businesses or 
organizations). 

“I can’t promise any great results 
may come from this...but we may be 
overlooking a great opportunity,” 
Chadwick said. He noted that lie 
discussed the concept with this past 
year’s Student Union and School Com¬ 
mittee, both of whom supported the 
Council.

Although both the Finance Committee 
and Board of Selectmen favored Ihe 
council, Selectmen Chairman Wade 
Welch said the Selectmen can’t commit 
themselves to donating space.

Attending from the Winchester 
congregation were Arthur and Hazel 
Rich, Ruth Reinhardt and her husband, 
Rev. Charles Reinhardt. 

The Unitarian Universalist 
Association of which the Winchester 
church is a member, is the liberal 
religious denomination of 1,000 local 
churches and fellowships in the United 
States and Canada. R came into 
existence in 1961 through the merger of 
the American Unitarian Association 
(1825) and the Universalist Church of 
America (1793). 

Nine hundred delegates took action on 
various matters of denominational 
business. In addition, delegates ex¬ 
pressed concern and acted on resolutions 
on world hunger, human rights and war, 
refugee assistance, and a religious 
statement on abortion, and on other 
religious-human concerns of the 
Eighties. 

Actions were in the liberal tradition of 
Thomas Jefferson, John Adams, Joseph 
Priestly, Susan B. Anthony, Clara 
Barton, Horace Mann, Margaret Fuller, 
Whitney Young, Adlai Stevenson, Elliot 
Richardson and other American leaders 
who have identified themselves as 
Unitarians and Universalists. 

Delegates participated in a Native 
American worship service and heard 
addresses by LaDonna Harris, a 
Comanche who is president and 
executive director of Americans for 
Indian Opportunity and a US vice 
presidential candiate; author Tillie 
Olsen, who received the UU Women’s 
Federation Ministry to Women Award; 
Richard J. Barnet, author of ‘‘Roots of 
War” and founder of World 
Peacemakers, and others. 

More than 70 workshops for the 
delegates were devoted to concerns in¬ 
cluding feminist theology, religious 
education, alcohol education, worship, 
local church operations, and pressing 
human concerns in large cities.

you kidding me?" Pronski asked. 

MacDonald said Pronski’s threat of 
legal action did not prod him into con¬ 
vincing Aclerman that this would not be 
the best time to take a vacation. 

This follows Pronski's challenge of an 
attsmpt by the School Committee 
Monday night to discuss in executive 
session Ackerman's failure to get his 
doctorate degree from Harvard this 
month as he told the committee he would 
do when he was hired earlier this year. 

An hour long discussion ensued bet¬ 
ween School Committee members, Supt. 
of Schools William MacDonald and Town 
Counsel Douglas Kandall when Pronski 
refused to leave the room despite the 5-1 
vote in favor of the executive session. 
Constance Papas was the only member 
to vote against the executive session. 

Pronski maintained the executive 
seesion called for by the committee was a 
violation of the Open Meeting Law. The 
committee claimed because Ackerman’s 
character and reputation would be 
discussed it was an appropriate 
discussion for an executive session. 

Pronski then argued that it was 


simply a discussion of Ackerman’s 
professional qualifications, meaning his 
failure to get his doctorate, degree. 
Discussion of professional qualifications 
is not a permissable reason for calling an 
executive session. 

The confrontation was averted, 
however, when after the hour-long 
discussion, Alexander announced that 
Ackerman had agreed to request that the 
meeting be held in open session. Randall 
said the hour-long meeting was used to 
discuss the Open Meeting Law and what 
options the committee had in light of 
Pronski's refusal to leave the room. 

The open session proceeded to last 
about 10 minutes and consisted of 
Ackerman reading a prepared statement 
explaining that he didn’t get his doc¬ 
torate because he had yet to finish his 
final thesis paper. He claimed that his 
work in the Newton school system oc¬ 
cupied more of had anticipated, his time 
than he . 

"Meanwhile 1 plugged away at the 
thesis as much as possible but I was 
unable to finish. Although I have made 
progress, a lot of writing remains. I am 
looking forward to making a substantial 
’dent’ in the remaining sections during 
my summer vacation and then con¬ 
tinuing to devote eight hours per week on

evenings and weekends as before," he 
said. 

"In Winchester, as in Newton I will be 
unstinting in the time an energy that I 
invest in my work although I accept the 
obligation to finish my thesis,” he con¬ 
tinued. . 

The legality of calling an executive 
session was not the only legal question 
which came out of Monday night's 
meeting. 

Following Ackerman’s statement 
Alexander said no questions would be 
allowed. If a committee member or 
someone in the audience had a question 
they could submit them in writing to 
Alexander and she would ask Ackerman. 
She added that she didn't anticipate the 
questions would become public. 

But Ernest DiSimone of the state 
Attorney General's office said if 
Alexander responds to any questions that 
are submitted they would become part of 
the public record unless they applied to 
the nine exemptions that deal primarily 
with questions of privacy. He said if the 
questions dealt with his professional 
qualifications and the committee refused 
to release the records one could appeal to 
the Secretary of State’s Division of 
Public Records. 

Randall, who had recommended that 
the committee hold the meeting in 
executive session, insisted everything 
was above board. “In fact, they have 
complied with every aspect of the Open 
Meeting Law. We don't have any secrets 
in the town of Winchester. A public 
meeting was conducted and the public 
was served,” Randall said. 

Had Ackerman not agreed to request 


that the meeting be held in open session, 
the committee would have had three 
options. (1) They could have called in the 
police to forcibly remove anyone who 
refused to leave the room (2) They could 
have sought a restraining order allowing 
the meeting to remain closed or (3) they 
simply could have continued the meeting 
with the public present. 

“I could have called in the police but I 
preferred not to exercise that option ,” 
Alexander said, adding that she didn’t 
allow questions Monday night because 
she wanted a "less charged at¬ 
mosphere.” 

There is also some question about the 
legality of the hour-long session. For 
much of the meeting the door was closed 
and on various occasions during the 
session there was a quorum of four 
members making it an illegal meeting. 

DiSimone said technically it was a 
violation of the Open Meeting Law 
whether there was a quorum for the 
entire session or not. 

Randall vehemently denied that the 
meeting, which discussed the options 
available, was a private one. He insisted 
anyone could have walked into the room 
if they chose. 

Alexander concurred that there was 
no intent to hold a meeting privately. “If 
there was a quorum at anytime then it 
was not intended to be a quorum," she 
explained. There were at various times 
either three or four committee members 
present during the discussion on the 
options available. 

Papas said she voted against the 
executive session because she felt it was 
an appropriate issue for public 


discussion. She said the only question she 
had was when did Ackerman realize he 
would not finish the doctorate thesis on 
time and why didn’t he tell the committee 

This is not the first time Ackerman 
has been embroiled in controversey over 
his new position. He was selected over 
two other candidates, Dr. Clare Corcoran 
(Principal of the Vinson— Owen School) 
and John Barranco (Curriculum 
Director for Ipswich public schools), 
both of whom had their doctorate 
degrees. 

The School Committee expressed 
concern when the Search Committee that 
was formed to find a successor to Walter 
Gleason named the candidates in order of 
preference in a public meeting. Acker¬ 
man was first choice and Corcoran was 
third. 

MacDonald nominated Corcoran and 
that motion was defeated 5-1 with Papas 
the only favorable vote. When Ackerman 
was nominated he was approved by a 
five-member vote, with Papas ab¬ 
staining.
